Among Democrats. 


CLEVELAND'S INFLUENCE I$ SOUGHT 


To Check Contemplated Moves by 
the Anti-Tammany Men. 


NEw YORK, Oct. 1.—Mr. Croker was 
seen by a reporter and as ked concerning 
the rumors about the nominating a third 
ticket. He said that so far as the Tam- 
many hall’s local ticket was concerned it 
could do no injury. It might not, he 
s aid, injure the national ticket, but there 
w ould be danger of such a ticket helping 
to elect a Republican and United States 
senator to succeed Hiscock, inasmuch as 
it would afford an opportunity for the 
trading of votes for assemblymen. One 
district, he declared, might change the 
entire complexion of the legislature and 
prevent the election of a Democratic sen- 
ator. 

More Complications. 

The political situation in New York 
state was still further complicated last 
night by the failure of the Democratic 
state committee to nom inate a candidate 
for chief justice of the court of appeals. 
As statedinthe call, the committee was 
called to order for the purpose of nominat- 
ing a chief justice, and the fact that this 
was not done was a surprise to the unin- 
itiated. 

It was understood that the nomination 
was to fall on Judge Rufus W. Peckham, 
but it is probable that the action of the 
County Democracy on Thursday night, 
when it declared for independent local 
nominations, so incensed the state com- 
mittee that it altered its determination or 
at least postponed the nomination until 
assured that the third ticket idea had 
been abandoned. It is also stated that the 
failure to nominate was due to the oppo- 
sition of Hugh McLaughlin, who has a 
candidate in the person of William C. De- 
Witt of Brooklyn. 

It is openly asserted that, should the 
anti-snappers persist in nominating a 
third ticket, the state committee will re- 
taliate by nominating Mr. DeWitt, Judge 
Earle, or, possibly, Judge Isaac Maynard, 
and the postponement of a nomination 
was forthe purpose of giving the anti- 
snappers time to consider the situation. 

A committee consisting of W. Bourke 
Cockran, James W. Ridgeway and Clinton 
Beckwith was appointed to decide all 
questions in regard to the electoral ticket. 
The three committeemen were opposed to 
Cleveland's nomination at Chicago. 

No Third Ticket 

has yet beeu nvuuluated Ly tho ant. 
snappers. As evidenced by the meeting 
held by them last night, however, the 
probabilities of an anti-Tammany county 
ticket are stronger than ever. Although 
no action was taken further than the 
adoption of the report of the committee 
appointed last Friday to meet Chairman 
Harrity and Messrs. Dickinson, Quincy 
and Smalley of the Democratic national 
committee, there was much speech-making 
in favor of a third ticket. 

The report of the conference committee, 
after detailing the history of its appoint- 
ment, was as foliows: 

The chairman of your committee stated the 
purpose of your committee’s visitin the lan- 
guage of the resolution of its appointment. 
In reply to the request contained in such state- 
ment, the chairman of the sub-committee in- 
formed this committee that, in the opinion of 
the sub-committee, the most useful means to 
be adopted by the organization represented by 
your committee were the systematic organiz- 
ation of campaign clubs or associations in every 
district of the city, and thorough canvassing 
of the vote in cach district, the holding of pub- 
lic meetings and parades and the dissemina- 
tion of a correct understanding among all 
classes of voters on the questions of issue. 

The chairman of your committee asked the 
chairman of the sub-committee whether the 
national committee desired at this time to add 
any further detailed suggestion to the general 
suggestion above specified, to which the 
chairman of the sub-committee made no re- 
ply, being interrupted by Mr. Dickinson of 
the sub-committee, who said that the sub 
committee would be very glad to hear any 
suggestions on that subject matter from your 
committee, to which the chairman of your 
committee replied that the committee had 
nothing further in the way of suggestions to 
make upon the subjects included within the 
limit of our resolution and the committee's 
instructions. 

The conference upon the subject matter 
of the resolutions then closed. After 
hearing and adopting the foregoing re- 
port, the committee was continued for the 
purpose of further conferences with other 
organizations and the meeting adjourned 
until next Friday night, when the anti- 
snappers will hear a further report from 
the committee. 

Several Important Conferences 


were held with Mr. Cleveland at the Vic- 
toria Hotel. The national campaign com- 
mittee, including Messrs. Harrity, Dickin- 
son, Gorman, Sheehan, Brice, Whitney, 
Smalley and Quincy, the only abseutees 
being Senator Ransom of North Carolina, 
Congressman Cable of Illinois, and E. C. 
Wall of Wisconsin, had the first consulta- 
tion, which lasted over two hours. 

Immediately after their departure a dele- 
gation of the New York state committee 
arrived, and matters pertaining to the 
state campaign were discussed. The 
chief topic of discussion was the proposed 
third ticket of the County Democracy. It 
was urgently recommended that Mr. 
Cleveland influence the abrogation of 
such a measure. ; 

Mr. Cleveland was busy all evening un- 
til midnight. William C. Whitney never 
left the room throughout the evening. 
During the eyening representatives called 
from the regular state organization, and 
from that of those who favored the Syra- 
cuse movement. Richard Croker hastened 
ovor to the Victoria Hotel immediately 
upon the adjournment of the state com- 
mittee and proceeded to Mr. Cleveland’s 
room, where he remained about half an 
hour. As he descended the steps to de- 
part, he encountered Don M. Dickinson, 
whom he followed back to Mr. Cleveland’s 
room. When he again emerged he was 
questioned regarding the nature of his 
hurried yisit. f 

He replied that he had an important 
statement to give out, but wished to first 
secure Mr. Cleveland’s permission to

.|A ine Water Front and Chance for Sys- 


tem of Parks. 
The new metropolitan park commission 
which was created by the last Legislature 


| is actively prosecuting its work this fall, 


says the Herald. Under the terms of the 
act which created it, the commission is 
to consider the question of more open 
spaces for the use of the public in the 
vicinity of Boston and to report to the 
next Legislature. 

Charles Francis Adams, of Quincy, is 
chairman of the commission,and Philip A. 
Chase, of Lynn, and William B, de las 
Casas, of Malden, are the other members. 
Sylvester Baxter is secretary, aud Charles 
Eliot, son of President Eliot, of Harvard, 
is consulting landscape architect for the 
commission, 

Reviewing the work the report says: 

When the commissioners visited the 
South Shore they took a steam launch and 
went to Hingham, and then around the 
shore to Quincy. There is in this city an 
opportunity for taking advantage of a water 
front, as the Boston park department has 
done for South Boston. Several years ago 
Charles Francis Adams gave to Quincy 
what is now known as Merrymount Park, a 
fine extent of land running down to the 
shore, between Wollaston and _ the 
city pruper, and there is opportunity for a 
beautiful extension of this. 

The state commission is likely to con- 


sider also the question of public play- 


grounds for the younger generation, so that 


they may have some opportunity to disport 
themselves before everything passes under 
private ownership at so high a price that 
the city or town will not feel as if it could 
afford to buy. The vicinity of Boston is 
said to abound in delightful situations 
which ought to be preserved, so that the 
public may get the benefit of them. It is 
after the commissioners have finished 
their perambulations of the desirable lo- 
calities in their 11-mile circuit, they expect 
to give public hearings to all interested 
parties.

T, L. Williams To Open His Beautiful New 
Store Saturday Evening. 


Anyone who chances to go to West 
Quincy cannot help but noticing the large 
new building on the corner of Copeland 
and Cross streets, and a second glance 
shows a large, new gilt sign on the corner 
store, so prominent that he who runs may 
read, that Williams, Quincy’s enterprisiug 
jeweler and engraver, occupies that place.

A glass partition 
runs from the door to the counter on the 
opposite side, and behind this partition 
are two new-style work benches also of 
oak. The repairing will be done here. 

The whole front of the store with the 
exception of the door is given up to a large 
show window some 21 feet in length. The 
background of the show window is a large 
mirror, some two feet high. The store is 
lighted by about 20 incandescent lights, 
part of which are placed inside of the wall 
cases, which not only affords the customer 
as good a view of the goods displayed as in 
the day time but add materially to the ef- 
fectiveness of the interior. 

Mr. Williams has purchased a large new 
stock of the latest novelties in the jewelry 
business, the new stock and furnishings 
for the store costing thuusands of dollars.

STABBED 10 DEATH, 


Fall River Man Murdered by 
His Brother-in-Law,. 


THE ASSASSIN IS SOON CAPTURED, 


—_—_—__.. 


A Man Who is Well Known by 
the Police of Fall River. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 83—John Ken- 
nedy of this city was murderedin Anawan 
street at 2:20 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
by his brother-in-law, Murice Kennelly, 
who lives with him. Both men had been 
drinking. Shortly before the killing they 
were talking together in the kitchen of 
the house 71 Anawan street, when some 
sharp words passed between them, and 
John ordered his brother-in-law to pack 
his trunk and leave the house at once. 

Maurice went into the street, then 
threw a half-pint bottle through a pane of 
glass into the room where John was sit- 
ting. The latter ran to the door and 
Maurie dared him to come out, threatening 

To Run a Knife Into Him. 

John went up to Maurice, in the middle 
of the street, whereupon Maurice struck 
him. The men clinched, and Maurice got 
John’s head under his arm, drew his 
pocket knife and plunged it to the hilt 
into his abdomen, just below the stomach. 
The wounded man dropped on the side- 
walk and the blood gushed from him in a 
stream. He was assisted to the steps of 
the building 74 Anawan street, became 
unconscious almost immediately and died 
in a few minutes. 

Kennelly ran down Anawan street, but 
was captured at the junction of Pocasset 
street by two men who had witnessed the 
stabbing. He was held until Officer Mul- 
lally arrived, when he was placed under 


arrest. The gory pocket knife was found 
upon Nim. 
Dr. Leary examined Kennedy’s dead 


body and ordered its removal to the under- 
taker’s. The dead man leaves five chil- 
dren, all under 10 years of age, anda 
widow, who was 

Under the Influence of ~iquor 
when the officers took charge of the house. 

John wasa laborer employed at the 
waste mill adjoining his home. Maurice 
is well known in police circles, having 
served sentences for various minor 
offenses. He is best known by the nick- 
name “Dr. Tanner,’”’ which he earned at 
onetime by attempting to emulate the 
well-known faster of that name. 

Both the murderer and his victim are 
about 32 years of age. John was addicted 
to drink, and had been on a three days’ 
spree. Hedied onthe same steps where 
n cobbler « ow’ [ecraid Mu?Taeree ans 
wife about fifteen years ago, for which 
offence Fitzgerald is now serving sentence 
in Charlest prison. At the police 
station Kennelly admitted having com- 
mitted the crime, and says he did it in self- 
defense.

Sullivan Said to Be Determined to Have 
Another “Go” with Corbett. 

Boston, Oct. 3.—‘Scrapper” says in 
this morning’s Globe: John L. Sullivan 
felt unusually happy when leaving the 
Howard Athenw#um Saturday evening, for 
the Boston public showed him last week 
that though he was a fallen champion, it 
still had the same admiration for him. 
The receipts for the week amounted to 
close on $7000, and there is no doubt but 
what Sullivan will “bank” oyer $2000 
from his share of the profits. 

Some people will laugh when they hear 
that John is placing his money in the 
bank, for he has never before been known 
todosuch athing. He has changed since 
the fight at New Orleans, and he will fool 
those that prophesied he would have to 
carry the hod. He is laying aside his earn- 
ings, and in threeor five months he will 
surprise the sporting world, and show it 
that he has really saved his money. 

But. he intends to shy his castor in the 
ring once more before he retires perma- 
nently from the profession. He says that 
he is confident that he can again take his 
place among the fighters of the world. 
Jim Corbett is the one that he intends to 
fight again. and before another year he 
will either make the Californian meet him 
once more or else drive him to the wall. 
He will be his own backer this time, and 
when the time comes he will post sucha 
big forfeit that Corbett cannot very well 
ignore his challenge. 

In talking over the battle, the “big fel- 
low” is very guarded about what he says, 
but he states that he knows the cause of 
his defeat just as well ashe knows that 
twoand two make four. He cannot be 
made to believe that when he is right 
there isa man living can hit him like 
Corbett did and not receive return blows. 
“Tt may be so,’’ says Sullivan, “but I have 
got to have better proof than I received at 
New Orleans.” 

All efforts to get him to tell what he 
thinks was the cause of his being de 
feated or who were in the scheme have 
been unsuccessful, but he hints that he 
was the victim that was offered up to the 
pool-room gods for sacrifice, so that they 
could break the favorite combination.

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ARCTIC EXPLORATIONS 


Impertant News Brought from Green- 
land by a Gloucester Schooner, 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 3.—Schooners 
Ada S, Babson and Laurel arrived yester. 
ay from Iceland, each bringing 140,000 

unds of halibut. Augustus Johnson of 
ne Babson’s crew was lost overboard. He 


leaves a widow and two children in this 
city. 

Captain Hibbard of the Laurel reports 
that when he left Iceland,the Danish bark 
Hogla, that had been exploring on the 
coast of Greenland, had arrived at Dyref- 
jord. 

The Hogla was fifteen months on the 
coast of Greenland, most of the time being 
imprisoned in the ice. One of the crew 
died and was buried in the Arctic ocean. 
Explorations of considerable importance 
were made, The party found the remains 
of Esquimaux habitations, with dishes 
made of stone and other articles, the use 
of which was unknown, all of which were 
forwarded to the Danish government. 

The commander of the Hogla explored 
the island of Jammayer, very deep water 
being found in that locality. The party 
dredged in 475 fathoms of water, bringing 
up sediment which contained such animal 
vegetation as sea anemone, together with 
pebbles, similar to iron ore. 

After refitting at Iceland, the Hogla 
sailed Aug. 28 for Greenland to complete 
scientific researches, intending to remain 
all winter in South Greenland. 
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Will Raise the Whitney Tomorrow. 

Boston, Oct. 3.—All day Saturday and 
Sunday the work of patching up the large 
hole in the bow plates of the steamer H. 
M. Whitney was continued by divers from 
the Boston Towboat tompany, at whose 
office it was learned that the first attempt 
to raise the steamor -»d pump her free 
of water would not be made befure ™ Lo 
day.

THE CRONIN MURDER. 
Belief That the Actual Perpetrator is 
About to Be Brought to Justice. 

CuicaAGo, Oct. 3.—The Times says: Ap- 
plication will be made to Governor Fifer 
within the next ten days for a requisition 
for Tom Geoghegan, now nearing the 
close of aterm of two years in the state 
prison at Salem, Ore. In the requisition 
Geoghegan will be charged with a minor 
crime, but the real object of bringing him 
back to Chicago is to establish his identity 
as the man who butchered Dr. Cronin. 

Geoghegan is well known to the Chi- 
cago police. He lived many years in this 
city, and made a record as a dangerous 
and desperate criminal. He was an asso- 
ciate of ““Major’ Sampson, who testified 
at the Cronin trial that he was approached 
by certain parties with the proposition 
that he murder Dr. Cronin for aconsidera- 
tion. Sampson weakened and told his 
story to the police. It is now claimed 
that the same parties made the same pro- 
position to Geogeghan, who gladly ac- 
cepted their offer and murdered Dr, 
Cronin in the Carlson cottage. 

The name of Geoghegan was whispered 
about at the timein connection with the 
murder, as he was known amonga certain 
element as a man who would not hesitate 
tocommit murder for money, when he 
was guaranteed protection by such an in- 
fluential combination as that which en- 
gineered the removal of Dr. Cronin. It is 
even known that he was accused of the 
crime at the time by one of his associates, 
and that he shortly afterward left this 
city, going west, where he committed 
numerous burglaries and highway robber- 
ies, for one of which he is now doing time, 


THE JESUIT ORDER. 


Father Martin, a Spaniard, is Elected 
General—Achlieved Fame as an Author, 


MADRID, Oct. 8.—Father Martin was 
chosen general of the Society of Jesus by 
the convocation of Jesuit delegates at 
Azpeitia. Father Martin is a Spaniard, 50 
years old. He has been a deep student of 
science, and has acquired considerable re- 
nown as an author. Acting as vicar gen- 
eral, he has presided over the delibera- 
tions of the Jesuit delegates during the 
last few days. The election was made by 
secret ballot, and, as was expected, con- 
siderable time was necessary to secure a 
choice. Father Martin received an abso- 
lute majority of the ballots cast. The 
news was at once telegraphed to theSpope, 
and was proclaimed in the church with 
public ceremony.

A VERISS TY LEADER, 


Hiram Atkins, Jcurnalist and 
Politician, is Dead. 


WAS A STRONG TEMPERANCE ADVOCATE, 


Twenty-Seven Years Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee. 


MONTPELIER, Vt., Oct. 3—Hiram At- 
kins, the veteran Democrat and editor of 
The Argus and Patriot, died at 8:30 Satur- 
day evening. He was chairman of the 
Democratic state committee. 

Mr. Atkins was born in Esopus, N. Y., 
in 1831, and early in life started in to learn 
the printer’s trade. When he was 4 years 
of age his parents removed to a farm in 
Poughkeepsie, and the next ten years of 
his life was spent in working and attend- 
ing the district schools, 

Until he was 17 years of age he was em- 
ployed as aclerk in a dry goods store in 
Poughkeepsie. At the age of 17 he was 
apprenticed as a printer in the office of 
the Poughkeepsie Eagle. Ina year anda 
half he was xssociated with the foreman 
of The Eaglein his new position as fore- 
man of the Kingston Journal. 

In his early youth he was a Whig, but 
was also a very strong temperance man, 
frequently making temperance speeches 
in his locality. 

Just prior to his attaining his majority 
politics in New York state were very 
heated, and Mr. Atkins was quite promi- 
nent. The Whigs nominated an anti-tem- 
perance candidate, while the nominee of 
the Democrats was a strong cold water 
man. Mr. Atkins was so strong in his 
temperance ideas that he 

Abandoned the Whigs 
and joined forces with the Democratic 
party. As he was always bound to bea 
leader, he soon came to the front among 
the Democrats. 

Soon after becoming 21 he established a 
small Democratic paper in Bennington 
county, and later moved to Bellows Falls, 
where he published The Argus, an aggress- 
ive Democratic paper. By editing and 
doing the clerical work of two, some of 
the time of three men, and by printing 
menus for the hotel to pay his board, 
young Atkins was able to pay for his pa- 
per in one year. Once on his feet, he be- 
gan making a place and name for himself. 

He at once became prominent in the 
councils of the party in the state, and reg- 
ularly attended the state conventions as a 


delegate. During Buchanan’s adminis- 
tration he was postmaster at Bellows 


Falls, remaining there until 1863, when he 
removed The Arens to Montnelier. nniting 
zs with the Vermont Patriot, which be 


purchased from Cherries G. Hastman, The 
Argusand Pairict at once became the 
party organ,of the state. 

He had always been an ardent Demo- 
erat, and his war utterances made him 

The Victim of Mob Law. 

While setting type in the cellar, where 
he retired with his press, he thought up 
fresh fuel to add to the party fire, till 
even the Democratic state convention re- 
solved that The Argus andPatriot was un- 
fit to read because of its pronounced 
political position. Nevertheless, Copper- 
head and Jackson Democrats both con- 
tinued to read it, swear about it and sub- 
scribe again next year. 

Mr. Atkins was an active and uncom- 
promising politician, and as such had held 
many offices, while seeking none. In 1863 
he was made the second member of the 
Democratic state committee, and in 1865 
was made chairman of that committee, 
which position he has held uninterrupt- 
edly since. In 1874 he was elected mem- 
ber of the state legislature from Montpel- 
ier, having the uniquedistinction of being 
the only Democratic representative ever 
elected in Montpelier, and he was president 
of the village trustees. 

Father of the Hancock Boom, 

The inception of the boom for General 
Hancock in 1880 can be honestly claimed 
by Mr. Atkins, for it originated with him 
and General W. F. Smith (“Old Baldy’’) 
at the summer camp of Mr. Atkins on the 
shores of Lake Champlain. He worked 
the boom at home and at Cincinnati until 
he saw his pet idea, the nomination of the 
superb soldier, carried out. He then set 
to work to do all he could to elect his 
candidate, and so well did he and his 
assistants manage the campaign in Ver- 
mont that the vote of the Democracy 
showed better in Vermont than in any 
other northern state. Had other states 
done as well the Hancock boom would have 
been successful. 

In 1885 he declined the position of col- 
lector of internal revenue of Vermont, 
even after his nomination was ready to 
send to the senate. He was appointed 
superintendent of the construction uf the 
new federal buildings during Cleveland’s 
administration, and bg continued in this 
position till Harriso%’s administration 
came into power, and had the honor of be 
ing the first Democrat removed from office 
in Vermont during the present adminis- 
tration. In 1888 he succeeded Hon. B. B. 
Smalley as member of the Democratic 
national committee. 

However much may they differ from Lis 
sometimes aggressive politics,all respected 
his personal, irreproachable character and 
found in him a true, kindly friend,always 
on the side of temperance and true moral 
reform. He was adevoted high church- 
man, and for twenty years was a vestry- 
man of the Episcopal church at Montpel- 
ier, for twelve years he was a delegate to 
the diocesan convention, and for nearly 
ten years member of the state committee 
of Episcopal missions.

A BELOVED PASTOR. 
Rev. Edward Norton Desires to Make | 

This the Last Year of His Pastorate.

Judge Gresham Announces His Intention 
of Voting for Cleveland, 


CuIcaGo, Oct. 3—Judge Walfer Q 
Gresham will vote for Grover Cleveland 
at the November election. The announce- 
ment was made Saturday on the author- 
ity of Judge Allen, who has been sitting 
with Judge Gresham at Springfield, Judge 
Gresham said there need be no secret 
about it, and Judge Allen aceordingly 
made the matter public. Yesterday the 
news was fully confirmed and created con- 
siderable excitement among both Demo- 
crats and Republicans.

Owing to his position on the bench, Mr. 
Gresham refused to be interviewed. Judge 


Tree, however, talked freely. “Judge 
Gresham told me himself,” said Mr. Tree, 
that he would vote for Mr. Cleveland this 
fall. I don’t think he is actuated by per- 
sonal reasons. He believes that the tariff 
is all wrong, and for that reason cannot 
longer vote with the Republican party. 
His sympathies are with the people, and 
he beticvce that the Repnbliczn party is 
now simply an organization in the interest 
of trusts and m onopolists that oppose the 
people. 

“His accession to the Democracy will 
have a powerful effect on the election in 
the western states, especially in Indiana, 
where Judge Gresham is the idol of fully 
half the Republicans.

After a tedious suit, 
judgment was given against the alleged 
widow, on the ground that the nuptial 
knot was tied while Walker was of un- 
sound mind. 

Walker came to Arizona in the sixties 
and lived amongthe Pima Indians. He 
was elected chief and formulated their 
language into an alphabet. Attorneys 
for Mrs. Walker believed that he would 
hardly have led the life of a celibate 
among the Indians and that perhaps an 
alleged mythical Indian maiden whom he 
talked of much was really an off spring of 
the chief of the Pimas. Acting on this be- 
lief they have discovered that there isa 
resident of Mesa, one Juana Walker, a 
daughter of John D. Walker, whose 
mother wasa PimalIndian. The daugh- 
teris now 21 years of age and her facial 
resemblance to Walker is sufficiently 
strong to preclude all doubt that it is his 
child. There appears to beno doubt of 
the parentage or moral rights of thenewly 
discovered party to this romantic case. 
Her legal right as a half-breed remains to 
be established.

WITH HIS BOOTS ON, 


Leader of the Cooley Gang is 
Put Out of the Way. 


SURPRISED BY A SHERIFF'S POSSE, 


Pennsylvanians Feel Relieved by the 
Death of the Outlaw. 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., Oct. 8.—Frank Cooley, 
the leader of the notorious Cooley gang, 
was shot and killed yesterday afternoon 
about 5 o’clock at the home of his father, 
“Lute” Cooley, between Fairchance and 
Smithfield. 

The authorities some time ago decided 
that their frequent raids into the moun- 
tains would never capture the gang, and 
they changed their tactics. George Fisher, 
& United Staie& secret service detective 
from Hagerstown, Md.; Frank Pegy of 
Uniontown, Policeman Hartley of Fair- 
chance and others have been quietly lying 
about the neighborhood for the past three 
weeks. They observed that the gang 
came down from their mountain retreat 
to old man Cooley’s every Sunday for 
three weeks and amused themselves play- 
ing cards and drinking. 

The sheriff concluded that they would 
do this again yesterday, and prepared to 
make a capture. Early in the morning 
Sheriff McCormick and a few deputies 
from here slipped out quietly to Fair- 
chance before daylight to avoid the spies 
of the gang, and joined the watchers in 
the field. Frank Cooley and Jack Ram- 
sey, two of the most daring in the gang, 
came riding down to tha Coaley house 
about noon, and in the afternoon went 
back of the house into a field which had 
been lately cleared of timber and was full 
of stumps. When the sheriff's party 
came down on them, Ramsey and Cooley 
were both half lying and half sitting 
against stumps, with 

Their Winchesters Beside Them. 
Sheriff McCormick was in advance, and 
while some distance off Cooley spied 
him. He and Ramsey fired five times at 
the sheriff without getting up, but all 
their bullets missed him. 

The sheriff had meanwhile taken refuge 
behind a tree, and from this place fired 
the ball that pierced Cockey’s heart, as he 
lay against the stump, killing him in- 
stantly. A number of shots were fired at 
the outlaws by other members of the sher- 
iff’s posse. Ramsey started off ona run 
as soon as he thought that his chief was 
killed, with some of the sheriff’s party at 
his heels, racing after him and firing as 
he ran, but he got away. 

Coroner Holbert of Fairchance was 
summoned, and held an inquest on the 
body of the dead outlaw, and he now lies 
atthe home of his father. The greatest 
excitement prevails at the southern end 
of the county, and a feeling of relief is felt 
over the death of the outlaw leader. None 
of the sheriff's party have returned, being 
still on the hunt for Ramsey. _ 

SWINDLING CONDUCTORS 
Have Been Fattening Their Purses at 

the Expense of a Street Car Company. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 3.—A few weeks ago 
the Cincinnati and Covington Street Rail- 
way company reduced the fare from 10 to 
7 cents and travel was greatly increased, 
but strangely enough the reveuue was 
largely decreased. ‘The company em- 
ployed Detective Miller of Cleveland to 
discover the cause, if possible. Miller 
came here and began running a car, He 
soon had astaunch friend in every con- 
ductor on the road. A few nights ago, 
when he had made his last trip, a conduc- 
tor said to him: ‘Are you short to-night?” 
“Yes,”’ said Miller. 

The conductor then handed Miller a lot 
of punched tickets. He found that one of 
them had been scorched. He inquired 
from headquarters what was done with 
punched tickets after they were returned! 
by the conductors, and was informed that 
they were placed in a sack and burned in 
the powerhouse furnace. The leak wag 
soon discovered. <A clerk threw a large 
sack full of punched tickets on the edge 
of the fire and left the room. The fireman 
hastily took up arake and withdrew the 
bag of tickets, stamping out the fire. 
These tickets were sold to conductors, 100 
for #2. The company intimates that the 
amount of money stolen will range from 
$50,000 to $100,000, and say the stealings 
have been going on for five years.

THE POLITICAL ARENA, 


Doings at the Meeting of New 
York League Democrats. 


MR. FOULKE OUT FOR CLEVELAND. 


David Martin Not Afraid of Demo- 
cratic Newspaper Attacks. 


New York, Oct. 4.—The convention of 
the New York State League of Democratic 
clubs drew a big crowd to Chickering hall 
yesterday. Most of the persons in at- 
tendance, in addition to the delegates, 
were attracted to the place in the hope of 
seeing and hearing ex-President Cleve- 
land. 

The convention was called to order by 
John Boyd ‘Thacher, president of the 
league. He was received with applause, 
and bis reference tothe growth and the 
work of the league called forth an en- 
thusiastic demonstration. 

The attendance was smaller than had 
been anticipated. The limitation of rep- 
resentation being three delegates from 
every 100 members, it was anticipated 
that there would be nearly 3000 delegates 
present, but the actual attendance did not 
reach one-sixth of that number. 

Mr. Thacher introduced as permanent 
presiding officer of the convention, Hon. 
William Sulzer of New York. He deliv- 
ered a short address, in which he assailed 
the “manufacturer’s perverted  statis- 
tics,” and said the rates of wages were 
controlled by the inexorable laws of sup- 
ply and demand. Protection, he declared. 
had nothing to do with wages, but had a 
great deal to do with profits and dividends 
of manufacturers and trusts. The re- 
mainder of his speech was devoted to an 
attack on the force bill. An incidental 
reference to Senator Hill and his advice to 
“organize” elicited loud applause. 

A resolution to continue the present offi- 
cers of the league for next year elicited a 
vigorous protest and was overwhelmingly 
voted down. 

The Platform 
was then read and adopted. It reiterates 
its faith inthe principles of the Demo- 
cratic party.and deems it unnecessary to 
add anything further regarding the para- 
mount issue “since no exposition of it can 


be so masterful as the admirable letter of | 


acceptance of Grover Cleveland, and the 
great Brooklyn speech of David B. Hill.” 
The platform then denounces the “force 
bill” at length; upbraids the Republican 
party for bringing to this city David Mar- 
tin of Philadelphia, to look after ‘ts inter- 
est, describing him as a “ruffian’’ at the 
polls,a manipulator of ballot boxes and 
dispensor of corruption funds; denounces 
the federal administration of Benjamin 
Harrison and concludes by endorsing the 
candidates nominated by the Democratic 
national convention at Chicago. 

After the adoption of the platform, 
Charles E. Brown, president of the Young 
Men’sjAfro-American league, spoke briefly. 
The chairman then introduced ex-Senator 
Linson, who made a long speech. After 
eulogizing Cleveland, he said: ‘‘Now that 
the fight is waxing the hottest, and the 
reserves are being brought upon either

David Bennett Hill.”” Atthe end of the 
speech the committee on credentials re- 


ported. The report was unanimously | 
adopted. 
Hon. Amos J. Cummings then ad- 


dressed the assemblage, after which the 
convention proceeded to the 
Election of Officers. 

John Boyd Thacher of Albany was 
chosen president by acclamation. John 
H. V. Arnold was also elected by acclama- 
tion as first vice-president. For second 
vice-president Bernard J. Degnan of Kings 
was elected. Herman Ammend, William 
E. Gross and Hon. Ferd Levi were elected 
third, fourth and fifth vice-presidents of 
the league, respectively. 

The other officers elected were: Secre- 
tary, Edmund C. Stanton; treasurer, Hon. 
Perry Belmont. After the election of an 
executive committee, eleyen delegates to 
attend the National League of Democratic 
Clubs were next elected. 

Hon. Charles Tracy moved a vote of 
thanks to the presiding officer, which was 
carried with enthusiastic cheers, and the 
convention then adjourned. 

A Talk with Dave Martin. : 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4.—David Martin 
was in the city yesterday and later left for 
New York. He laughed when asked 
whether he had noticed the attacks upon 
him by some of the New York Democratic 
papers. 

“One of the papers says it will drive you 
out of New York,’’ remarked a reporter. 

“Well, they have not done it yet and 
they won’t do it, either,’ was Mr. Martin’s 
reply. 

“They charge you are colonizing men in 
New York, Connecticut and New Jersey 
to vote next month.” 

“That’s nonsense. Nobody would at- 
tempt that. I am helping the national 
committee to prevent Democratic fraud. 
That’s what they don’t like.” 

“What are the prospects for Republican 
success?”’

New Friend for Cleveland. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 4.—Hon. William 
Dudley Foulke, during all his life a prom- 
inent Republican and well-known to the 
country as one of the foremost advocates 
of civil service reform, addressed a large 
audience here last night, urging the elec- 
tion of Cleveland and Stevenson. Contrary 
to expectations, his argument was based 
almost exclusively on the tariff issue. 
The provision of the McKinley bill giving 
the president power to suspend duties by 
& proclamation, concealed a grave menace 
to Republican institutions, he said. If 
sanctioned and carried out and logically 
extended it was destructive of Republican 
government.

Republican Campaign in the 
Old Bay State is On. 


GOVERNOR M’KINLEY AND MR. REID 


Talk on Issues Which Will Figure in 
the Campaign. 


Boston, Oct. 5.—With the thunder of 
heavy guns—state and national—the Re- 
publicans of Massachusetts opened the 
campaign last evening in Music and 
Faneuil halls. At Music hall, the scene 
of the chief rally, a magnificent audience 
and an enthusiastic welcome awaited 
Whitelaw Reid, Governor McKinley and 
the candidates for governor and lieutenant 
governor in this state, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Haile and Roger Wolcott. 

At Faneuil hall, though there was a 
good crowd and all the speakers appeared, 
there were long waits. 

The tide of tariff, 
riotic oratory was at 


monetary and pat- 
its flood, and in the 
addresses, Which appear at length below, 
will be found those issues which the Re- 
publican candidates have decided will 
figure in the campaign. 

At exactly 8:05 the back door of the 
stage of Music hall was thrown open and 
Hon, William McKinley and Hon. White- 
law Reid entered, escorted by Speaker 
Barrett. Their appearance was the signal 
for enthusiastic demonstrations, and three 
cheers and a tiger given for them, 
while the air was filled with flying hand- 
kerchiefs and hats.

It was several minutes before order 
could be restored so that the speakers 
could address the audience. After three

Granite Trouble at Barre. 

Everything is not serene in Barre, Vt., 
in the granite business. It is claimed by 
local granite dealers, says the Herald, that 
the cutters have broken their agreement in 
two ways—first, in discriminating against 
firms having no journeymen tool sharp- 
eners, and, second, in not leaving the pres- 
ent trouble to arbitration, as provided for 
in the new agreement. 

Union cutters are leaving sheds where 
there are only apprentice tool sharpeners, 
one dealer losing ten cutters today. 

The dealers say that the new agreement 
dates back, and that the conditions exist- 
ing when the agreement was signed not 
provided for in the agreement still remain. 

The cutters claim the right to leave a 
shed when they desire as individual work- 
men. Dealers having no journeymen 
sharpeners have had no opportunity to 
engage cutters this week. The union 
assessed cutters 50 cents a day.

A Remarkable Contest 
for Senatorship. 


Among Republicans of the First 
Norfolk District. 


In Session Eight Hours and Over Eighty 
Ballots Taken, 


Each of the Leading Towns Had a Candi- 
date and Stuck to Him. 


‘The Republican convention for the First 
Norfolk Senatorial district was held at the 
Republican headquarters, in this city, Tues- 
day, and it was one of the most remarka- 
bie contests ever held for a nomination.

An analysis of the vote would have 
shown Mr. Merrill to have received the 
entire Quincy delegation and ove from 
Milton ; Mr. Cook all of the Wey mouth 
and Canton delegates, the Caaton creden- 
tials being held by Weymouth gentiemen 
Mr. Wyman to have received the entire; 
Hyde Park and Randolph delegations and 
two of the three from Milton ; which left 
for Mr. Woodsum the Braintree and Hol- 
brook delegations. 

Without discussion the convention imme- 
diately proceeded to a formal ballot, but 
an extra vote being cast it was declared 
null and void. Another ballot was called 
and Mr. Wyman lost two to Mr. Cook, and 
there was no choice. 

Ballot after ballot followed each other 
in rapid succession but with no material 
change. The Randolph delegation of two 
made all the changes up to the thirteenth 
ballot. First they were with Cook, then 
divided between Wyman and Wocdsum, 
but never for Merrill. 

A recess of ten minutes after the 9h for- 
mal ballot did not change a vote. 

On the 13th Woodsum lost one to Wy- 
man, and onthe 14th Wyman led, with 
Merrill second, the latter making his first 
gain. 

Mr. Cook however returnel t» first place 
on the 15th. Mr. Merrill azain had 10 in 
the 16th and tied Mr. Cook, but the latter 
| led in the next six. 

Then Mr. Wyman’s was in the 
zenith for two ballots, but Mr. Cook over- 
hauled him in the 25th and again went 
ahead. 

There was an occasional illegal ballot, 
always attributed to carelessness, and now 
and then a short recess. Afterthe 31st bal- 
lot there was an enforced recess of three- 
quarters of an hour because the electric

Merrill delegation decided to break, but it 
accidently heard that Mr. Cook was to re- 
tire and that Mr. Wyman was to stay in on- 
ly a few minutes longer.

hold of these rumors, and consequently 
there were no breaks and the contest began 
over again, so to speak. 

Mr. Cook had 13 votes on the 34th and 
35th, but on the 36th he was one of the 
low men with Mr. Merrill and Mr. Wyman 
tied for first place. 

On the 37th Cook led, on the next two 
Wyman, and then Mr. Merrill for four, the 
latter getting his highest vote, 13. 

A new leader appeared onthe 43d Mr. 
Bradlee, but Mr. Cook was back in the 
next, 

Mr. Merrill was on top in the 45th and 
made further gains, lacking only two votes 
on the 46th and 49th. 

Messrs. Cook and Wyman came to the 
front on theSist; then Wyman two and 
Cook from the 54th to 74th. 

There was considerable changing through 
these twenty ballots. The Woodsum votes 
disappeared on the 56th yut came back and 
went out several times. 

The Quincy and Milton delegations also 
broke, most of the votes going to Mr. Brad- 
lee, who had 14 on the 68th and was tied 
with Mr. Cook. After the 68th ballot the 
chairman of the Hyde Park delegation 
moved the nomination of Mr. Bradlee by 
acclamation, but it did not prevail. 

Mr. Merrill forces rallied on the 69th and 
on the 74th came to thefront. They gained 
6 in the next and Jacked but 2. 

In the 76th and last ballot, Mr. Merrill 
of Quincy had 20 and was declared the 
nominee of the convention amid enthusi- 
asm. The ballots in detail will be found 
below. 

Upon motion of Mr. Downs, of the Cook 
forces, seconded by Mr. Mellen for the 
Woodsum men, the nomination was made 
unanimous at 11.15 P. M., and all united 
in congratulating Mr. Merrill who was 
present and accepted. 
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Lodge Endorsed. 
The following resolution was introduced 
and adopted: 

Resolced—That this convention favor 
the Republican legislative caucus for the 
nomination of United States Senator and 
also favor the election of the Hon. Henry 
Cabot Lodge to the Senatorship. 

J. Walter Bradlee was reelected a mem- 
ber of the Republican State central com- 
mittee. 

At 11.50 the convention dissolved and 
the delegates partook of a midnight supper 
of crackers and and all ‘‘the 
fixins’ at the store of the nominee, Mr.

A PATRIOTIC PROGRAMME. 


Plans for the Public School Observance 
of Columbus Day. 

When the American superintendents 

of education at their Brooklyn meeting 

last winter appointed their executive 


| committee to take charge of the national 
| public sch 


ol celebration of Columbus 
Day, they instructed them especially to 


This official programme is now pub- 
It provides specifically for a 
morning celebration in the school houses, 


| and suggestions are made for afternoon 


demonstrations in which schools and 
citizens may unite. The morning cere- 
monies are to be as follows: 

The schools are to assemble in their 
school houses at the usual hour on the 
morning of Oct. 21. All the rooms 
under the same principal, so far as pos- 


| sible, are to unite in the same exercises. 


Although it is a gala day, the discipline 
is to be precise, and the session is snp- 
posed to exhibit the results of careful, 
painstaking preparations. / 

The principal sees that everything is 
in readiness, gives his last injunctions 
and with his special guests waits the ar- 
rival of the detail of veterans who are 
to assist in raising and saluting the flag. 
The veterans are awaited at the gate by 
a color guard of pupils and are escorted 
with dignity to the main room and 
presented to the principal. Then the 
signal is given, and each room in turn, 
to drumbeat or other music, marches to 
the school yard, where the exercises are 
to take place and where seats have been 
arranged. The pupils are drawn up in 
alarge hollow square around the flag, 
and the veterans and color guard take 
their places at the halyards. 

The exercises are opened by the mas- 
ter of ceremonies, who may be the prin- 
cipal or an appointed person, reading 
the president’s proclamation for the 
school celebration of the day, in which 
he urges that every school in the land 
shall fly the national flag. He orders 
the flag unfurled, and the veterans run 
it up the staff and lead the assemblage 
in three cheers for the stars and stripes. 
Then, led by the principal, the pupils 
give an impressive salute to the colors, 
pledging allegiance to the flag and to 
the republic for which it stands. This 
salute properly terminates in the sing- 
ing of ‘“‘“My country, ’tis of thee!” by the 
whole audience. 

Following this unique ceremony and 
an acknowledgment of Divine Provi- 
dence come the specially contributed 
features of theofficial programme. The 
first of these is the song of Columbus 
Day by Theron Brown, the distinguished 
writer of sweet songs.

A WONDERFUL DISPLAY 


By the Massachusetts Charita- 
ble Mechanics’ Asssociation. 


THE EXPOSITION FORMALLY OPENED, 


Many Special Features of Interest 
to Progressive Women. 


Boston, Oct. 5.—The eightegnth trien- 
nial exhibition of the Massachusetts 
Charitable Mechanics’ association was 
opened with appropriate ceremony this 
noon. Addresses were made by President 
O. M. Wentworth of the association, Rev. 
Dr. Lorimer, Governor Russell, a repre- 
sentative of the city government of Bos- 
ton and other distinguished guests. 
Governor Russell’s remarks were brief. 
Mayor Matthews was unable to attend, 
owing to other engagements, but he sent 
a representative. Governor D. Russell 
Brown of Rhode Island is the only other 
representative of the New England quin- 
tet who is present. He is accompanied by 
Brigadier General Dyer, Colonel H. Mar- 
tin Brown and Colonel Frank Harris of 
his staff. Following is 

President Wentworth’s Address: 

It is to me a pleasure as well as an honor to 
welcome the official representatives of our be- 
loved commonwealth and this goodly com- 
pany of citizens onthe opening of this, the 
eighteenth exhibition of the Massachusetts 
Charitable Mechanic association. In the olden 
times, when to fight was the principal busie 
ness of the world, and whenmen exchanged 
blows as we do dollars,special gatherings were 
held where chiefs and knights exhibited their 
skill at arms for the joy of success, and espe- 
cially for the approval of the ladies. These 
tournaments of the middle ages frequently oc- 
curre d, and their record fills many a page of 
history. It must have been an imposing sight 
to see the champions clad in burnished steel, 
attended hy page and squire, entering the 
lists, admired of all beholders. What excite- 
ment must have been felt by the spectators 
when the battle was joined, and when horses 
and men met in the flerce shock of conflict! 

Butmy tongueis not eloquent enough to 
adequately portray such a scene, and I refer 
to it only as furnishing an instructive back- 
ground and perspective to the

inaugurated here this afternoon. As war 
held its festivals, during which it illustrated 
its resources genuis,so peace has its cel- 
ebrations when it collects in friendly rivalry 
and generous emulation the achievements 
of skill, energy and invention. Such the great 
World’s fairs have been, such the Colum- 
bian commemoration will be in Chicago;

useful machinery. To this arena we gladly 
welcome the competitors. endom Ghetr Work 
we invoke the candid judgment, not alone of 
men, but also of the women, whom with the 
knights’ spirit we still revere. And as I open 
the lists] may be permitted to give as our 
common battle cry, arevised version of Bri- 
tain’s: “St. Geor nd Ergland”—"St. In- 
dustry and Messachusetts, and God defend 
the right.” 

It isin no spirit of vain glorying that I ex- 
press the opinion that the present exhibit sur- 
passes any of previous years held under the 
auspices of this association, To the manage- 
ment does not belong the credit, or at the 
best, only a very small portion of it. Were it 
otherwise, it would signify our dear old com- 
monwealth was lagging behind in the march 
of civilization. If our manufactories and arts 
have kept progress with the advancement 
of our times, then this exhibit ought to

CAR STOVE MUST GO.

Massachuseits Railroads Equipping Their 
Cars with Steam Heating Apparatus. 
Boston, Oct. 5.—After Nov. 1 the stove 

heating apparatus on railroad trains will 
beathing of the past. Commencing on 
the first day of next month the act passed 
by the legislature of 1891 regulating the 
heating of passenger cars on railroads 
goes into effect. From that day on it will 
be unlawful for any steam railroad cor- 
poration, doing business in Massachusetts, 
to heatits passenger cars by a stove or 
furnace kept inside the car, or suspened 
therefrom, unless such method of beati 
becomes temporarily necessary by reas 
of accident or other emergency. Any cor- 
poration which fails to comply with the 
provisions of the act are subject to a fine 
of $500. 

Railroad companies throughout the 
state are now at work fitting their trains 
with steam-heating apparatus, so as to be 
out of the reach of the law when it takes 
effect. All railroads will comply with the 
law, with the exception of several small 
branch roads, which have petitioned the 
railroad commissioners to be exempt 
from the law. The railroad commission- 
ers, at ameeting a short time ago, ruled 
that passsenger cars on mixed trains be 
exempt, but that the cars be heated by an 
improved stove heater. 


LIFE IN MISSOURI. 


Row Between Two Youths Ends in an 
All Round Shooting Match, 

FULTON, Mo., Oct. 5.—Three men were 
killed, a woman fatally wounded and sey- 
eral persons shot, but not mortally, at a 
colored revival meeting at Stephens Store, 
asmall town twenty miles northwest of 
here. As soon as the fracas was ended 
the participants scattered, and it has been 
so far impossible to obtain the particulars 
of the shooting. A colored youth, Mike 
Turner, whipped another colored boy. 
The latter swore vengeance, and he en- 
tered the meeting, drew a revolver, and be- 
gan to fire at Turner. His first shot 
pierced the abdomen of a colored woman 
named Keys, and his second shot mortally 
wounded her husband. 

Several of the men present drew their 
revolvers and took sides for and against 
the boy who started the shooting. The 
women screamed and fled inall directions, 
while the men were blazing away at each 
other. When the smoke cleared away 
two men were dead and several wounded. 
Keys died yesterday and Mrs. Keys cannot 
live. One of the negroes was cut to pieces 
witha razor.

Boston, Oct. 5.—In the United States 
district court Ebenezer Martin of Dor- 
chester was fined $500 by Judge Nelson, 
for smuggling opium into the United 
States.

The 
arrest was made at Martin’s home, and 
large quantities of opium were found 
secreted about the house.

HOW MACARONI IS MADE. 


{t Is Eater So Here That a New 
Industry Has Ueen Started. 
Macaroni has taken a strong hold on 
the affections of food eating Americans, 
among whom New Yorkers are conspic- 
uous. Itis nutritious, digestible and pal- 
atable; also provides exercise and amuse 

ment. 

The quantity consumed in this city 
during the past year, according to res- 
taurant keepers, is in excess of the con- 
sumption of previous years to a remark: 
able extent. In view of these facts some 
American: e sensibly taken to manu- 
facturing macaroni. Whether the home- 
made product or the foreign is prefer- 
able will appear in time. It has at least 
the advantage that it is entirely machine 
made, and no such horrible suggestions 
apply to the American article as to the 
other. 

One concern in this city has beon 
making macaroni by the ton—or perhaps 
by the mile would more correctly con 
vey the idea. A visit to the factory the 
other day brought to light many facts 
connected with the manufacture of this 
article. The art of making macaroni 
involves a somewhat intricate and 
tedious process—that is, American mac- 
aroni. The ingredients, so far as the 
superintendent was at liberty to make 
them known without giving away any 
of the tricks of the trade, consist of 
farina made from the very best hard| 
wheat grown in Minnesota, Kansas ane | 
North Dakota. The grain is reduced tc 
a farina of five wholly different grades | 
and then mixed up in one common qual: | 
ity.

COMPLAINTS AGAINST TWO RAILROADS 


Which Will Have to Go to High 
Authorities for Settlement. 


Boston, Oct. 6.—The long expected 
trouble between the railroad commission- 
ers and the railroads on the score of inter- 
changeable mileage books has begun. Two 
complaints were filed against the Boston 
and Albany railroad yesterday. One of 
them was from a prominent Boston busi- 
ness manand the other from a leading 
citizen of Natick. 


Later in thedaya complaint was re- 
ceived against the Revere Beach and Lynn 
Railroad company, from William R. Con- 
nor, the chairman of the Winthrop Im- 
provement association.

SPRINGFIELD’S BIG DAY 


Thousands Gather to Hear Speeches from 
Reid and McKinley. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 6.—Springfield 
was doubly honored yesterday by the 
presence here of Governor McKinley and 
Hon. Whitelaw Reed. They arrived on 
the 11:41 


train from Boston, and it was 
difficult work for the visitors to get 
off the train, so great was the crowd 
on the station platform. The guests 


were escorted to the Massasoit House, and 
while they were at dinner a parade of the 
various Republican marching battalions 
was held in their honor. 

At 2:15 o'clock the guests were escorted 
to the city hall, where a monster crowd 
had gathered. The entrance of the guests 
and citizens committee wus made to the 
booming of a battery, which spoke ef- 
fectively at regular intervals. The interior 
of the hall presented a picture that has no 
duplicate on memory’s walls, and it is 
doubtful if western Massachusetts ever 
saw sucha daylight political demonstra 
tion. Fully 4000 persons were present. 

No attempt had been made to decorate 
the hall, but by the time the bright jack- 
eted paraders had filed around the hal- 
conies and the uncertain sun had cast its 
beams through the windows, the color 
was abundant. Many women and children 
were present, and not a few showed their 
loyalty by standing through the entire 
gathering. 

Chairman Greenleaf rapped to order 
and introduced ex-Governor Robinson as 
the presiding officer of the evening. Mr. 
Robinson made a short speech,after which 
he introduced Whitelaw Reid. He met 
with a gratifying reception, but excused 
himself from making a speech. Governor 
McKinley followed with a lengthy speech, 
confined mainly to the state bank ques- 
tion and the tariff. The greatest enthu- 
siasm was manifested. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES WIN. 


A Boston Cattle Shipper’s Low Premium 
Proves Very Costly. 

Boston, Oct. 6.—It was an unfortunate 
step that Albert N. Munroe took in ship- 
ping alot of cattle on the steamer Mis- 
souri when he took out policies of insur- 
ance against a total loss of the cattle, be- 
cause when the Missouri was wrecked off 
the English coast in February, 1888, a part 
of the cattle were saved, and, as there was 
notan aetual total loss, the insurance 
companies, under the terms of their 
agreement with Munroe, refused to pay 
anything. He brought suit in the United 
States circuit court against them, claim- 
ing $33,000, on the ground that there was 
a constructive total loss, but the circuit 
court ruled otherwise, and the circuit 
court of appeals yesterday sent down au 
opinion aflirming the decree of the lower 
court. The insurance companies sued were 
the British and Foreign Marine Insurance 
company and the Union Marine Insurance 
company. The object of Munroe in plac- 
ing his insurance as he did was to save 
the payment of a large premium. If he 
took his chances of either getting his cat- 
tle over safely or else having them all lost, 
his premium was less than in case he took 
out a policy providing that he should be 
paid for whatever cattle were lost.

WOBURN’S CELEBRATION 


Of the 250th Anniversary of Her Birth

Woburn, Mass., Oct. 6.—“Charles- 
towne village is called Woobarne,” This 
simple declaration, made 250 years ago 
next Friday, sanctioned the beginning of 
anew municipality, and the prosperous 
city of Woburn today begun a two days’ 
birthday festival in commemoration of 
that event in 1642.

MYSTERIOUS ASSAULT. 


| A West Quincy Man in a Critical Condi- 
in Boston Hospital. 

A Boston daily reports John Bowton, 
aged 46, a resident of West Quincy, to be 
at the City Hospital with a compound frac- 
ture of the skull and several cuts and bruises 
on his face and head. 

How he received these injuries is a mys- 

tery, but the police think he was the vic- 
| tim of a brutal assault, 
Bowton was found by two citizens about 
| 7 o'clock last evening standing on C street 
near the corner of West Broadway, South 
Boston, bleeding profusely from two ugly 
cuts on each side of the head. He appeared 
dazed and was assisted to station 6. 

Lieut. Wyman summoned Dr. Lane, and

On further questioning, Bowton said he

Then he journeyed round the city to see

The Q. & B. Experimenting. 

Car No. 16 of the Quincy and Boston 
street railway has been fitted with a life 
saving devise, the patent of R. T. White of 
Boston. The dasher of the car is an oval 
shield made of hoop iron. This is to break 
the blow should a person happen to be on 
the track. This will throw the man down, 
who will be scooped intoa net in front of 
the wheels, the front end of which runs 
within three inches of the rail. 

The net differs from other patents, inas- 
much as it is attached to the axle instead 
of the car, and is therefore of a more uni- 
form height, and sometimes not a foot 
from the rail as those often are. 

The fenders and net in this, a rough 
model, are made of hoop iron with a frame 
of gas pipe, but should it prove successful 
they will be made of steel wire springs. 

A practical test of the new patent was 
given in the Square this morning, aud was 
witnessed by President Whitney of the 
West End road and other street railway 
officials, and a committee from the Boston 
board of aldermen. | 

A dummy man was first placed upon the 
track and the car then run against it at 
full speed, and although the dummy was a 
poor one, the net did its work well and 
picked it up. A heavy block of wood was 
then tried, and while the net did not pick 
it up it threw it one side, which showed it 
would be impossible to get a man under 
the wheels.

SETTLED BY CH: 


Hiow an Essex County Jury Reached a 
Verdict. 


The Herald says the entire Essex county 
press has been commenting for the last few 
days upon the remarkable case in the 
superior court here, where a jury decided 
a case by chance. 

The story was printed in fullinthe Her- 
ald of Friday, and since then different 
county papers have interviewed the local 
jurymen. Some have refused to talk about 
the matter, while some have denied it in 
toto. 

Today, however, the foreman of the 
jury, John Mather of Lawrence, admitted 
the whole strange proceeding, and he told, 
too, another strange chapter. This was 
how a Beverly juror invoked spiritualistic 
aid to guide himin the case, and changed 
his vote because the spirits admonished 
him to. 

The whole case is not only the laughing 
stock of Essex county, but it is a source 
of 


Very Adverse Comment. 


Foreman Mather today after telling of 
the futile efforts to reach a verdict and the 
sending back of the jurors by Judge Rich- 
ardson when they reported they could not 
agree, said: 

“Accordingly, we went back to the jury 
room. The jurors were stubborn one way 
and another, and agreement seemed as far 
away as ever. There was one juryman, 
Jerry Putnam of Beverly, with whom the 
other jurors had had considerable merri- 
ment. He wassomewhat of a Spiritualist, 
and often while the case was being consid- 
ered he appeared wrapt in meditation. 

At a juncture of the proceedings he 
moved his chair over to the table in the cen- 
tre of the room and solemnly bade the ju- 
rors to keep perfectly quiet. He then 
placed the palms of both hands on the ta- 
ble, closed his eyes and bent his head for- 
ward as if communing with the spirit 
world. The jurors could hardly suppress a 
| smile at the actions af 


The Eccentric Juror. 


“Aftera few minutes of deep medita- 
tion, the spiritualistic juror rose hastily 
from his seat, slapped his hands vigorously 
on the table, and then said: 

“**Gentlemen, I was wrong; I must now 
vote for the plaintiff.” ‘‘He had been on 
the side of the defendant before, but there- 
after he avowed allegiance to the plaintiff's 
cause. Another ballot was then taken and 
others followed, and the vote stood 7 to 4 
in favor of the defendant. The jurymen 
were now tired and weary, and wished they 
had never heard of the case. 

“Seeing that no settlement was likely to 
jbe reached, one of the jurors suggested 
| that the names of the plaintiff and defend- 
| ant be written upon slips of paper, seven 
for the latter and four for the former, and 
a drawing held, the whole jury to abide by 
the result. 

“The jurors looked with favor on 


The Scheme, 


and saw in it a way out of the difficulty. 
Accordingly, I took my hat, which was a 
soft felt one, and the eleven slips of paper 
were marked and deposited therein. I 
shook them up and then came the question 
as to how the drawing should take place. 

** One of the jurors was blindfolded with 
a handkerchief, and, while he was in the 
act of drawing, another juror held the 
ends at the back of his head. He then 
placed his handin the hat which I held 
and drew forth one oftheslips of paper. It 
was marked ‘plaintiff,’ being one of the 
four. 

** The decision was final, as agreed, and 
the verdict was rendered giving the plain- 
tiff the custody of the horse. 

This statement from the foreman of the 
jury willinterest thousands in Essex coun- 
ty, who, perhaps, have hardly dreamed of 
such an extraordinary proceeding on the 
part of their jurymen. 

Foreman Mather says that the dispute 
was over a broken down and almost worth- 
less animal. 


The Barre Situation, 


A Barre dispatch to the Herald says: 
The local union, so states a leading officer 
of the Granite Cutters’ Union, has taken 
no action regarding the tool sharpeners’ 
trouble, and hence has broken no agree- 
ment, as claimed by the dealers. 

If dealers feel aggrieved by the action of 
individual workmen, says this official, they 
should complain to the union and fall back 
on the arbitration clause of the new agree- 
ment; until this is done dealers have no 
right to assert that there is any broken 
agreement. 

The cutters claim that the apprentice 
clause in the agreement provides for one 
apprentice cutter to four journeymen, and 
says that firms employing one journeyman 
tool sharpener may employ one apprentice. 

it is claimed by the union that all parts 
of the agreement date from Sept. 22, and 
that dealers have no right to act in any 
way to violate it. 

The union cutters are now out at Hadley 
& Melcher’s, John Connor's, Wells & Lam- 
son’s and C. H. Kennerson’s. There is 
much excitement over the situation of 
affairs.

PEOPLE’S PARTY ROUTED. 


Georgia’s Democratic Majority is Es- 
timated at About 50,000, 


AvGUSTA, Ga., Oct. 6.—The Democrats 
carry the state by from 40,000 to 50 000 ma- 
jority. Richmond county will Zo Demo- 
cratic by over 4000 majority. Governor 
Northen’s majority in the Tenth district 
will be probably over 4000. This is Con- 
gressman's Watson’s district, and is 
recognized as the stronghold of the third 
party in Georgia. 

Isaiah Horton (colored) was shot and 
killed by Dan Bowles in an election row 
at the poorhouse precinct, six miles from 
this city. Acoroner’s jury, composed of 
four Democrats and two third party men 
returned a verdict of justifiable homicide. 

Arthur Glover, a third partyite, and 
Perry Franklin, a Democrat,were qua re}- 
ing about the election here. Henry Head, 
apoliceman, threatened to arrest them. 
Rather than submit, Glover shot him in 
the stomach, it is feared, fatally. 

A dispatch from Savannah says: The 
total vote of this county was 3250.0f which 
the third party polled only 200. Governor 
Northen and the entire state ticket has 
8000 majority. The golored Republicans 
openly: voted the straight Democratic 
ticket. 

A dispatch from Columbus says: In 
this county the Democratic majority will 
be between 1200 and 1500. A number of 


negroes voted the Democratic ticket 
openly. 
Chattahoochee and Marion counties, 


which were considered the strongest third 
party counties in the district, have been 
swept by the Democrats. Mereweather 
has given 200 Democratic majority and 
buried the third party. Muscogee gives 
oyer 1000 majority. The Democrats are 
firing cannon and ringing bells and ju- 
bilating generally. 


AN INVITATION TO QUAY 


To Report at Headquarters and Take 
Part in the Republican Campaign. 

New YORK, Oct. 6.—It is learned from 
good authority that Senator Quay will 
take a direct part in the Republican cam- 
paign ina few days, There was little ap- 
parent effort to placate Quay after the 
Minneapolis convention. But lately the 
Republican canvass has shown a disposi- 
tion to seck assistance from the map who 
directed the campaign in 1880. Chairman 
Carter last wéek sent an invitation to 
Quay to come to New York and help his 
party. At Republican headquarters a 
handsomely furnished room has been set 
apart for him.

RECIPROCITY AND THE TARIFF LAW 


——— 


As Well as the Force Bill Furnish 
the Topies for Discussion. 


Boston, Oct. 7.—The Boston Democracy 
swarmed at Tremont ‘Temple last evening, 
when it was given an opportunity to lis- 
ten to addresses by New York’s brilliant 
orator, Hon. Bourke Cockran, and ex- 
Congressman Beck of Philadelphia. The 
hall was crowded long before 8 o'clock, 
and soon after that hour it was necessary 
to close the doors. 

The overflow meeting which was to have 
been held in the Meionaon was abandoned 
because neither Mr. Cockran nor Mr. Beck 
felt equal to speaking in two places on the 
same evening. It was thougnt undesir- 
able that the meeting should be held if it 
could not be addressed by at least one of 
the visiting orators, 

The gathering was a most enthusiastic 
one. Seated upon the platform were 
many leading lights in the party. 

Ex-Mayor F. O. Prince was introduced 
by Mr. McDonough as the presiding offi- 
cer. He was met by rousing applause and 
responded by a fitting address, lasting 
about fifteen minutes. He then intro- 
duced ex-Congressman Beck, who spoke 
upon the tariff, the various discussions of 
this and previous campaigns by the lead- 
ing political orators, and general issues. 
He was frequently and heartily applauded. 

Following the address of Mr. Beck the 
chairman said: “I have now the pleasure 
and the honor of presenting to you Hon. 
Bourke Cockran of New York.” 

He was greeted with prolonged ap- 
plause, after which he said in part: 

Mr. Cockran’s Speech. 

If there is any apathy in this campaign, it 
hasn't found its way into Tremont Temple to- 
hight. I believe thatin the state of Massa- 
chusetts we are witnessing an uprising that 
precedes a political revolution, and one which 
will turn her into the Democratic column. 

Ina message to congress in 1887, the true 
Policy of disposing of the treasury surplus, 
then accumulated, was mapped out by Grover 
Cleveland. What he meant then was what he 
means now. Iam reluctant to believe there 
is any lack of patriotism on the part of the 
Republicans of this country, but I believe its 
leaders are drunk, by having power so long. 

Now the Democratic party believes you can- 
not create wealth by law, but by economy and 
industry. The policy of the Democratic party 
isto admitraw materials for manufacture 
free, and of the Republican party to tax raw 
meterials and everything else it can get 
hold of. 

There is no royal road to wealth, either for 


nations or individuals. There is no power 
Known to manthat will make two blades of 


grass grow where only one grew before, ex- 
cept by the process of labor, and the earnings 
of the laboring manare all for himself, ex- 
cept what is necessary for the supportof a 
government. 

There are many hundreds of protected manu- 
facturers in Massachusetts. Don’t you know 
there isn’t a manufacturer in the world who 
would pay a man $2 aday if he could get a 
Hungarian or a Hottentot or a Chinaman to 
do his work for $1.50? And,on the other hand, 
there is not aman who would work for $1.50 
if he could work tor anybody else and get $2. 

Right here at your doors you have a great 
industry which has been languishing in the 
dust for years. I refer to 

The Leather Industry. 

Finally hides were put on the free list, and to- 
day there isn’t an inch of foreign leather more 
in this country. What was done for the 
leather industry by placing hides on the free 
list I believe would be done for the clothing 
industry if wool were placed on the free list, 
and for the ironindustry ifthe raw material 
were free. 

I wish to speak on that matter on which 
Mr. Blaine places so much stress, called re- 
ciprocity. Inthe McKinley bill the president 
is given power to suspend a tariff tax. Why, 
that sort of power is the power which Charles 
Itried to exercise, and which cost him his 
crown! And yet that law was made by a Re- 
publican congress and is now vested in Ben- 
jamin Harrison and is exercised by him. 

Now, the language of the constitution may 
not in plain words forbid this placing of such 
power in the hands of Mr. Harrison, but there 

Is a Right Greater and Wider 
than the provisions made by the constitution 
itself. 

You may depend that while they gave the 
president this power, they didn’t give him the 
right to take off any of the tariff on iron. 

I think there must be many in this audience 
who remember, some thirty years ago, that 
America’s ships were outstripping all others 
on all the seas, and our marine carrying-serv- 
ice was the leading among nations. Now, it 
would seem that the great deep had opened 
and swallowed up our merchant marine. Now 
our ships, what we have, are little better than 
so many steain locomotives. 

The Force Bill 

would allow officersto go to polling places 
and exercise unlimited authority. It is a 
horrible thing to contemplate in this free 
country a ballot box surrounded by the em- 
ployes of a party who could shoot down Amer- 
ican citizens and no law on the statute books 
to punish them. They tell us they do not in- 
tend to pass the force bill. But a party that 
would contemplate sucha thingis innately 
corrupt and should be punished by defeat and 
deserves disaster. ; 

Now I want to say that I believe the signs of 
the times plainly indicate everywhere a glori- 
ous Democratic victory. There is not, I be- 
lieve in the record of the Democratic conven- 
tion, in all its heat and excitement, one word 
spoken for which any man need apologize. 

Cheers for Hill, 

At this point someone in the gallery 
shouted: “Three cheers for David B. 
Hill!” And they were given in a rousing 
manner throughout the house. The 
speaker then said that he was glad to 
know that the mention of the name of a 
leading Democrat like Mr. Hill would 
arouse such enthusiasm in Boston.

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 7.—The state Republi- 
can convention was to order by 
Hunter C. White, chairman of the state 
central committee. George A. Littlefield 
of Providence was chosen temporary 
chairman and Eugene F. Warner of Coven- 
try secretary, and later the temporary or- 
ganization was made permanent. 

A platform was adopted endorsing the 
national platform, commending Governor 
Brown, praising the administration of 
President Harrison and pledging him sup- 
port for re-election. A resolution endors- 
ing the American school system and de- 
nouncing the payment of public money 
for sectarian sehools, was defeated. 

T* > following presidential electors were 
non..ated; Newport, Louis L. Lorillard; 
Warwick, William G. Roelker; Bristol, 
Joshua Wilbour; Pawtucket, William H. 
Haskell. 

A resolution was adopted favoring good 
roads, and the convention adjourned. 

The district conventions were held im- 
mediately after the adjournment of the 
state convention. In the First district 
Lieutenant Governor Melville Bull of Mid- 
dletown was unanimously nominated for 
congressman, and the convention ad- 
journed. 

In the Second district convention Odin 
B. Capron of Smithfield was unanimously 
nominated. 


PROUD AND HAPPY CITY. 


Old Woburn and Her Citizens are Enjoy- 
ing Themselves Immensely. 


Wosury, Mass., Oct. 7.—Woburn was 
the handsomest and happiest town in the 
state yesterday. Notwithstanding the fact 
that she had weathered the storms and 
tempests of 250 years, there is no trace of 
the “corroding finger of time.” 

The literary exercises of the day were 
held in the armory on Montvale avenue, 
beginning at 11 o'clock. The spacious 
edifice was completely filled with inter- 
ested listeners. After the orchestra played 
Leutner’s “Festival” overture Mayor 
Thompson welcomed the guests of the 
occasion, and then traced the town’s 
growth. 

After singing by the quartet Mayor 
Thompson introduced the orator of the 
day in the person of Frank B. Richardson. 
His address was in the nature of a histori- 
cal recital, and showed great. carein the 
arrangement of data and a thorough 
search of every conceivable record that in 


any way referred to the early days of the 
town. 


After Strauss’ concert waltz, ‘‘Verdict,” 
by the orchestra, the Temple quartet sung 
a “Commemorative;Hymn.” 

James Jeffrey Roche then being intro- 
duced read an original poem. ‘The Owl 
and the Pussy Cat,’’ by De Koven, was 
sung by the quartet, and then the audi- 
ence sung a hymn, “Our Fathers’ Days,” 
written for the anniversary by Rev. Daniel 
March, D. D. 

The field sports took place on St.Charles 
baseball grounds, and were witnessed by 
an enthusiastic crowd. 

Woburn’s 250th anniversary ball will go 
down to posterity as a brilliant affair. 
The interior of the armory was magnifi- 
cently festooned, and the artful arrange- 
ment of incandescent lamps produced a 
beautiful effect. At9:30 o’clock the grand 
march was started. Floor Director Young 
and Mrs. Russell were followed by Gov- 
ernor Russell and Mrs. Young and Mayor 
Thompson and lady, military staff, ball 
committees and citizens, the whole em- 
bracing some 300 participants. 

Today’s procession at Woburn was one 
of the biggest events of a like nature ever 
seen in Middlesex county. Nearly 4000 
men participated, and the line of march 
was over three milesin length. The pa- 
rade, which included military and civic 
bodies, firemen, trades’ representations 
and societies, started from Central square 
at 10:30 o'clock. — _ 

COACH TIPPED OVER. 


Journalists Visiting the Brockton Fair 
Meet with a Serious Mishap. 


Brockton, Mass., Oct. 7.—A tally-ho 
coach, laden with thirteen prominent 
newspaper men who attended the Brock- 
ton fair, was capsized yesterday after- 
noon. As a result twoof the occupants 
of the coach are seriously injured and six 
more have received injuries that will keep 
them confined to their homes for some 
time. 

The party of journalists came at the 
special invitation of Press Agent Thomp- 
son of the Brockton Agricultural society, 
The day was passed pleasantly, and the 
party started from the fair grounds in the 
tally-ho coach, which was driven by W.H. 
Shaw. Their destination was the railroad 
station, their intention being to take the 5 
o’clock for Boston. 

They were in somewhat of a hurry, but 
were only going at a moderate speed when 
the accident occurred. They were but a 
short distance from the depot. Along the 
sides of the street leading from Main 
street to the depot is a deep gutter and it 
was full of mud puddles. 

As the coach approached the station, the 
top-heavy vehicle swayed from one side to 
the other. Suddenly there was a lurch. 
One wheel had gone over the edge of the 
gutter. In 4 second Driver Shaw was 
pulled from his seat. The front wheels of 
the coach had gone ahead. Over went the 
main coach. In less than ten minutes Ed- 
itor Rich of The Enterprise and Dr. 
Chisholm were on the scene with a large 
crowd of people. By this time,the victims 
had picked themselves up, all excepting 
George M. Whittaker of The New Eng- 
land Farmer and F. C. Bosworth of the 
Boston Herald, they being found in an 
unconscious condition. ; 

Most of the victims went to their homes 
last night. Aninvestigation proved that 
a nut holding the transom bolt had come 
off, and such being the fact nothing could 
be done to prevent the accident

Sullivan probably has had his eyes 
opened since the late unrlescantness in 
which he figured conspicuously.

Sullivan, would fill a book. John t ok 
life very easily while under Casey's charge, 
and Jack Ashton had sucha good time 
that he was under the influence almost all 
the time. 

Well, Johnson never troubled himself to 
have Sully change his mode for getting in 
condition. In fact he 

Troubled Himself Very Rarely 
about going to the place where John made 
a bluff at getting in shape. 

Going to New Orleans, John didn’t have 
that gymnasium car to practice in. And 
the food he ate was bought by Wakely. 
The night before the mill, John was out 
looking at the stars in the heavens, and 
tumbled into bed at a very late hour. 
Still Johnson didn’t fume a bit. 

A bottle of whisky disappeared during 
the afternoon preceding the fight. But 
Johnson never felt any occasion to call 
the big fellow down. 

Then Came the fight, 
and almost before the people realized it, 
Jobn L, had abdicated and a new sovereign 
was crowned. 

Sullivan, when he regained conscious- 
ness, according to one right near his cor- 
ner, said to McAuliffe: “Am I licked, 
Jack?” and then added, “Well it was my 
own fault.’’

Mr. Smith hasa backer, and the backer is 
just aifew dollars ahead because Sullivan 
lost. Wakely runs a barrom in Brooklyn. 
He has a bartender who, according to re- 
ports, won for himself 

Or Somebody Else, 
All the bookmakers in and 
around New York are friends of Charley 
Johnson, and, strange to say, reports 
make them winners on the fig ht. 

“Most of the English followers of the 
ring are out of pocket and it is said quite 
out lond, too, that American money was 
placed on the short end and that it came 
from New York. 

“Johnson passed off his loss in the bet 
for the big stake as a thing not worth 
mentioning. His action cannot be under- 
stood.” 

A friend of Sullivan’s called on him 
while he wastraining and was insulted 
and given to understand that his room 
was preferable to his company. And this 
is very strange, too, for it might have 
been well not tohave any spying eyes 
around.

Prominent Philadelphia Merchant Falls 
from Grace and Commits Suicide. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 7.—William M 
Runk, aged 46 years,a member of the 
large dry goods firm of Darlington, Runk 
& Co., a director of the Pennsylvania Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company and a 
wealthy and influential citizen of Phila- 
delphia, committed suicide at his country 
home at St. David’s by shooting himself 
through the temple. He carried $525,000 
{nsurance on his life. 

It developed that the cause of the sui- 
cide was the using of $80,000 of the firm’s 
money in stock speculation. A week ago 
Mr. Darlington returned from Europe. 
During his absence Mr. Runk had been 
dealing in stocks. Mr. Runk, whose own 
personal estate isa very handsome one, 
did not make these ventures with his own 
funds, but, aided by the absence of Mr. 
Darlington, he employed tke moneys of 
Darlington, Runk & Co., an aggregate of 
about $80,000 The reason for the deed is 
to be found fn his remorse that he had de- 
ceived his partner and lacked the courage 
to make a clean breast of his transactions. 

Mr. Runk was especially active in church 
work. He devoted much of his time to 
Sunday school and city mission work of 
the Protestant Episcopal church and was 
connected with most of the charitable in- 
stitutions of this diocese.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


Mr. Josiah Quincy Believes in Giving 


Women the Right to Vote. 

The World prints the following inter- 
view with Josiah Quincy on woman 
suffrage : 

Mr. Josiah Quincy, a young man of an 
old line, when he was asked if he thought 
it was a fine thing for women to be enter- 
ing the political field and ‘* whooping-up”’ 
campaign issues for the parties which they 
favored, replied: “If you want my 
opinion, take it down as I give it to you.” 
What follows, therefore, is Mr. Quincy’s 
view on the subject as dictated by himself. 

“Tam a believer in woman suffrage and 
am for any movement which leads up to it. 
I see no objection to the participation of 
women in politics. I believe it would bea 
wholesome and beneficial thing if more 
political thought and interest could be 
stimulated among them. 

“In spite of women having no votes they 
possess important influence on any subject 
to which they may devote their attention, 
and they helpin the promotion of public 
opinion.” 

If any woman can read these words in 
which Mr. Quincy pays such rich and 
beautiful tribute to her power and not long 
to cast a vote for the gentleman for what- 
ever office he may atany time be nomi- 
nated, then is the sex ungrateful and 
unworthy of the homage so unstintingly 
paid it. Mr. Quincy :would not relegate 
the powerful and salutary influence of 
woman to the ‘‘pent up Utica” of home. 
Set her at large and train and stimulate 
her to the wild;and stormy fray of politics.

FAMED SANTA MARTA, 


COLUMBUS’ FLAGSHIP COMPARED 
WITH MODERN SAILING VESSELS, 


The Wonder to the Mariner of Today Is 
How the Navigator Crossed the Ocean 
in His Little Caravel—A Facsimile for 
the World's Fair. 


Spain is now in the midst of a series 
of fetes in commemoration of the dis- 
covery of America which will last til] 
late in October. On the 8d of August, 
date of the sailing of Columbus from 
Palos, the jubilation began, and of all 
the sights the exact reproduction of the 
flagship of Columbus, the Santa Maria, 
excited most amazement. Among the 
sailors in the vast gathering there was a 
loud chorus of astonishment and unbe- 
lief. Almost unanimously they de- 
clared that such a ship had not done the 
thing—it was impossible, 


THE NEW SANTA MARIA. 


It is indeed hard to believe that the 
little caravel of 240 tons at the outside 
could have made- such a voyage, and 
when one compares it with the large 
sailing vessels of today he may well be 
incredulous. With the achievements 
of steam and practical science we are 
tolerably familiar, but the fact then 
(though sailing vessels antedate written 
history, the progress therein since 1492 
is as great as in anything else) comes to 
one as a great surprise. Compare the 
little Santa Maria with, for instance, 
the magnificent Shenandoah, the Ameri- 
can four masted bark and queen of all 
sailing vessels, which a few months ago 
went from San Francisco to Liverpool 
with 5,002 tons of wheat on board. 

Consider first the big sailer. The 
Shenandoah, commanded by Captain 
Murphy, was one of the five which left 
the Bay of San Francisco last year on 
the famous race around the Horn. They 
sailed at high tide, of necessity, as they 
drew twenty-seven feet of water. The 
weight of whoat aboard, 6,002 ONS, Was 
the greatest cargo of the kind ever 
placed in a vessel and equivalent to 
466,733 bushels, or fhe crop of an aver- 
age agricultural county. An adequate 
description of the Shenandoah would 
fill a column. Sailer as she is, she 
“makes sail by steam,” as sailors say— 
that is, the sails are pulled into place 
by a little donkey engine, and of all 
glorious sights to the seaman’s eye there 
is none more glorious than to see her 
swell from bare poles to full rig of 
snowy Sails in less than five minutes. 

The Santa Maria might have been 
placed on the deck of the Shenandoah 
without adding perceptibly to her 
weight of cargo. She wasa decked ves- 
sel, and while the Spanish historians do 
not deal in exact measurements they are 
so minute in details of her capacity that 
her size is known. Captain Gustavus 
W. Fox, after a very careful calculation, 
declares that her length was ‘63 feet 
over all and 57 feet along her keel,” 
with 20 feet beam and 1014 feet in depth. 
Her crew consisted of fifty seamen, and 
in the list are found the names of one 
Englishman and one Irishman. It is 
really a pity that this list is not certain- 
ly authentic; it would be interesting to 
know the name of the first Irish emi- 
grant to America. This historic vessel 
was wrecked on Christmas eve, 1492, on 
the coast of Hispaniola, a calamity due 
to the gross carelessness of the sailing 
master. 

Small as she was, her consorts, the 
Pinta and the Nina, were considerably 
smaller, being mere barks, called cara- 
vels, without decks, unless the high 
prow and stern may be so called. In the

center such a vessel was absolutely open 
and in no respect superior to the fishing 
craft and other light coasting vessels of 
today. That men should have been 
willing to dare the passage of the 
stormy Atlantic in such craft gives us a 
high idea of their courage, and asa 
matter of fact only Columbus, Las 
Casas, the Pinzons and two or three 
other mad enthusiasts were willing. 
The crew consisted chiefly of desperate 
characters compelled to take the trip. 
Many were released from prison to go, 
and some had been condemned to death 
and voluntered as a bare chance for life. 

Our astonishment is but slightly miti- 
gated when we read that Columbus did 
not ask for large vessels, for there were 
many in the Spanish ports larger than 
these. He firmly believed that the 
voyage would be comparatively short 


and the sea where he was going always 
smooth, and he particularly requested 
such vessels as would enable him to run 
close in along the shores and sail up the 
rivers. On his third voyage, when he 
actually reached South America, he 
complained of the size of his vessel, 
which rendered coast exploration diffi- 
cult. 

The Spanish authorities declare that 
the Santa Maria of 1892 is an exact re- 
production in every detail of that of 
1492, It has the same old fashioned 
shape, the same primitive masts, rig- 
gings and sails, and even the same ar- 
mament of falconets and mortars, hal- 
berds and arquebuses. The cabin of the 
commander is furnished in the style of 
the Fifteenth century, and its table is 
littered with maps, documents and nau- 
tical instruments of the period. Final- 
ly, its mastheads are decorated with the 
royal standards of Castille and Leon, in 
exact imitation of the flags which Co- 
lumbus planted in the New World on 
Oct. 12, 1492. The vessel is manned by 
an excellent crew, obtained from among 
the fishermen and sailors of Cadiz and 
San Fernando, and placed under the 
orders of a detachment of officers of the 
royal navy. 

At the opening of the Spanish fetes, 
on Aug. 8, the war vessels of all nations 
were at Huelva to salute the new Santa 
Maria on her first voyage down the river, 
and her entrance into the Bay of Cadiz 
was greeted by deafening salvos. As 
there was almost a dead calm, however, 
she had to be taken in tow by a gunboat, 
which marred the representation some- 
what. Later, however, she sailed out 
beautifully on the route taken by Colum- 
bus, and returned to receive renewed 
salutes. At this naval congress of na- 
tions the fact was humorously com- 
mented on that Columbus took with him 
for interpreter a scholar who knew Lat- 
in, Greek, Hebrew, Arabic, Coptic and 
Armenian, in addition to Spanish; that 
this learned gentleman was a failure in 
the New World, and that the first to 
master any of the Indian tongues were 
the most illiterate sailors. But this is 
an oft repeated experience.

Her later poems have been slowly pro- 
duced, but are everywhere held to be mas- 
terpieces of art and among the strongest 
voices of patriotism in our literature. 
She lives much of the time in Boston 
and at Framingham, Mass. 

Miss Proctor was honored by the com- 
mittee of the popular Columbus Day 
celebration soliciting her to write the 
ode which is to be rendered in every lo- 
cality of America on Oct, 21. The lyric 
is the result of months of labor, and 
will take permanent rank as one of the 
foremost poems ever written on America. 


THE PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION. 


He Recommends the General Observance 
of Columbus Day on Oct, 21, 

Whereas, by a joint resolution, approved 
June 29, 1892, it was resolved by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United States 
of America in congress assembled, “That the 
president of the United States be authorized 
and directed to issue a proclamation recom- 
mending to the people the observance in all 
their localities of the 400th anniversary of the 
discovery of America, on the 2lst of October, 
1892, by public demonstrations and by suitable 
exercises in their schools and other places of 
assembly; 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, presi- 
dent of the United States of America, in pur- 
suance of the aforesaid joint resolution, do 
hereby appoint Friday, Oct. 21, 1892, the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of America by 
Columbus, as a general holiday for the people 
of the United States. On that day let the peo- 
ple so far as possible cease from toil and de- 
vote themselves to such exercises as may best 
express honor to the discoverer and their ap- 
preciation of the great achievements of the 
four completed centuries of American life. 

Columbus stood in his age as the pioneer of 
progress and enlightenment. The system of 
universal education is in our age the most 
prominent and salutary feature of the spirit of 
enlightenment, and it is peculiarly appropriate 
that the schools be made by the people the cen- 
ter of the day’s demonstration. Let the na- 
tional flag float over every school house in the 
country, and the exercises be such as shall im- 
press upon our youth the patriotic duties of 
Ameritan citizenship. 

In the churches and in the other places of 
assembly of the people let there be expressions 
of gratitude to divine Providence for the de- 
vout faith of the discoverer, and for the divine 
care and guidance which have directed our his- 
tory and so abundantly blessed our people. 

In testimony whereof I have hereuntoset my 


band and caused the seal of the United States 


to be affixed. 
Done at the city of Washington, this 2lst day 


of July, in the year of our Lord one thousand | 


eight hundred and ninety-two, and of the in- 
dependence of the United States the one hun- 
dred and seventeenth.

ENGLAND IS MOURNING 


Over the Death of Poet Lau- 
reate Tennyson. 


BATHED IN A FLOOD OF MOONLIGHT 


The Aged Bard Sinks Peacefully and 
Painlessly to Sleep. 


Lonpon, Oct. 7.—Lady Tennyson, her 
son, Hallam, and his wife, Sir Andrew 
Clark, Dr. Dabbs, the nurses and other 
servants who had been with him for 
twenty-five years, were at Alfred Tenny- 
son’s bedside when death came. He was 
tranquil, conscious and painless to the 
end. 

Wednesday morning Tennyson was 
turned; at his request, to face the light. 
After looking at the window for several 
minutes, he spoke of the brilliancy of the 


| sunshine and the clearness of the air. 


Early in the afternoon he slept lightly. 
He awoke in full consciousness. Heasked 
for his favorite copy of Shakespeare, 
turned the leaves until he found “Cym- 
beline” and gazed at one page for several 
minutes, moving his lipsasif reading to 
himself. The watchers watied in silence 
for him to speak, but he finally laid down 
the volume without having uttered a 
his finger still between 
the leaves, he fell asleep. The book was 
not removed. 


THE LATE LORD TENNYSON. 
When Tennyson awok e toward evening, 


he could speak only in a whisper. He 
thanked Dr. Dabbs and Sir gndrew Clark 
for their faithful attendance, and com- 
mended each of the servants who had 
helped care for him during his sickness, 
and whispered a word or two of gratitude 
to the nurses. 

As the evening advanced, the moon rose 
in unusual splendor and flooded the room 
with light. Tennyson watched it through 
the curtainless window with his hand 
still resting between the leaves of ““Cym- 
beline.”’ At 10:30 0’clock he was sinking 
fast. Hallam Tennyson gave him a few 
spoonfuls of brand and milk; he swal- 
lowed with difficulty, and was unablo to 
take further nourishment. At midnight 
he whispered very feebly his last words to 
his wife. His fingers still marked the 
passages of “Cymbeline,” which he had 
last read, 

And Thus He Died. 

“In all my experience,’’ said Sir Andrew 
Clark, “I never witnessed anything more 
glorious. There were no artificial lights in 
the chamber. All was darkness except 
for the silver light of the full moon, which 
fellupon the bed and played upon the 
features of the dying poet like the halo 
in a Rembrandt picture.” 

“The end was beautiful, calm and pain- 
less,’’ said Hallam Tennyson. ‘He passed 
away as if in sleep,and the watchers could 
hadly distinguish the final moment.” 

During the last two days of his sickness 
Tennyson was told occasionally of the 
hundreds of telegrams of inquiry received 
at Alaworth, and he expressed repeatedly 
his gratitude that so many persons, far 
and near, were watching anxiously the 
course of his sickness. Hallam Tennyson 
read the dispatches from the queen each 
day, and his father listened with evident 
pleasure. 

Lady Tennyson made a brave effort to 
rally under her grief, but she is almost 
prostrated by sorrow and fatigue. 

The poet’s death was announced only 
after long delay. Shortly before 2 o’clock 
the sky became clouded and acold rain 
began to fall. Most of the reporters who 
had waited outside the gate left. Some 
time later Sir Andrew Clark left to take 
his carriage for London, and from him 
came the first news of the poet’s death. 

Tennyson lies on the bed on which he 
died. He 

Looks Hardly 60 Years Old. 

The lines and wrinkles have vanished 
from his face, and his beard, usually un- 
kempt, has been trimmed and brushed. 
His hands are folded on his breast.wreaths 
of laurel are at his his head and feet, and 
Virginia creepers and autumn leaves are 
scattered around him. 

The room is lighted dimly with candles. 
Although the surroundings of the death- 
bed are solemnly impressive, pains have 
been taken, in deference to the dead poet’s 
feelings, often expressed to the family, to 
avoid everything suggestive of funereal 
forms. The space reserved in West- 
minster Abbey for Tennyson’s body is 
just to the left of Robert Browning’s 
tomb. 

Several Newspapers Are in Mourning 
for Tennyson. All published long leaders 
which agree that it is too soon to give a 
proper estimate of Tennyson’s position 
among the British poets. 

The St. James Gazette says: The poet of 
our age has gone, with his singing robes 
about him, leaving a name which will not 
die. It may be that others soared higher 
and touched deeper notes, but none spoke 
more words which knock at the hearts of 
the men of his time. He embodied all 
that is best in the Victorian age. Since 
Goethe, none has had a larger vision, but 
the English owe him more than the Ger- 
mans owe Goethe. The whole world is 
poorer by his death. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: His name 
will shine through the agesin the poetical 
galaxy. According to the judgment of 
the civilized world, he was immortal long 
before he died. The Gazette adds that 
Swinburne will probably succeed Tenny- 
son as poet laureaute, and that in view 
of the abuses Swinburne has lavished 
upon Mr. Gladstone, the choice would be 
characteristic, and an instance of a great 
man’s magnanimity. 

The Evening News and Post says: He 
was the Mendelssohn of poets. He played 
yppon the unvyiced emotions of hearts. 
Posterity probably will not reckon him as

BASEBALL. 
Release of Washington Players Gives 
Rise to Considerable Guesswork. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—President Wag- 
ner of the Washington Baseball club yes- 
terday gave the usual ten days’ notice to 
every man on the pay roll, with the ex- 
ception of Richardson, Killen and Rad- 
ford. The contracts of the players do not 
expire until Nov. 1, although the cham- 
pionship season closes on the 15th inst. 
No explanation of this summary action 
accompunied the notification, but it is be- 
lieved that the management of the club, 
feeling that expenses could not be made 
after the championship games had been 
played andin order to protect the club 
against further losses, decided upon the 
unconditional release of the players, ex- 
cept those mentioned. 

It is inferred by many that the uncon- 
ditional release of Hoy, McGuire, Larkin 
and Meekin, all conceded to be first-class 
men, means that Washington will not be 
represented in the league next season. 
Others assert thatthe retention of the 
three players mentioned is the confirma- 
tion of the report that Washington club 
officials intend to buy out one of the west- 
ern clubs and add to its playing strength 
Richardson, Killen and Radford.

ENEAS AND DORCAS. 


LESSON I!, FOURTH QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, OCT. 9. 


Text of the Lesson, Acts ix, $32-43—Mem- 
ory Verses, 40-42—Golden Text, Acts 
ix, 36-—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


82. “And it came to pass, as Peter passed 
throughout all quarters, he came down 
elso to the saints which dwelt at Lydda.” 
Believers are called saintsin the various 
epistles (see Rom. i, 7; I Cor. i, 2, ete., 
omitting the italics), because all who truly 
receive Jesus Christ as their Saviour are 
in Him washed, sanctified, justified, and 
He is made unto them wisdom, righteous- 
hess, sanctification and redemption (I Cor. 
vi, 11; i, 30; II Cor. v, 21). 

Lydda is between Jerusalem and Joppa, 
about ten miles east of Joppa. 

33. “And there he founda certain man 
named AZneas, which had kept his bed 
eight years and was sick of the palsy.” 
Jesus healed those who had been eighteen 
and thirty-eight years sick, and Peter had 
already been the channel of health from 
Jesus to one forty years afflicted (Luke 
xiii, 16; John v,5; Acts iv, 22),so0 that a 
sickness which had lasted eight years 
would not seem an insuperable difficulty 
to Peter or to any one who believed (Jer. 
xxxii, 17; Math. xix, 26; xvii, 20). 

34. “‘And Peter said unto him, 2neas, 
Jesus Christ maketh thee whole; arise 
and make thy bed; and he arose immedi- 
ately.” Compare iii, 6, 16, andiv, 10. The 
great fact of our redemption is Jesus 
Christ risen from the dead, and alive for 
evermore, having all power in heaven and 
on earth (Rev. i, 18; Math. xxviii, 18). 
This was made plain to Saul in the last 
lesson by the appearing of Jesus to him, 
and is now made plain to 2neas and to the 
people of Lydda by this miracle. 

35. “And all that dwelt at Lydda and 
Saron saw him, and turned to the Lord.” 
Note the expression “‘turning to the Lord” 
in chapters xi, 21; xv, 19; xxvi, 20, and in I 
Thess. i, 9, see what it means turning from. 
We are all by nature turned from God, 
and repentance is a turning to God, to 
serve Him, and wait for His Son from 
heaven (I Thess. i, 10). If more of the 
power and works of the risen living Christ 
were seen in us, there would be more sin 
ners turning to God, and the kingdom 
would be greatly hastened. 

36. “Now there was at Joppaacertain 
disciple named Tabitha, which by inter- 
pretation is called Dorcas. This woman 
was full of good works and alms deeds 
which she did.”’ Both of the names of this 
woman signify ‘“‘aroe or hart or gazelle,” 
aud are indicative of swiftness. See I 
Chron. xii, 8; Songs ii, 17; viii, 14. She be- 
lieved that the king’s business required 
haste, und whatever was to be done should 
be done quickly. She is called a disciple— 
{. e., a taught or trained one. All who 
truly receive Christ are holy in Him, but 
not all such are willing to be trained by 
Him. All true disciples or trained ones 
will, like Dorcas, be full of good works 
(Eph. ii, 10; Titus iii, 8; John xv, 8). 

37. ‘And it came to pass in those days 
that she was sick and died, whom when 
they had washed they laid her in an upper 
chamber.”” No evil can befall a child of 
God; not even satan can laya finger on 
such without God’s permission. Both 
sickness and death may glorify God (John 
xi, 4, 14. 15) by giving occasion for the dis- 
play of His grace and power. Preciousin 
the sight of the Lord is the death of His 
SaIDTS—LO Cle Is gain, to depart and be 
with Christ is far better (Ps. cxvi, 15; 
Phil. i, 21, 23). 

88. ‘‘And forasmuch as Lydda was nigh 
to Joppa, and the disciples had heard that 
Peter was there, they sent unto him two 
men desiring him that he would not delay 
tocome tothem.’’ Whether they thought 
that God might through Peter give Dor- 
cas back to them, or whether they wanted 
only the comfort of the Spirit’s words 
through him, is not very clear. While 
thankful for the comfort of such words as 
II Cor. v, 1; Phil. i, 21; I Thess. iv, 16-18, 
most of us are selfish enough to want our 
friends back again, even though we know, 
or at least profess to believe, that having 
died in Christ they are now unspeakably 
happy. 

39. “Then Peter arose and went with 
them. When he was come they brought 
him into the upper chamber, and all the 
widows stood by him weeping, and show- 
ing the coats and garments which Dorcas 
made while she was with them.” Ob- 
serve Peter’s promptness, remember the 
significance of Dorcas and pray for that 
quickness to respond to the call of the 
Spirit which is here suggested. It was a 
sad house; the sorrowing hearts, and tear- 
ful eyes, and the works wrought by the 
hands now cold in death, all proclaimed 
what a blessing she had been who was 
now no more with them. Happy are those 
who prove their relation to Christ by their 
abundance of good works. 

40. “But Peter put them all forth, and 
kneeled down and prayed, and turning 
him to the body said, Tabitha, arise. And 
she opened her eyes, and when she saw 
Peter she sat up.” Peter had seen Jesus 
put them all forth except the father and 
mother and the three with Him (Mark v, 
40). Elijah and Elisha were both alone 
with the dead bodies which they raised to 
life (I Kings xvii, 19; II Kings iv, 33). If 
we would know the power of God, it must 
be in being much alone with God. Even 
Jesus found it necessary to be alone with 
God (Luke ix, 18; John vi, 15). 

41. “And he gave her his hand, and lift- 
ed her up, and when he had called the 
saints and widows, presented her alive.” 
A few moments before it was all tears and 
sadness, but now all is joy and gladness, 
and it is the work of the risen Christ who 
has the keys of hades and of death. 
What reunions and joys unspeakable 
there will be when Jesus comes, and He 
may come any moment. “Even so, Lord 
Jesus, come quickly!” If Dorcas had 
gained by dying, what shall we say of her 
return to the mortal body, yet to labora 
little amid the cares and sorrows of this 
life. Well, if “for Jesus’ sake” had been 
her strength before, how much more 
would it sastain her, now that she had 
seen Him at home and tasted the glory. 
Not unto ourselves, but unto Him is the 
great thought of the true believer (II Cor. 
iv, 11; v, 15). 

42. “And it was known throughout all 
Joppa, and many believed in the Lord.” 
Thus the works of the risen and living 
Christ, made manifest through His fol- 
lowers, draw people untoHim. Peter had 
no power to heal A&neas or raise Dorcas, 
and he did not profess to have, but he hon- 
ored Jesus Christ and Christ was honored 
in the eyes of others through him. What 
we do will draw to us; what Christ does 
willdraw toHim. Not I, but Christ. 

43. “And it came to pass that he tarried 
Many days in Joppa with one Simon, a 
tanner.” We are not told how he spent 
his time, but we may well imagine oo 
preaching Jesus to many and strengthen- 
ing the disciples with the Word. The next 
lesson will give more light upon why he 
was kept some time at Joppa.

LIFE IMPRISONMENT, 


Sentence Pronounced 
Murderer Hawley. 


Upon 


HIS WIFE’S TRIAL TAKES PLACE NEXT, 


She is Suspected of Having Aided 
Him in the Crime. 


BriDGEPort, Conn., Oct. 8.—Guilty of 
murder in the second degree was the ver- 
dict rendered by the jury in the Hawley 
murder trial last night. Judge Fenn sen- 
tenced the prisoner to state prison for life. 
Attorney Williams gave notice of an ap- 
peal. The jury was out five hours and 
thirty-five minutes, and a disagreement 
was expected. 

The next term of court opens Oct. 18, 
when Florence Hawley, wife of the con- 
demned man, will be placed on trial for 
the offense for which her husband has 
been found guilty, “5 

The couple were jointly accused of mur- 
dering Mrs. Mary L. Munson. The crime 
was of the most cold-blooded description. 
Mrs. Munson,who was Hawley’s mistress, 
was murdered Dec. 28, 1891, at Shelton. 

Before the murder Hawley and his wife 
Were seen going to the house where the 
body was found, and th»y were also seen 
coming away after the murder had been 
committed. Hawley tried to throw the 
blame on his wife. She has been mute since 
her arrest. 


THOSE MILEAGE BOOKS 


Threaten to Lead to 
Tangle in 
Roston, Oct. 8—The trouble for the 
railroads over the interchangeable mile- 
age book law has begun in earnest. Ag 
grieved partics are making their com- 
plaints not only to the railroad commis- 
sioners, but are appealing to the courts 
for redress. 

Justice Allen yesterday in the supreme 
court issued an order of notice, returnable 
next week, on the petition for mandamus 
brought by George E. Rogers against the 
Boston, Revere Beach and Lynn Railroad 
company. The petitioner alleges that he 
applied to the railroad for an interchange- 
able mileage book, but it was refused him. 
He asks the court to compel the railroad 
to issue the ticket to him. ‘This is the 
first case brought under the new act, and 
will undoubtedly be madea test one. 

One more complaint in relation to the 
Hutchinson mileage law was filed with 
the railroad commissioners yesterday. The 
complainant is J. Edward Wallace, doing 
business in Boston. He states that he has 
repeatedly offered a mileage book issued 
by the Boston and Maine Railroad com- 
pany on the Boston and Albany road, but 
the conductor refused to allow him to 
travel on it. 

No action has yet been taken by the 
commissioners. They state that they noti- 
fled the roads complained of that all com- 
plaints made from that day would be con- 
sidered, and unless they complied with 
the law the matter would be referred to 
the attorney general. After a sufficient 
period of time has elapsed, they will act 
on these lines. 


A SHARP REPRIMAND

Legal 


Administered to a Jury Who Obtained a 
Verdict by Lot. 

SALEM, Mass., Oct. 8.—Judge Richard- 
son in the superior court, in dismissing 
the second jury, took occasion to admin- 
ister a rebuke on the report that in the 
trial of a case at Lawrence they had 
reached a verdict by drawing lots. He 
stated that ten of the jurors had signeda 
statement that the report was false, but 
the eleventh man had told him that he 
could not sign the paper. 

His honor thought the report had ex- 
aggerated the bad features, but that there 
was some foundation for it. He stated 
that he found it difficult to think that 
men selected as jurors could so miscon- 
ceive their duty as to do sucha thing; that 
such practices at once destroyed all confi- 
dence in trial by jury, and the ignorance 
displayed by such an act would disqualify 
any mau from ever holding such a posi- 


tion again. He did not say that 
this was done in this case, but 
it warranted him in impressing upon 


the minds of all jurors the importance of 
their duties and the necessity that no ele- 
ment of chance should ever enter into 
their counsels in arriving ata verdict. A 
hundred disagreements would be better 
than a verdict reached by such means. 


QUO WARRANTO AGAIN, 
First Final Decision in the Famous Cases 
Just Rendered. 

New HAveEN, Oct. 8—The Morris- 
Bulkeley quo warranto case came up 
before the superior court, Judge Thayer, 
for final judgment yesterday. At- 
turney W. C. Case appeared for the 
Republicans, and asked that a decision 
be given in accordance with the findings 
of the supreme court. The counsel for the 
Democrats did not appear, but it was un- 
derstood that they agreed. Judge Thayer 
then rniered a decision in accordance 
with the finding of the supreme court, 
This is the first final decision in the fa- 
mous Connecticut quo warranto cases re- 
sulting from the state election of 1890. 


A MILE IN 2:2 3-5. 
Willie Windle Lowers Bicy cle Records 
and Beats Nancy Hanks’ Time. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 8—W. W. 
Windle rodea mile at Hampden park, 
with aflying start in 2m.

In his address he 
spoke for the president as a typical citizen 
of Indiana, and referred in timely fashion 
to the influence of New England and Mas- 
sachusetts in the development of the west.

When hecould be heard he turned and 
said: “I should say for your information, 
Mr. Secretary, that this is the reception 
always given by her loyal sons to the dear 
old commonwealth,” and this provoked 
another outburst.

Mayor Thompson spoke to ‘The old 
town and present city of Woburn.”

THOUSANDS INVOLVED. 


Case of the Boston Asylum and Farm 
School at Thompson’s Island vs. the 
City of Boston. 

There was opened for trial in the superi- 
or civil court at Dedham yesterday, the 
case of the Boston Asylum and Farm 
School for Boys vs. the city of Boston. It 
isan important case and involves many 
thousands of dollars. It is brought as a 
petition for the assessment of damages for 
land and certain rights taken from the 
plaintiff corporation by the defendant city, 
under the right of eminent domain, on 
Nov. 8, 1889. 

A brief statement of the case is as fol- 
lows: Noy. 16, 1832, George W. Beal, of 
Quincy, for and in consideration of $6,000, 
deeded to the Boston Farm School Society, 
the Thompson's Island, containing 157 
acres of land, together with a certain right 
of way from Squantum stream to low 
tide mark, near Squall Rock, so called, the 
right to quarry and remove granite and 
other stone for the purpose of erecting 
buildings on the said Thompson's Island, 
and the right to construct a bridge from 
the main land at Squanto to Thompson’s 
Island. 

The city, in the construction and exten- 
sion of its sewer to Moon Island, entered 
upon and took these rights, so the plaintiff 
corporation alleges, and in so taking great- 
ly damaged and injured the property on 
Thompson’s Island. The defence is a 
general denial. 

Monday morning the jury will take a 
view of the premises in dispute, under 
charge of Deputy-Sheriff Colbura of Ded- 
ham and Chapin of Canton. R. M. 
Saltonstall and J. E. Cotter counsel for

A significant 
fact in the matter was the utterance of 
the doctors that romping about the lawn 
in brief peviods, with intervals of rest, 
vould not kave been so harmful as the 
wmonotenous tramping.--Her Point of 
View in New York Times.

and Agree with Petitioners. 
The Committee on Fire 
ijthe City Council gave a hearing last eve- 
jning on the petition of the residents of 
pens gbs Neck for better fire protection. The 
earing was of an informal nature, The 
ae were represented by John W. 
| Hall and A. H. Taber, and the members of 
|the Council committee 
Councilmen Bass, 
Litchfield. 

Chairman Bass in opening the hearing 
said this matter was considered last year by 
| the committee but nothing was done; there 
| was no doubt but what something should 
be done, but the question was what. 

Mr. Hall said it was useless to ask for the 
extention of the water pipes to Houghs 
| Neck. The idea was to get something in 
the line of protection until the pipes were 
extended. As it is today with a che mical, 
| there should be something done to help 
that piece of apparatus. There should be 
some tanks on wheels to be kept filled at all 
| times, to supply the chemical. These were 
| absolutely necessary. Mr. Halli’s idea was 

to have a half dozen of these tanks located 
in different parts of the village. 
| Chief Ripley said that it was necessary 
to have more protection than they now have 
there. The tanks would bea good thing, 
He was short of money, and it would be 
better to go to the Council and ask for the 
| necessary money. 

Mr. Hall then called attention to 
Furnald’s spring, which he said could be 
dug out and made into a reservoir, a stand 
could be built to run the steamer on to and 

from there the steamer could cover the 
most of the beach. 

| The subject of an alarm was then 
| brought up and the telephone and fire 
| alarm circuits were discussed at length, and 
| it seemed to be the general opinion that a 
| fire alarm circuit from the beach to the 
steamer house would be the best thing, for 
if the Jine should break the main circuit 
would not be impaired. If this was put in 
boxes would be located at the head of 
Palmer street, at Manet beach and Hough’s 
Neck, 

The Council committee was willing to 
| recommend all of the things asked for, but 
before they did so they would like an esti- 
| mate of the cost, and when the hearing 
| adjourned it was with the understanding 
| that Chief Ripley should look into the mat- 
| ter and give the committee an estimate of 
| the costs of the tanks, reservoir and fire 
alarm before reporting to the Council.

POPE AND SLADE ALSO SPEAK. 


Enthusiasm Unbounded, and All the Can- 
didates Were Cheered. 


Hancock Hall was packed with a good 
natured and enthusiastic audience on Sat- 
urday evening to attest their zeal for the 
different candidates chosen by the Demo- 
crats in their national and state conven- 
tions. Enthusiasm knew no bounds, and 
every time a candidate’s name was men- 
tioned it was greeted with a burst of ap- 
plause that threatened at times to raise the 
roof off the hall. 

On the stage were seated: Mr. William 
B. Rice, ex-Councilman James H. Slade, 
Councilman Powers, Mr. John C. Ring, 
Representative James F. Burke, Hon, 
William A. Hodges, Mr. John F, Dyer, 
Mr. J. B. Maynard, Congressman O'Neill 
of Boston, Col, Frank H. Pope of Leomin- 
ster, and Mr. A. P. Worthen of Weymouth. 

Representative Burke called the meeting 
to order, and in a neat speech introduced 
Congressman Joseph H. O'Neill, who was 
greeted with a burst of vociferous applause. 

Mr, O'Neill said this is my first ap- 
pearance before a Quiucy audience, and 
am very much pleased at the reception you 
have accorded me. We are not to fight for 
men; we are fighting for principle, and if 
principles are worth fighting for, they are 
worth fighting for unto the death. We say 
to you, that win or loose, the fight will go 
on and on until the principles we believe in 
shall win. 

It is a pleasure and a treat to address a 
Massachusetts audience, and Mr. Wolcott 
made a sad mistake when he said that 
Massachusetts citizens should be educated. 
Go where you will, to any state in the 
union, and ask a gentleman to come to 
Massachusetts to speak, and he will think 
it an honor to address a Massachusetts au- 
dience, The Republicans tried one issue 
under two guises two years ago, and they 
got whipped. They are trying the same 
issue this year, and on the eighth day of 
November next they will get whipped 
again. Thatissue is Lodge. It was he 
that brought forth the bill drawn up by 
John I. Davenport. Last year he abused 
the governor of this state, but he found 
that abuse wouldn't carry the day, for the 
people had faith in Governor William E. 
Russell. (Applause.) 

‘““The Republicans are all seeking otftices 
and Henry Cabot Lodge is the best expo- 
nent of that principle today. Mr. Lodge 
came here and read you a few alleged 
facts about the increase of wages, but 
when he is talking in Quincy, I want him 
to talk to men whose wages have been 
raised in Quincy. Mr. Wolcott voted 
against the ten hour law and against free 
text books. Why, when I was a boy 
saw a boy stand up in school and hang his 
head and say, ‘Teacher, my father is not 
able to buy me books and I must get an 
education some way,’ and that boy’s pride 
was touched as he stood up before the 
children of wealthy parents and was 
obliged to accept city books, but now my 
children and your children will never have 
to do the same, thanks to the Democratic 
party. (Applause.) 

Every workingman in Massachusetts has 
now a $5000 policy on his life if he through 
the negligence of his employer is hurt or 
mained for life, all brought about by 
William E. Russell. Mr. Wolcott is a 
perfect gentleman socially, but he has a 
record.

COLLEGE 


What the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion is Doing Abroad. | 

The Association hall was completely 
filled with young men Sunday afternoon to 
listen to the sweet music furnished by the 
Damon family, of Boston, and an address 


on the Inter-Collegiate Young Men’s 
Christian Associations, by Mr. O. E. Ry- 


ther, of Hyde Park. ‘The Damon family 
consists of four young ladies who are very 
proficient musicians on the violin, cornet, 
flute, piano and organ. The selections 
were all of sacred music and were rendered 
with skill. Miss Nettie Damon rendered a 
beautiful violin solo and Miss Dora P, Da- 
mon an equally beautiful cornet solo dur- 
ing the service. 

Mr. Ryther in his addressed described | 
the growth of the college associations. 
The college association work was com- 
menced in 1877 through the influence of 
L. D. Wishard, then student in Princeton 
college. After leaving college Mr. Wishard 
became college secretary of the Inter- 
national committee. During the past four 
years he has made a trip around the 
world, visiting the various schools and 
colleges in all lands,organizing associations 
there and strengthing those that already 
existed. One of the most promising fields 
for college association work is in Japan. 
No denominational organization had been 
allowed to organize in any of the govern- 
ment school but the Young Men’s 
Christian Association were permitted to 
organize and carry on their work. 

Asaresult of Mr. Wishard’s visit to 
Japan,a student’s conference was organized 
similar to that held in Northfield every 
summer, under Mr. Moody's direction. 
During the past summer the fourth 
conference was held in Japan and was 
largely attended. There are now four 
hundred college associations in this 
country, with a membership of 25,000. A 
number of these associations have buildings 
especially adapted for their use, and em- 
ploy a general secretary. Receptions are 
given to new students, class prayer meet- 
ings, Bible training classes and students 
meetings held, reading-rooms and libraries 
sustained and entertainments given. As 
an outgrowth of this work, the world’s 
student’s conference at Northfield has 
been organized, as well as several others 
in this and other countries. Also the 
wonderful volunteer movement which is 
supplying hundreds of missionaries for the 
different church boards.

FIVE PERSONS KILLED 


And Seventeen Injured ip a Collision of 
Steamers OY Washington's Coast. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 10.—The Cana- 
dian Pacific Navigation company steamer 
Premier was struck by the steam collier 
Willamette, in a dense fog off Whitby 
island. Five men were killed and drowned 
and seventeen persons wounded, The 
steam tug Goliah arrived here with three 
of the dead, all the wounded aud other 
passengers, after having spent several 
hours in au attempt to save from the 
wreck the body of an unknown passenger, 
wedged in there. 

The premier left Port Townsend for 
Seattie ina heavy fog, blowing her whis- 
tle continuousiy. When off Pojut-no- 
Point,another whistle sounded Sonne and 
almost immediately afterward a terrific 
crash was heard. The fore cabin of the 
Premier was smashed to splinters and the 
prow of the Willamette was found 
jammed rightinto the bow of the Premier. 

The Willamette was laden with coal and 
was on her way from Seattle to San Fran- 
cisco. There was a number of men in the 
Premier's cabin, one of whom was killed, 
A steward, who was 
in the saloon eating his djnner, was in- 
stantly killed. Several other passengers | 
were jammed in the debris, some of them 


seriously wounded and all more or less 
bruised. 
The stem of the Willamette was so 


deeply imbedded into the Premier that 
the passengers crawled ovér broken wood- 
work andon to the collier. The ladies 
were hunded up first, followed by the 
wounded as fast as they could be moved. 
It was soon seen to be impossible to draw 
off the Willamette without sinking the 
Premier. So Captain Anderson deter- 
mined to forge ahead, driving before him 
the steamer spiked on his bow. He forced 
her back on the beach, and was so tightly 
wedged that he could not draw off with- 
out carrying the Premier with him.

VIOLATION OF VESTED RIGHTS. 
Thompson's Island Farm School Brings 
Suit Against the City of Boston. 

Boston, Gct. 11.—The jury in the suit 
of the Boston Asylum and Farm School 
for Indigent Boys against the city of Bos- 
ton, which was. opened in the superior 
civil court at Dedham on Friday, viewed 
the premises yesterday. The case in- 
volves several thousand dollars, and is 
brought for the assessment of damages 
for land and certain rights taken, as al- 
lezed, from the plaintiffs by the city,Nov. 
8, IS82. 

In the year 1832, George W. Beal of 
Quincy, for 36000, deeded to the Boston 
Farm Schoo! society, Thompson’s island, 
containing about 157 @:res of land, also 
aright of way from Squantum street to 
the tide mark, near Squall Rock, with the 
right to quarry and remove granite for the 
construction of a bridge from the main- 
land in Squantum to Thompson’s island. 
The city, it is alléged, in the construction 
of its sewer to Moon island, violated these 
rights, the plaintiffs claiming that the 
property on Thompson’s island was in- 
jured. The case will occupy some time. 


HOMESTEAD LABOR TROUBLES 


Have Led to Numerous Failures Among 


Hebrew Merchants in Pittsburg. 


PitrspuRrG, Oct. 11.—The labor troubles | 
of the past six months are held to be 
largely responsible for recent business | 
failures among the Hebrews in the Wylie 
avenue district. Within the last week | 
the sheriff has attached his bill of sales to 
six dry goods aud notions stores in that 
part of the city. Several of those failing 


have branch stores; in the small towns in 
the vicinity, which will also go down in} 
the wreck. The merchants bought on 
credit from eastern wholesalers, sold on |} 
credit to the peddlers and small stores, 

and they in turn sold largely on credit to} 
their customers, who are entirely of the 
mill werking class. Homestead has al- 
ways been one of the best fields for the 
pack-peddling business. The amount in- 
volved by these failures is over $200,000, |

ELEVEN ARE MISSING. 


Terrible Suffering Endured by Twelve 
Survivors of a Shipwreck. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct 11.—The brig J. D. 
Spreckels arrived from Honolulu, bring- 
ing news that the ship William A. Camp- 
bell, from Port Townsend, for Queens- 
town, was abandoned in a gale Aug. 28. 
The mate, ten men and a boy arrived ina 
boat at Kahului Sept. 20. The captain, 
his wife and child, and the remaining 
eight of the crew,in another boat, are 
missing. The ship. which was wheat 
laden, had leaked for some time. Water 
soaked into the wheat, which became 
swollen and burst the vessel. Fifteen days 
after abandoning, the drinking water in 
the mate’s boat gave out, and the only 
liquid remaining was several bottles of 
claret. Some of this was stolen by the 
men, and then the mate mixed what re- 
mained with the contents of a can of kero- 
sene, and for eight days this was used to 
moisten their parched lips. The boat was 
picked up near Hawaii by natives. The 
occupants had all succumbed to exposure 
and exhaustion, and were unconscious 
when found. The boy was in the most 
serious condition, and was expected to die 
when the Spreckels sailed. 

The vessel sailed from Fort Townsend 
Aug. 2, in command of Captain E. E. 
Hevener. The captain’s home was Thom - 
aston, Me. He was about 26 years of age 
and the Campbell was his first vessel.

AID OF POSTMASTERS 


Invoked to Help Republicans, 
Say Michigan Democrats. 


ROOSEVELT TAKES THE MATTER UP 


And Furnishes an Interesting Let- 


ter on the Subject. 


DETROIT, ict. 12.—Daniel J. Campau, 
chairman of the Democratic state central 
committee of Michigan,has formally made 
complaint to Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, 
chairman of the civil service commission, 
against the conduct of Republican 
masters of Michigan.

The Picture Illusion. 
A correspondent writes: “Almost 
every careful observer of pictures must 
have noticed how the eyes of portraits 
appear to follow one all over the room. 
Can you account for this?” 

The illusion referred to has been ex- 
plained thus: Suppose a portrait with 
its face and its eyes directed straight in 
front, so as to look at the spectator. Let 
n straight line be drawn through the tip 
of the nose and half way between the 
eyes, which we shall call the midux 
line.* On each side of this middle line 
there will be the same breadth of head, 
of cheek, of chin and of neck, and each 


iris will be in the middle of the whole of | 1392. 


the eye. If we now go to one side the 
apparent horizontal breadth of every 
part of the head and face will be dimin- 
ished, but the parts on each side of the 
middle line will be diminished equally;

The deception 
is therefore best seen when the painting 
is executed on a flat board, and in colors 
sufficiently vivid to represent every line 
in the face with tolerable distinctness at 
great obliquities.

THE SPANISH MINISTER. 


He Has Brains, Wealth and a Handsome 
Wife. 

The new minister of Spain to the 
United States is a comparatively young 
gentleman, with a handsome wife and a 
brilliant record both in letters and di- 
plomacy. He is of a very old and distin- 
guished French family, his ancestors 
dating back to Hugo Raimundo Dupuy, 
who served with Godfrey de Bouillion 
in the crusades. The family took its 
noble title from its estate of L’Ome, 
which was turned into Spanish when 
this branch emigrated; so the minister's 
hame is Henry Dupuy De Lome. 

His father was an eminent writer and 
reformer, and was active in introducing 
steam machinery into Spain and estab- 
lishing silk manufactures, fer which he 
was awarded a gold medal. The son 
was born in Valencia in 1851, was grad

nated from the College of Barcelena 
and entered the diplomatic service at an 
early age. In 1873 he was attached to 
the legation in Japan, in 1875 he filled 
the same position at Brussels, in 1877 he 
was made sec retary of the legation at 
Montevideo, in 1880 at Buenos Ayres, in 
1881 at Paris, and soon after became first 
secretary of Spanish legation at 
Washington. 

When Senor Barca committed suicide 
the chief duties devolved on him, and he 
performed them with such success that 
he has been intrusted with difficult nego- 
tiations in other countries and is now 
sent tothe United States as full minis-

ter. He is also an author of some note, 
and master of English, French and 
Spanish.

THE DEACON DIVORCE CASE. 
Plaintiff Has But Little Faith in the Jas- 
tice of French Courts. 


CANNES, Oct. 13.—Edward Parker Dea- 
con, whose case against his wife for crim- 
inal adultery with M. Abeille will be tried 
on Thursday, has arrived here. Mr. Dea- 
con looks worried and anxious. He told 
the correspondent of the United Press 
that he feared he would lose his case in 
consequence of the persistent efforts of 
the Abeille family to turn public opinion 
against him. The Abeilles, he says, have 
already spent 300,000 francs in op- 
posing him. On the press alonethey spent 
120,000 francs, and the result has been a 
newspaper campaign against him, which 
caused his imprisonment and is likely to 
cause the dismissal of the present charge 
against his wife. Everybody who has 
shown him kindness, Mr. Deacon says, 
has been attacked by the editors in the 
pay of the Abeilles. 

The coming trial will be before a bench 
of judges, and without a jury, but, Mr. 
Deacon says, the judges have been so 
prejudiced by the misrepresentations of 
the press that, with the best intentions, 
they can hardly treat him impartially. If 
beaten at the trial, he will take the steno- 
grapher’s reports to the United States and 
use them as evidence in a suit for divorce. 

Last Monday Mr. Deacon visited his eld- 
est daughter, whois at school in Paris. 
While he was with her, Mrs. Deacon called 
and was shown intotheroom. There was 
aviolent scene,in which the daughter 
learned for the first time the cause of the 
trouble between her father and mother. 
Finally Mr. Deacon ordered Mrs. Deacon 
out of the house. Mr. Deacon vows, law 
or no law, he will have his children. He 
says he will not even give up the baby 
now with its mother.

The Woman's Suffrage party, which 
consists of members of the New York 
Btate association and many others who 
fo not wish to take a public stand, de- 
votes itself neither to agitation nor to 
educational work, but to making an end 
nt once of woman's disfranchisement.

We have defeated two hestile candi- 
dates for attorney general, and have 
tlected friends in their stead; we have 
done the same with a judge of the court 
of appeals. We have helped to defeat 
Feveral hostile candidates for governor 


jnud to elect friends. In fact, whenever 


a friend has been nominated, either by 
Republicans or Democrats, for any office 
affecting our question in any part of the 
Btate, he has been promptly apprised, 
sometimes to his astonishment, and al- 
ways to his gratification, that we would 
do our best to elect hin.

Alleged Cases Brought Before the Civil 
Service Commission. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The following 

statement was furnished to the press: 

The civil service commission has turned over 
to the attorney general for his action a report 
made by Commissioner Roosevelt, describing 
the efforts made by the chairman of the South 
Dakota Republican campaign committee to 
levy assessments for political purposes or the 
employes of the Indian bureau at Pine Ridge 

The report also charges 
1 committee of the Second 
congressional di tof Kansas a similar 
lempt upon the teachers and others employed 
at Haskell institute in that state. The original 
documents, necessary to make the evidence 
complete, accompanied the report and have 
gone with it to the department of justice. 

Another report, with the papers accom- 
panying, submitted simultaneously to the at- 
torney general and the postmaster general, 
shows that at the postoffice in St. Joseph, Mo., 
political assessments were levied by the late 
postmaster, Charles F. Ernst, with the con- 
nivance and assistance of members of his 
staff who had acted under his orders. The 
postmaster has died since the assessments be- 
gan to be levied, and the case may present 
some difficulties on that account. 

The papers were sent by the department 
of justice to the United States attorneys 
of the districts in which the alleged of- 
fenses were committed, with instructions 
to investigate, and if the reports a well 
founded, to institute prosecution of the 
guilty nersons.

Slayer of Miss Emerson Cap- 
tured in New York. 


BETRAYED BY A FRIEND FOR $509, 


August Langner Must Answer for a 
Crime “Committed Long Ago. 


Boston, Oct. 13.—The sequel of that ter- 
rible tragedy at Dedham, the murder of 
Miss Mary Emerson, which thrilled the 
community a little more than a year ago, 
took place yesterday, when August Lang- 
her was arrested on the charge of mur- 
der. His arrest was made by State Detec- 
cive J. H. Whitney, assisted by Detective 
Sargeant of the New York police, at 626 
W ater street, New York. 

He lodging there for three 
days with Joseph Gautefohr, his fellow- 
countryman, who betrayed his where- 
abouts to the police, in order to receive the 
reward of $500 which was offered for 
Langner’s arrest. 

Chief Wade received a telegram from 
Joseph Gautefohr, informing him that 
Langner was in New York and was stop- 
ping with him. 

Detective Whitney was summoned, and 
after receiving instructions, left Boston 
for New York. On reaching New York he 
called at the house in which Langner was 
said to have been staying, and there 
learned from the author of the telegram 
that Laugner came to New York Sunday 
hunted up at 

His Supposed Old Friend, 
Gantefohr, and asked permission to stay 
with him for a few days. Tt was 
granted, and he had made his quarters 
there since, little thinking that the man 
with whom he crossed the Atlantic would 
betray him. 

Langner was locked upin the tombs, 
where he will be kept until requisition 
papers can be obtained for his extradition.

Chief Wade atonce got together the 
necessary facts of the murder, and late 
last night the requisition papers were 


drawn up at the attorney general’s office.

Closeted in 
his private office Chief Wade informed 
Gautefohr that if he was acquainted with 
Langner's hiding place, it would not bea 
wise thing for him to heepit quiet. After 
carefully making this statement he then 
told him that if he did know where 
the supposed murderer was hiding he 
could make $500 by informing hiin. 

It was not in his power; Gautefohr said, 
to tell, but he realized that it was very 
important that Langner be found. It 
wus Chief Wade’s motive 

To Frighten the Man 

to such an extent that he would acquaint 
him with any information which he ob- 
tained, and in his intentiou he succeeded, 
Whether from fright or for the reward 
Gautefohr has kept his word, no one can 
tell. The result is that Joseph Gaute- 
fohr betrayed the confidence of a man who 
trusted him and whois now held on the 
most serious of all charges—murder. 

Chief Wade was seen at his home in 
Somerville late last night. ‘Run down at 
last,”’ he said, “‘and now the murderer of 
Miss Emerson will have to stand before 
the bar of justice. It is the result of hard 
work and my officers deserve much credit 
for the excellent manner in which they 
have executed my orders. 

“Murder will out,” and like all of his 
class [hope he will receive the punish- 
ment which he deserves.”

AN INTERESTING 


Of an Alien Minor Who Applied for Nat- 
uralization Papers. 

Boston, Oct. 13.—An interesting case 
has come up in the Boston postoffice. 
Postmaster Hart continues the same pol- 
icy he adopted in the city hall, of appoint- 
ing nobody in the public service who is 
nota citizen of the United States. A 
young man, well qualified, desired tc be 
appointed a special! delivery messenger in 
the Boston postal service. He is less than 
21 years of age and is therefore a minor. 
He came tothis country from Ireland 
when a small boy with his widowed 
mother. She had worked hard to support 
him all these years and succeeded in giv- 
ing hima fair education. He is ambi- 
tious, and is out of work, and is willing 
to do anything toward the support of him- 
self and mother, and thinking that as a 
delivery messenger he would beable to 
meet the end he desired, the boy immedi- 
ately made application for the position. 

When the application was presented to 
the proper authorities in the postoffice, 
the first question asked was, “Is he a citi- 
izen?” He was then informed that it 
would be almost impossible for him to be 
appointed. An official from the post- 
master’s office then took the boy to the 
clerk’s office of the United States court, 
where he was informed that the boy could 
not be naturalized because he was a minor, 
and that no person was ever naturalized 
until he became of age. The postoffice 
officials think differently, however, and a 
friendly appeal will be taken and inter- 
esting developments are expected.

BIG DAY AT MANCHESTER. 


Thousands of Strangers Witness a Suc- 
cessful Trades Procession. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Oct. 13,—The record 
for the number of strangers in town was 
broken yesterday, 20,000 visitors crowding 
the streets to witness the merchants’ 
week trades procession. The mills shut 
down to afford the operatives an oppor- 
tunity to view the sights, and as a result 
the streets were well nigh blocked with the 
great crowds. ;

J. Whalen; most horses on team, fonr- 
teen, C. H. Robie & Co.; most comical 
display, Walter Conner; best decorated 
premises, S. S. Piper; second, F. P. Kim- 
ball. 

The city was gayly decorated with bunt- 
ing from one end tothe other, and many 
of the visitors remained over night to wit- 
ness the continued celebration today. 
Last evening both the Democratic and 
Republican uniformed toychlight bat- 
talions paraded.

HOW WE STRUCK IT. 


“If [had only come here away back 
in the early fifties!” sighed a dreamy 
man to me as we waited for the train at 
Fruitvale last week. And another man 
chipped in and sighed also as he said, 
“Flush times then, you bet, and big 
strikes; but l only got here in the seven- 
ties—got here without a cent and have 
held my own right along!” | 

First let me once for all disabuse the 
popular mind about the flush times and 
big strikes of the early fifties. Yes, 
there were big strikes, but they were, 
like the big generals of our great war, 
not therule. You hear of the big strikes 
and you hear of the big generals. The 
thousands and hundreds of thousands 
that perished in the ranks you never 
hear about. 

For the benefit of the dreamy man 
who sits waiting and lamenting, let me 
say that the openings and opportunities 
are better today than they were in the} 
seventies, and they were better in the 
seventies than they were in the fifties. 
The wear and tear of life was so terri- 
ble then too. Every dollar cost about 
two dollars and a half to get in those} 
days. 

It has been estimated, and I think | 
about correctly, that if each miner had | 
received twenty-five cents a day and} 
board for his labor—and such labor!} 
sixteen hours a day generally—we} 
would have had more golddust than we| 
got in those famous “early fifties.” 

So cease this deploring that you came} 
so late to California, my dreamful 
friend. Of course we would all like to} 
live over the impetuous old days again;} 
but I doubt if you who don’t get on to- | 
day would have got on then. Better, 
far better for you, for all, to settle| 
down content by some sweet village in| 
this fair land, where you can have clean |

Sali he~ 
raat BE thes ays OF aa You can at} 
least get your board and twenty-five | 
cents a day, and that, be assured, is| 
more than we got on an average to the 
man, notwithstanding all our priva- 
tions. 

An old forty-niner from New Bed- 
ford, Mass., Mr Haskins, who has writ- 
ten a very renrdable book About his fel- 
low argonants—and a very important 
book it is, as it contains the names of | 
more than 35,000 of them—told me that | 
of the 3,000 who came from his town, | 
first and last, ic was hard to find more | 
than a very few who were much ahead | 
in the world. He told me that on re-} 
turning home after forty years he and 
his old friends took 300 of their select 
young men whe came and compared 
their fortunes with 300 similar young 
men who remained at home, and they 
found that the proportion of those who 
had prospered at home was as ten to 
four against those who had come in 
forty-nine.

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ACOLUMBIAN BANQUET 


Ends the Anniversary Celebra- 
tion at New York. 


DISTINGUISHED GUESTS ARE PRESENT, 


Patriotic Speeches by Messrs. Mor- 
ton, Foster and Flower. 


New YoOrK, Oct. 14—The culminat- 
ing feature of the Columbian celebration 
was the banquet at the Lenox Lyceum 
lastevening. In point of distinguished 
guests and patriotic eloquence it wasa 
fitting closing to the great demonstations. 

The decorations were very elaborate. 
From the dome of the circular auditorium 
streamers of red, whiteand blue reached to 
the pilasters at sides, where they were lost 
behind the massive shields about which 
flags of different nations were grouped. 
The fronts of the boxes and balconies 
were hung with plush, over which flags 
were festooned. At the rear of the guests’ 
table enormous flags were placed so that 
they fell apart ata signal and revealed a 
bust portrait of Columbus. The entrance 
Wasa mass of roses and other flowers, 
and the floral decorations of the tables 
were elaborate. 

The Dinner 
was excellent and well served, the wines 
of good quality, and the music in keeping 
with the rest of the scene. The guests of 
honor dined on the stage, which was se 
draped asto resemble an alcove of the 
main banquetting hall, and in the center 
appeared a portrait of Columbus,encircled 
by the flags of Italy, Spain and the United 
States. Mayor Grant presided, supported 
on the right by Vice President Morton, 
Secretary of State Foster, ex-President 


Cleveland, Mr. Arnold, president of 
the board of aldermen, Baron Fava, 
Italian minister, G. F. Wahle, Jr.; 


on the left by Governor Flowér, ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes, General Horace Porter and 
Bishop Potter. 

The 800 guests included the governors 
of Massachusetts, Connecticut, Pennsyl 
vania, New Jersey and North Carolina, 
General Schofield and many others of 
prominence. But there was one empty 
chair at the table of honor. Chauncey 
Depew, who was to have acted as toast- 
master, was absent. Mayor Grant sup 
plied his place as best he could. Mr. 
Depew’s unexplained absence deprived 
the after-dinner oratory of much of its 
sparkle. At the close of the dinner at 1¢ 
p. m., Mayor Grant are to propose the 
toasts, butas the wines had all by this 
time been removed, the drinking of toasts 
was figurative only. The mayor, after 
thanking all of the organizations who had 
contributed to make the Columbian cele- 
bration a briefly proposed: 
“President of the Tinitad Gea." 

Vice President Morton, 
who was received with cheers, spoke as 
follows: 

The reason cf the president's absence from 
these commemorative celebrations is known 
to youall, and tothe whole country. He is 
standing in agreat shadow awaiting the is- 
sues of life or death, and the eager oppor- 
tunity with which the words brought by wire 
from Washington are scanned, testify to the 
hopeful sympathy of all our people. I lament 
the necessity of taking his place even mo- 
mentarily, and am here to thank you for the 
respectful courtesy which has gned him 
the prominent post in these civic ceremonies. 

It is impressive frum the events of the 
past five days that we have added a new holi- 
day to the American calendar. The twelfth of 
October will hereafter be marked with white. 
We have instituted the Columbian festival to 
be rated at the expiration of each one hundred 
years to the furthermost limit of time by ac- 
tors who will not have been witnesses of the 
preceding celebration. 

The opening pageant has been worthy 
of the great pilot and the great discoverer. It 
has been applauded by a countless audience of 
millions of intelligent people, so vast that no 
other city of the New World, and few of the 
Old World, could administer to its care and 
protection. Our houses of worship testified 
for twodays to the deep impression called 
forth by the occasion; the army of children 
from the equipped only with the 
weapons of education, put in evidence our 
confident hope in the future, and the proces- 
sion on land and water gave constant proof of 
the patriotism of American people, of our 
kindred and tribes; of the capacity of self con- 
trol of these masses, and of the power and in- 
genuity of a great people. 

There were transport ed to our doors, with 
speed and comfort, vast numbers of men and 
women and children, exceeding the popula- 
tion of most of the capitals of the world, by 
scientific methods, of which Columbus never 
dreamed; and during the watches of the night, 
this cosmopolitan, with its streets and ave- 
nues, its squares and arches, its dwellings and 
monuments, was illuminated asif by fire, by 
several inventions which are the product 
of the land which Columbus discovered. On 
behalf of the president I am here to especially 
thank the ministers of Spain and Italy and 
France for the fraternal assistance, and the 
representatives of other powers for their 
kindly approbation. 

Mr." Mayor, with thanks to you and this 
distinguished audience for the courtesies per- 
sonally shown to myself, I now turn over the 
toast proposed “The United States of Amer- 
ica,” to the president's principal adviser, the 
secretary of state. 

Secretary of State Foster 


immediately afterward arose and said: 

I venture the thought that the full fruits of 
the great achievement which we celebrate in 
this banquet, are conspicuously embodied in 
that which is signified by the sentiment just 
announced—the United States—and must be 
asource of sincere regret to you all that he to 
whom the duty was assigned, should not be 
able to be present to make fitting response. 
No words of mine can add interest or im- 
pressiveness to that great act of faith and 
courage, which, since the _advent of the 
founder of the Christian religion, stands un- 
paralleled in its importance and usefulness to 
mankind. By means of it the human race 
have fought and is working out a destiny, 
which was not possible in the Old W orld. 

How welland how fully that destiny has 
been attained in the past four centuries may 
be most favorably tested by an examination 
of the social conditions and the physical ac- 
complishments of states united in the pre- 
dominating nation of the hemisphere revealed 
by Columbus. 

Itisnot easy to separate from each other 
and to discriminate between the influences 
which operate inthe Old and New World. 
But without attempting this task there are 
some features which characterize the United 
States. In no other nation of the world is the 
religious faith, which so efficiently contrib- 
uted to thé’success of the first voyage of the 
great discoverer, so potent in controlling 50- 
ciety, enriching its charities and elevating the 
race. It wasin the United States that civil] 
and religiaus bert exverienced its ney 


Success, 


schools, 
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birti, hiere it has its most Vital appitcation ana. 
whose reflex influence has been the most 
prominent factcr in the past hundred years in 
reconstructing society and government in 
Europe. 

In no other nation is education so munifi- 
centiy fostered and intelligence so generally 
diffused throughout all classes. In no other 
nation are the masses so fully supplied with 
good homes, so comfortably clothed and se 


well fed. When we turn from the social con- 
ditions to the physical accomplishments of the 
United States, we find the contrasts equally 
marked. 

The great event which you have com- 
memerated this week and, which will be con- 
tinued throughout the land inthe week to 
come, will doubtless have an inspiring and 
elevating effect upon our people. While we 
rejoice in present attainment we shall press 
forward to greater perfection as a nation in 
the years tocome. Let us remember that the 
state is the culinination of human progress— 
the state with its organized life, the body 
politic. many members, all one, serving the 
ends of every part. 

We are justly proud to point to the United 
States today at the achievement of the great- 
est results yet attained by mankind in the way 
of society and human fellowship. In the per- 
perpetuity of this body politic how much of 
blessing isthere for this hemisphere? How 
much of hope is there for the race in all lands? 

President Arnold of the board of alder- 
men responded to the toast “The City of 
New York.” Mr. G. F. Wable, Jr., made 
a lengthy response to the Columbus toast, 
“America and Its Discoverer.” Respond- 
ing to the toast for the stat¥ of New York, 

Governor Flower 
spoke as follows: 

I may say, without any consciousness of any 
of that cxaggerated utterance which some- 
times characterizes after-dinner speeches, 
that never before in my life could I have felt 
so proud to respond to the toast which has been 
assigned as upon this oc ion. It has seemed 
to me particularly ate that Columbua* 
great acheivem d be celebrated after 
400 yearsin this g¢ i city of this ni 
phere. All the ngings and ic 
which inspired the far r in that 
famous age of explorati have found fullest 
expression in the history of this city and 
state. 

At this time for contrasts and mutual felici- 
tations over our national and state prosperity 
we should not forget that the problem of civ- 
ilization, toward whose solution the discovery 
of the western hemisphere so largely contri- 
buted, is still far from solved. What is neces- 
sary, and what such anniversary occasions as 
these tend to promote, is a vivid consciousness 
that we are builders of a government anda 
civilization as well as our ancestors were; that 
we shall be held, as they are, for the quality of 
our work, and that we should seek as fyll a 
measure of praise from the generation which 
will succeed us as we accord now to those who 
preceded us. 

We are living under a form of government 
which experience has demonstrated to be the 
wisest devised by mankind. The common re- 
lationship and inter-dependence between 
States, developed by the growth of the nation 
and the gradual concentration of material af- 
fairsinto one great organism, imposes addi- 
tional responsibilities upon us who live in the 
Empire state, and broadens the scope of our 
patriotic impulses. 

If I could give one word of advice to the peo- 
ple of this state at this time that would be 
more than ordinarily responsive to patriotic 
suggestions, it would be tako greater interest 
in public affairs. The combined wisdom of 
6,000,000 of people is likely to be nearer the 
truth than the wisdom of a few preachers and 
prophets. Let us turn away from these anni- 
versary exercises infused with fresh pride for 


s overi 


stronger determination “to lend all our ener- 
gies for their common glory. 

General Horace Foster in proposing the 
toast, “‘American Patriotism,” made one 
of his characteristic speeches. The “New 
York Legislature’ was responded to by 
Assemblyman Sulzer, Congressman Amos 
Cummings responded for the “Congress” 
in the absence of W. Bourke Cockran. 
Ex-Senator Warner Miller spoke in favor 
of the Nicaragua cayal proj as a fur- 
ther development of the great Uiscovery of 
Columbus. 

Neither of the ex-presidents of the 
United States took any oratorjcal part in 
the proceedings, which, though pleasant 
enough, were somewhat tame and long 
protracted.

BOLD PENSION FRAUD 


hanged Against Samuel W. 
reen of Wells, Me. 


ASSUMED THE NAME OF HIS FATHER 


And Was Granted a Claim Allowing 
Him $12 a Month. 


Dover, N. H., Oct. 14—Samuel W. 
Green of Wells, Me., is in the rotary jail 
here, charged with one of the worst cases 
of pension fraud ever perpetrated. Samuel 
Green of Wells, Me., enlisted in company 
K, Fourteenth Maine regiment, Nov. 27, 
1861, being 40 years old, and was dis- 
charged March 27,1862, at Augusta, by rea- 
son of the loss of three toes on each foot, 
before he was enlisted. He never applied 
for a pension, and was run over and killed 
by cars at Damariscotta, Me., while drunk , 
nine years ago, 

Groen had a son, Samuel W., who filed 
a claim for a pension July 24, 1890, at 
Saco, under the name of Samuel Green, 
alleging that he enlisted Dec. 17, 1861, in 
company K, Fourteenth regiment, Maine 
volunteers, and was discharged by taking 
cold at Augusta, and that he had heart 
trouble, so that he had been disabled half 
the time since. 

The claim was granted, giving #12 a 
month trom the date of application. 

The pension department found that 
there was some discrepancy between 
Green’s statement and the record, and re- 
ferred it to Charles Fairbanks,special pen- 
sion examiner of New Hampshire, on Oct. 
# On that day Green came here and swore 
to his pension voucher before H. A. Red- 
field, but payment had been stopped. 

Fairbanks learned the facts, and went to 
Wells yesterday to get Green,who had got 
wind of the trouble because his money had 
not come, and was preparing to leave for 
Canada.

It appears that when young Green ap 
plied for the pension he used his father’s 
name; also that at the time young Green 
says he enlisted he was but 9 years old. 
He has a second wife and seven children 
at Wells. 


ENGINEER GOODWIN’S FAULT. 


Railroad Commissioners’ Opinion in Re- 
Ss ass = oe weeuegpe AJISBSTEr, 

Boston, Oct. 14.—Four weeks ago Sat 
urday evening @ passenger train was tele- 
scoped by an Erie freight onthe Fitch- 
burg railroad. Nine persons were killed 
and thirty injured. The railroad com- 
missioners have announced that in their 
judgment the immediate responsibility 
forthe collision rests upon Herbert P, 
Goodwin,the engineer of the freight train. 
The commissioners review the testimony 
submitted at the hearings and describe 
the accident and its fatal consequences 
in all its details, and say: 

Upon a full consideration of the facts, the 
immediate responsibility for the collision 
rests, in the judgment of the board, upon the 
engineer of the Erie freight train: and, so far 
as appears, is not justly shared by other train 
men of either of the trains involved, or by any 
other employe of the railroad company. 

The disaster was due tothe misconduct of 
the engineer in running a heavy freight train 
in reckless disregard and violation of rules 
which he knew he was bound to obey, and at 
an unwarrantable and dangerous rate of 
speed, under circumstances requiring unusual 
prudence and caution. There were ample 
signals for his guidance and warning. Even 
ifthere had been no signals from the rear of 
the passenger train, his conduct was inexcusa- 
ble, and the collision ought not to have oc- 
curred. 


A WEDDING INVITATION 


Conveys the News to a Brockton Man 
That He Has Been Divorced. 

BROCKTON, Mass., Oct. 14.—There is 
likely to be trouble over a wedding an- 
nounced to take place in New York, Oct. 
25,at 9 East Twelfth street. Invitation 
cards were received here announcing the 
proposed marriage of Mrs. Addie W. 
Beale, better known in this city as Mrs. 
John F. Beale, wife of John F. Beale, a 
contractor. It was not generally known 
that Mrs. Beale had been granteda di- 
vorce.

TWO SQUANTUM CASEs. 


Large Damages Against the City of 
Boston Obtained in One, 

Just before adjournment of the Superior 
civil court at Dedham Thursday, the second 
jury came in and returned a verdict in favor 
of the petitioners in the case of the Boston 
Asylum and Farm School for Indigent Boys 
vs. the City of Boston, an action brought 
on a petition for the assessment of damages 
for the taking by the city on Noy. 2, 1889, 
of certain rights of way, use ofa quarry 
and privilege to build a bridge from Squan- 
tum Neck to Thompson’s Island in Boston 
Harbor, as acquired by them, Noy. 16, 1832. 
by deed from (i. W. Beal of Quincy. The 
amount of damages as awarded by the jury 
is $48,229.65. 

Thursday afternoon there was opened 
for trial before the first jury the case of 
Mrs. L. R, Titus vs. the City of Boston. 
It is an action brought as a petition for the 
assessment of damages suffered by the 
petitioner through the taking by right of 
eminent domain on Nov. 3, 1889, by the 
respondent city of 220 acres of her land. 
The Jand was taken by the city of Boston 
for the extension of its sewerage im- 
provements in Boston Harbor, and the 
land taken consisted of Moon Island, 
Little Moon Island, a portion of the main- 
land at Squantum Neck and certain 
adjoining flats. The case is regarded as 
an important one because of the large 
amount involved. Today the jury, under 
charge of Deputy Sheriffs S. H. Capen of 
Canton, and G. H. Field of Quincy, will 
take an all-day view of the premises in 
dispute.—Boston Advertiser.

Flowers Transported in Ice. 

A decided novelty is on view at the 
Royal aquarium, Westminster, in con- 
nection with the exhibition of the Na- 
tional Chrysanthemum society. For the 
first time in history flowers from New 
Zealand have been imported in ice, and 
the experiment has proved a complete 
success. In the antipodes the culture of 
the chrysanthemum has awakened a 
good deal of interest. There April cor- 
responds with the English chryanthe- 
mum month of November, but until this 
year the growers here have had no means 
of accurately judging the methods of 
the plants reared in our Australasian 
colonies. It occurred to Mr. Earland, 
gardener to a gentleman living at Wel- 
lington, to take a few of his finest flow- 
ers to the Meat Refrigerating works. 
There they were placed in tin canisters 
filled with water and then frozen. 

The tins were opened at the Royal 
aquarium and found to contain each o 
solid block of transparent ice, in the 
middle of which, imbedded as it were in 
pure crystal, was a beautiful bloom, 
perfect in shape and color and compar- 
ing, as experts declared, with the finest 
varieties customarily exhibited in Eng- 
land. In recognition of the success of 
the enterprise, taken in conjunction with 
its merits, a silver gilt medal was award- 
ed, the feeling being that by way of en- 
couragement to the New Zealand grow- 
ers a special prize should be given.— 
London Telegraph. 


Russia's Danger. 

Should the ezar die the principal dan- 
ger will come, not from the nihilists, 
but from the quarter of the Grand Duke 
Vladimir, the czar’s brother and the hus- 
band of one of the most ambitious, in- 
triguing and unscrupulous of German 
princesses.

THE PEOPLE'S PARTY 


Set the Campaign Ball Rolling 
at Boston. 


FIGURES ON BAY STATE POLITICS, 


Blaine and Other Political Leaders 
Meet at Ophir Farm. 


Boston, Oct. 14.—The People’s party had 
its inning in Tremont Temple last night. 
Long before the opening hour arrived the 
seating capacity of the hall was tested to 
its utmost, and by 8 o'clock standing 
room was scarce. Red, white and blue 
were strewn in profusion about the Tem- 
ple. The galleries were taken up chiefly 
by ladies. The speakers were, without a 
single exception, well received. The ap- 
plause of the audience was ,veral. 

When Dr. McGlynn of Ac% York was 
introduced, a storm of enthusiasm greeted 
him which was kept up for fully two 
minutes. George F. Washburn of Bos- 
ton was chairman of the meeting. In his 
remarks he said that he felt gratified to 
see such an audience. He scored both the 
other parties, saying that while candi- 
dates of the Republican and Democratic 
parties were at home fighting their bat- 
tles at long range, the People’s candidate 
was out in the thick of the fight. He re- 
ferred to the reception General Weaver re- 
ceived at Pulaski, Tenn., saying: “Shame 
on the south.” Politicians know that 
this is the last battle between the two old 
parties, and many newspapers that are in- 
different now will be our supporters two 
years hence. 

The party’s candidate for governor of 
Massachusetts, Major Henry Winn of 
Malden, made an address, opening by say- 
Ing it is better to get acquainted with one 
fact than any amount of eloquence. The 
People’s party does not offer any induce- 
ments to mere politicians who feed from 
the table of success, but the honesty and 
interest of the people who make up the Peo 
ple’s party no man can question. He com- 
pared the two old parties, and spoke of 
the tariff, taxes and all the points at issue. 

William J. Shields, the People’s candi- 
date for lieutenant governor, gave a labor 
speech that was well received. 

George Kempton of Sharon, candidate 
for secretary of state, spoke mainly on the 
temperance question, giving an outline of 
the temperance plank in the People’s plat- 
form. 

The money question was discussed by 
Herbert McIntosh of Worcester, candi- 
dste for attorney general. He maintained 
that the stamp of the government makes 
the value of money; that if the stamp is 
defaced or removed the value immedi- 
ately vanishes and only a piece of silver or 
worthless piece of paper remains. 

Dr. MeGlynn’s address was mostly of a 
religious nature. He was the last to 
speak, and after he had finished a letter 
was read from Edward Bellamy, who was 
unable to be present. Dr. McGlynn said, 

- : 


stand here tonight tosay that I ac- 
cept the principles of the People’s party, 
and I intend to vote for the candidates of 
the People’s party.’”’ He eulogized the 
platform of the party, affirming that it 
was in the best sense areligious party. 
“Tam hereto say that manin his best 
moments loves and upholds justice. This 
comes very nearly being a sermon, but 
Tremont Temple is a good place for such 
a sermon, and that is agood enough 
speech for any political platform.” 

Cheers were given with a will at the 
close of the meeting. 


NOT A POLITICAL MEETING. 


Blaine and Other Prominent Republi- 
cans Dine Together at Ophir Farm. 
WHITE PLatys, N. Y., Oct. 14.—Mr. 

Blaine passed yesterday quietly at Ophir 

Farm, resting after his tripin Maine. He 

saw no callers during the day, and though 

a distinguished delegation came up from 

New York in the afternoon, he did not 

meet them until he came down stairs to 

dinner at 7 o'clock in the evening. The 
gentlemen whom Mr. Reid had invited to 

meet Mr. Blaine were General James S. 

Clarkson, Cornelius N. Bliss, Chairman 

Carter of the Republican national com- 

mittee and Secretary McComas. 

To a representative of the United Press 
Mr. Reid stated that the visit of Mr. 
Blaine,and the meeting with the directors 
of the Republican campaign had no sig- 
nificance whatever. it was a purely social 
affair, and not a gathering or the holding 
of an impootant conference as to the 
progress of the campaign. Mr. Reid also 
said that Mr. Blaine was not induced to 
come on in order to gave the managers of 
the campaign an opportunity to make a 
personal and united appeal to him to de- 
liver one or two campaign speeches. 

The absence of Mr. Harrison from the 
campaign, made necessary by the sickness 
of his wife, has, it is said,led the members 
of the national Republican committee to 
decide that some strong climax is needed 
to arouse enthusiasm in the ranks and call 
out a few votes on election day. Whether 
the arguments of General Clarkson, Jo- 
seph Manley of Maine,Cornelius Bliss and 
Mr. Reid, all of whom are strong personal 
friends of the ex-secretary of state, will 
induce him to run the risk attendant upon 
entering a political campaign in his pres- 
ent physical condition, is uncertain. The 
matter is evidently being seriously con- 
sidered, andthe visitof Blaine to Reid 
may have a marked effect upon the cam- 
paign. 

MASSACHUSETTS POLITICS. 


Republican and Democratic Views on the 
Present Situation. 

Boston, Oct. 14.—A Democratic politi- 
cian, whose relations with Governor Rus- 
sell are intimate, argues that if the total 
vote of last year is increased by 60,000, the 
governor has only to get 100 ineach thou- 
sand to retainhis 6000 plurality of last 
year. But the gentleman in question does 
not claim any such preponderance for the 
candidate of his choice. He is sufficiently 
modest as to place Russell’s plurality at 
3000 or 4000, and he thinks that Cleveland 
will be defeated by from 5000 to 9000. But, 
he says, it all depends upon registration. 
Russell went out of Boston last year with 
13,558 plurality. If this is increased to 15,- 
000, says this prophet, Russell will win by 
2000 or 3000; should he have but 13 ,000, he 
may be elected by 2000 over Haile; with 
only 11,000 in Boston the election is any- 
body’s, and with but 10,000, Haile is surely 

ed. m3 
es to congressmen, he says that O'Neil 
will be elected in the Ninth district, but 
as to the Tenth he has nothing to say be- 
cause of the very mixed condition in which 
it now stands. He thinks that the Demo- 


srats havea fair chance to win in the 
First, Fifth, Eighth and Eleventh districts. 
Mr, Stevens, in the Fifth, has the best 
prospect, and will probably be elected; 
the chances of Mr. Andrew, in the Eighth, 
come next, then Mr. Crosby in the First, 
ind last of all Mr. Williams in the 
Eleventh, where the contest will be very 
slose. He sees no signs of victory for Mr. 
Thayer in the Third district or Mr. Cool- 
idge in the Fourth. 

,, And now for the other side. A Repub- 
ucan whose name should entitle his 
opinion to more than averagejweight, says 
that Harrison will carry the state by 18,- 
000 plurality and Haile by 12,000. He says 
that 1000 of Russell’s majority of last year 
will be wiped out in New Bedford, where 
the feeling of dissatisfaction which then 
existed among the friends of Mr. Crapo 
has passed away. As to the contest in 
the§JTenth congressional district, he sees 
therein more than a mere quarrel between 
McEttrick and McNary. 

There are other interests involved, and 
there is likely to be more or less trading. 
The mayoralty fight also comes in,and the 
irrepressible conflict betwegn the silver 
stockings and the short hairs is likewise a 
factor in thecase. Sothat onthe whole, 
this congressional squabble may have 
quite an appreciable effect upon the state 
election. He thinks that Russell will go 
out of Boston with less than 15,000 votes, 
and he very much doubts if his excellency 
will hold his 13,000 of last year. 

His views relative to the congressional 
districts are very much like those of the 
Democrats given above. He probably con- 
cedes the election of Stevens, and thinks 
Andrew’s chances are good. Mr. Crosby, 
he says, has lost a little of his follow- 
of two years ago,and he has besides in Mr. 
Wright a dangerous antagonist. The fight 
between Williams and Draper he char- 
acterized as snug, with the chances in 
favor of the latter. 


Story Lacks Confirmation. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Secretary Tracy 
says that he knows nothing of the circu- 
lar reported to have been sent to the em- 
ployes of the Norfolk navy yard, request- 
ing them to contribute to help elect 
President Harrison and Mr. Bowden, the 
Republican candidate for congress from 
that district. Colonel Lamb of Norfolk, 
who is in the city, and whose name is 
mentioned in connection with the circular, 
said that he knew nothing of any attempt 
to levy assessments on the employes or to 
swell the campaign fund.

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 14.—The Marion 
county grand jury made its final report 
and returned indictments against Somerby 
and other officers of the late Order of the 
Iron Hall. They are indicted on a charge 
4f embezzlement. The indictments are 
joint and arein two counts. The first 
count eharges them with the embezzle- 
ment of $200,000 of the order’s funds which 
they converted to their own use. The sec- 
ond count charges them with converting 
Lanse, S Baden Pa aelpnia Neces: 
sary papers will be issued and the gov- 
ernor will be asked for requisition papers 
so that the indicted men may by brought 
in as soon as possible, and it may be that 
Judge Cox will order the arrest of Som 
erby by wire, asking that he be held until 
an officer can reach him with the neces- 
sary documents to return him to “head- 
quarters” in Indianapolis. As the amount 
alleged in the indictments to have been 
embezzled is a large one, it is probable 
that Judge Cox will require a heavy 
bond. 

The grand jury has not completed its 
work so farasthe officials of the Iron 
Hall are concerned, There are more ‘‘su- 
premers” who are implicated. Their cases 
will receive attention at the next session, 
and it will surprise no one to learn that 
some of the promoters of the Iron Hall 
are arrested for perjury. Some surprise 
is expressed that Supreme Accountant 
Walker is not on the list of indicted ones, 
It was claimed, however, that he was an 
underling and did not obey any orders 
that would put him within the clutches 
of the law. 

VIGILANCE REWARDED. 
One of the Anarchists Who Killed M. 
Very Captured in London. 


Lonpon, Oct. 14.—Francois,the anarchist 
charged with complicity in blowing up 
of Very’s wine shop in the Rue Magenta, 
Paris, last spring, was arrested here last 
evening. Three detectives made the cap- 
ture. Francois fought desperately and 
tried to draw aknife,but was overpowered 
before he could get it from his pocket. He 
was handcuffed and taken toScotland yard. 
He will be extradited on the charge of 
having murdered M. Very, who died from 
injuries received in the wrecking of his 
shop. 

The detectives are on the track of 
Mounier, Francois’ accomplice, and he 
probably wiii be caught within a week. 
The capture of Francois is the end of a 
long and persistent pursuit. 


A COLLIERY DISASTER. 


One Miner Killed and Six are En- 
tombed Beyond Hope of Recovery. 


SHAMOKIN, Pa., Oct. 14.—An explosion 
of gas, supposed to have been caused by 
the breaking of a miner’s lamp, happened 
at the Sterling colliery, a mileand a half 
from here, yesterday. One man was 
killed, four were injured, and eight were 
entombed. Two of the latter, Patrick 
McDevitt and Charles Belcavage, were 
rescued in a critical condition, but the 
others are believed to be doomed. 


Summary Vengeance. 

MontGomery, Ala., Oct. 14.—Four negro 
boys, arrested for the murder of Richard 
L. Johnson and his daughtsr, and the 
burning of their house, confessed their 
guilt. They said their purpose was to 
criminally assault the young lady and rob 
the old man. They were placed in jail, 
but anumber of citizens took them out 
and shot them to death.

PETER’S VISION. 


LESSON III, FOURTH QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, OCT. 16. 


Text of the Lesson, Acts x, 1-20—Mem- 
1-4—Golden Text, Acts 
x, 34—Com:mentary by the Rev. D. M. 


ory Verses, 


Stearns. 


A long lesson and brief space for com 
ments again compels me to omit the text 
and ask the student to read with Bible in 
hand. 

1, Other leaders of hundreds in the 
Roman army are mentioned in Math. viii, 
5-13; xvii, 54, and elsewhere in the Acts. 
Jesus said of the one mentioned in Math. 
viii that He had not seen such faith in 
Israel as in him. 

2. Note the goodness of this centurion, 
and yet we must conclude from chapter 
xi, 14, that withal he was not a saved man. 
lie was devout, feared God, gave alms and 
prayed always, but none of those however 
good can give salvation. Prove this from 
Rom. iv, 5; Eph. ii, 8, 9; I Cor. xiii, 1-8. He 
was, however, an earnest seeker, and did 
as well as he knew, and God gave him 
light. 

8. God gave dreams and visions to Abim- 
eleck, Pharaoh, Nebuchadnezzar and others 
who were Gentiles, but there was a spe- 
cial reason for this revelation to this Gen- 
tile, partly because he so honestly lived 
up tothe light he had. “If any man will 
do His will he shall know of the doctrine” 
(John vii, 17). 

4. He recognized in the angel a superior 
person, and with awe and reverence asked, 
“What is it, Lord?’”? He was immediately 
assured that God had heard his prayers 
and observed his devotion. If this was 
true of Cornelius, how much more of all 
who are saved by Jesus’ blood and ask 
things according t# His will. What con- 
fidence we should have (I John vy, 14, 15). 

5, 6. God knows where to put His hand 

upon a man whom He can use. He knows 
the town we live in and the house in which 
we dwell or sojourn. He recognizes also 
our 06 tion and the people whom we 
entertain in our house. He notices the lo- 
cation of our house. In fact, “All things 
are naked and opened to the eyes of Him 
with whom we have to do” (Heb. iv, 13). 
7. Observe his promptness. He delayed 
not to doas he was told, but calling two 
servants and a soldier he hastened to obey 
orders. The soldier also is called a devout 
man. The example of such a centurion 
would tell upon all about him and upon 
some with marked effect. 

8. They were men whom he could rely 
told them all that the angel had 
told him, and sent them to Joppa. He 
had perfect confidence in the angel, and 
cheerfully did as he was told. ‘Willing 
and obedient, will always obtain blessing” 
(Isa. i, 19). 

9. Cs a was probably not less than 
fifty miles north of Joppa, so thatif the 
servants left the same evening that Cor- 
nelius received the vision they would reach 
Joppa some time the nextday. Now notice 
how God prepares Peter for their coming. 
When they ate not far from Joppa Peter 
is led by the Spirit to go upon the house- 
tops for prayer. Cornelius was a praying 
man, Peter was a praying man; it is to 
such that G reveals Himself. 

10. Wh ting for food for his body 
God lays I iand upon him, he falls into 
atrance and sees Peavenly things and is 
taught a sreat lesson. ‘Man doth not live 
by bread only,” and Job could say, “Ihave 

a 1 ~ leit up, uUntrgIn) tue words 
of His mouth more than my necessary 
food” (Deut. viii, 8; Job xxiii, 12), 

11. This is one of seven verses in the 
Bible which speak of heaven opened. The 
others are Ezek. i, 1; Math. iii, 16; John i, 
51; Acts vii, 56; Rev. iv, 1; xix, 11. In 


| every case it is to reveal something con- 


cerning Christ or His church. 
12. The great variety of animals seen in 
this vision would include many which 


were toa Jew unclean. All Gentiles were 
considered unclean by the Jews, and the 
thought of a Gentile enjoying equal spirit- 
ual privileges with a Jew without being 
circumcised, ete., was simply too absurd 
to be entertained. 


13. A voice from heaven commands Peter | 


to rise, kill and eat; but Peter, though a 
Jew, is not so obedient as the Gentile cen- 
turion. The word of Mary to the serv- 
ants at the marriage in Cana (John ii, 5) is 
a very helpful one, ‘‘Whatsoevor He saith 
unto you, do it!’ 

14. Peter boasts of his obedience to the 
law in that he had never eaten anything 
unclean, It sounds strange to hear boast- 
ing of ceremonial cleanness from one who 
had denied his Master and forsaken Him, 
and on-more than one occasion allowed 
satan to speak and act through him. 

15, Jesus had taught His disciples that 
not what they ate would defile them, but 
that which cometh out of the mouth from 
the heart (Math. xv, 11). And even Peter 
should -have known that it is always safe 
todo as God tells us. He did learn his 
lesson, however, at this time before God 
got through with him, for in verse 28 he 
says, ‘God hath showed me that I should 
not call any one common or unclean.” 
Sdéme of us seem to learn very slowly. 

16. God is very patient with us and sets 
us the same lesson again and again till we 
learn it. God speaketh once, yea twice, 
yet man perceiveth it not (Job xxxiii, 14). If 
we were a hundredth part as patient with 
each other as God is with us, how much 
we might accomplish for Him! 

17. While Peter wondered as to the 
meaning of this vision the three men from 
Cornelius stood before the house—three 
Gentiles, unclean in Jewish eyes, but God 
is no respecter of persons (verse 34). How 
beautifully God makes events to coincide 
us as to accomplish His pleasure! 

18. While’ Peter was pondering the three 
men were asking for him by name. They 
had both of his names correctly, Had 
they simply asked for Simon, the owner of 
the house might have thought that they 
meant him; but the inquiry is very plain— 
it is for Simon Peter. God can make plain 
the man he wants. 

19. The Holy Spirit is ever ready to guide 
those who are willing to@e guided. With 
Father, Son and Spirit for us (Rom. viii, 
26, 31, 34), how can we fail to be led aright 
if we are only willing to be guided? Let 
our motto be, “Ready to do whatsoever 
my Lord the King shall appoint” (II Sam. 
xv, 15). 

20. Ti *e is no room for doubt when 
God calls or speaks, The Father sent Jesus, 
Jesus sends us (John xvii, 18). We must 
learn to see God in everything. Having 
committed our way unto Him, and being 
ready, willing and obedient, we can count 
upon Him to lead us in His way and make 
ft very plain.

MAKES A PLEA FOR THE IRISH VOTE 


Qn the Ground That Democrats Aid 
Their Former Oppressors. 


WHITE Piarns, N. Y., Oct. 15.—The 
magnetic man of Maine has thrown the 
weight of his utterances into tie cam- 
paign. Earnestly and with much of’ his 
old time vi@>r he has proclaimed the Re- 
publican cause, and advocated the election 
of the Harrison and Reid ticket. His 
speech was delivered under unique cir- 
cumstances. When informed at 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon that the residents of 
White Plains and the surrounding villages 
intended serenading him at Ophir Farm, 
the residence of Whitelaw Reid, last even- 
ing, the ex-secretary turned to his host 
and said, ‘‘Then I will speak to them.” 

At8o’clock buggies began to arrive at 
Ophir Farm from all directions. Then 
came carriages, family carryalls and om- 
nibuses, loaded with people. The palatial 
residence of Mr. Reid was soon surrounded 
by people. The men represented every 
walk of life, from the retired merchant to 
the farmer or town blacksmith. 

At 9 o’clock Mr. and Mrs. Reid and their 
guests appeared in the parlors, the shades 
were drawn up and the party were plainly 
seen through the plate glass windows. At 
this moment a brass band, followed by a 
torchlight procession, marched up the 
driveway from the south. It was the col- 
ored Republican club of White Plains. 
They were followed by the Port Chester 
Republican club, and also led by a band 
and carrying torches. The two bodies of 
men ranged up in line in front of the en- 
trance to the Reid mansion. The big fold- 
ing doors were then thrown open and Mr. 
Reid and guests appeared. They were 
loudly cheered. Mr. Blaine stood on the 
porch and spoke as follows: 

Blaine’s Speech. 

FelMw Citizens of New York—I should be 
churlish indeed if I did not make response to 
your call after you have come several miles to 
this beautiful home of Mr. Reid on a pleasant 
October evening. At the same time, Iam not 
making speeches in the canvass, for reasons 
which are well known to my friends, and 
which have no connection whatever with poli- 
tics. Generally, administrations, in a presi- 
dential election, are challenged on account of 
the condition of business of the country, and I 
admit that the Republican administration of 
President Harrison can triumphantly endure 
such atest. I doubt if, since the government 
of the United States was instituted, anybody, 
at any time, has seen what we call “good 
times” so general, taking in so many interests 
and spreading prosperity throughout the whole 
domain of trade. 

I might appeal to New Voek if the citw hac 

yer passed a season more satisfactory in 
financial results than for the past two years, 
in which the general effect on capital and la- 
bor has been more prosperous. The oppo- 
nents of the Republican party always repre- 
sent New Yorkasa commercial city, and not 
amanufacturing one, and yet the product of 
the manufacturers of this city alone is $70),- 
000,000. thing that would cripple that 
great interest would cripple the metropolis 
seriously and toa very naturalextent. More 
menin New York get their living from pur- 
suits 


Protected by the Tariff 
than from any other source. I know New 
York is the center of our commerce, the great 
entry portof our trade,but all the men engaged 
in commercial affairs in and about New York 
are smaller in numbers than the men engaged 
in manufactures. 

Norif yougo west, where the Democrats 
this year are making considerable effort and 
doing a vast amount of boasting, will you find 
it different. Take Ohio, take Michigan, take 
Indiana, take Illinois, and the products of 
manufactories are greater in pecuniary 
amount than the products of agriculture in 
these four great agricuitural states. So that 
Ithink when it happensto Democratic ora- 
tors, whoare onthe wing trying to arouse 
the hostility of these states against the pro- 
tective tariff, they will encounter a sentiment 
of which they have not dreamed. 

We learn fromthe Democratic party that 

these western states are in a desperate condi- 
tion. The amountof their farm mortgages 
roll up into the millions. You would suppose it 
fabulous that the amount of money they em- 
brace could ever have been so invested. 
This is notso among the farmers of New 
Tork. It is not so among the farmers of New 
Jersey. It isnotso among the farmers of 
Connecticut. It is notso among the farmers 
of Pennsylvania. It isnot so among the far- 
mers of any state near by, whose condition 
can be easily learned; but by singular fatality 
it is the western farms that have got all these 
farm mortgages burdening them and taking 
the life outof the people. I donot like to 
state that gentlemen have voluntarily misrep- 
resented the facts, but before accepting them 
as such you will do well and wisely to

Demand the Proof. 


The tariff, so Democratic papers say, is the 
origin of a  plutocratic government, when 
wealth shall rule and poor men shall not get 
their rights. I shall venture to challenge all 
statements of that kind, and I shall make the 
Democratic accusers the judges in the case. 
A careful examination of the list of wealthy 
meninthe country has been published, and 
has demonstrated the fact to be quite the re- 
verse, tosuch an extent indeed, that, in the 
city of New York, taking the first 150 great 
fortunes, not three, not two, not more than 
one would be considered as derived from 
manufacturing investments. 

I have a word to say about the Irish vote. I 
see it stated that the Democrats boast of hav- 
ing the mass of them in their ranks. This 
year it is one of the mysteries of politics that 
a question which interests England so su- 

remely, which is canvassed almost as much 

n London as itis in New York, should have 

the Irish vote on the side of Great Britain. If 
the Irish vote were solidly for protection they 
could defy all the machinations of the Demo- 
cratic party for free trade, and throw their in- 
fluence on the side of the home market of 
America against the side of the foreign mar- 
ket of England. 

I know this appeal has been frequently 
made to the Irish voters, but I make it with 
emphasis now, for I am unw illing to believe 
that, with light ahd knowledge before them, 
they will deliberately be on the side of their 
oppressors. Ithink I shall rely on my good 
friend Egan, the brilliant and successful 
minister to Chili, whom I feelespecially glad 
to meet at Mr. Reid’s table this evening. I 
think I must rely on him to intercede with 
his countrymen in two senses—not to aid the 
Democratic party in lowering the standard of 
the wages of American Labor by their po- 
tential votes and their potential numbers. 

Egan and Depew Speak. 

When the applause that followed Mr. 
Blaine’s speech had subsided there were 
calls for Patrick Egan, and the minister 
to Chili responded in a short speech. ir 


which he clainied that thé fepuptean 
party deserved all the credit for having 
called out the principles of humanity and 
civilization, and that the satisfactory set- 
tlement of the Chilian incident was due 
to the prompt and decisive action taken 
by Harrison’s administration. 

Chauncey M. Depew then spoke. He 
was in a humorous vein and paid West 


chester county many compliments that 
delighted his hearers. He said that Blaine 
is the one man ina hundred years that 
commanded the respect of all parties and 
all men. 

Mr. Reid was called for atthe close of 
Mr. Depew’s remarks. He simply thanked 
the country people fortheir courtesy to 
his guest.

HAS BEGUN 


On the General Complexion of the Next 
United States Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Democrats here 


claim that they will not only elect their] Hung Chang, 


president, but that they will have the con- 
trol of both houses of congress. The con- 
test in the house may well be regarded as 
uncertain, but it is very doubtful if the 
Democratic party can obtain the contro] 
of the United States senate for the con- 
gress which will begin March 4 next. In 
the present senate there are forty-seven 
Republicans, ¢hjgty-nine Democrats and 
two Farmers’ A gs nee senators. The two 
Alliance men generally vote with the Re- 
publicans. The Democrats to secure con- 
trol of the senate would have to overcome 
& wndjority of nine. A gain of five sena 
tors would give them a plurality and 
would make the senate @ tic, if both Alli- 
ance men should vote with the Republi 
cans. 

Of the twenty-nine senat whose 
terms expire next March, one Republican 
chairman and three Democrats—Daniel of 
Virginia, George of Mississippi and Gor- 
man of Maryland—have been re-elected. 
Three of the Democrats —Faulkuer of 
West Virginia, Gray of Delaware and 
Turpie of Indiana—are believed to be in 
danger. In Nevada there ts a contest be 
tween Stewart, who seeks re-election, and 
Bartine, now a member of the house. 

Soth are classed as Republicans, but 
Stewart worked with the Democrats in 
the force bill issue in the last congress and 
the silver fixht, and the Democrats claim 
that if he should be elected he will gener- 
ally act with them. Bartine is a Republi- 
can on all points except free coinage of 
silver. Itis believed by Republicans that 
the Democrats may not hope to gain more 
than two senators,which would give them 
forty-one, forty-five for the Republicans 
and two Farmer’s Alliance men. They do 
not think that the Democrats can obtain 
control of the senate in the next con- 
gress. Sothat even if Cleveland should 
be returned to power he would find in the 
senate a veto to many of his measures.

Gougar to Stump for Them. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—A telegram say- 
ing that Representative Morse of Massa- 
chusetts had given Private Secretary Hal- 
ford as his authority for the statement 
that the Democratic committee had paid 
Mrs. Gougar $1500 for her political serv- 
ices, was shown to Mr. Halford. He said 
that he had never made such an assertion, 
and he did not believe that Mr. Morse ever 
said he had. As a matter of fact, he 
knew so little of Mrs. Gougar’s record, 
that when asked recently if Mrs. Gougar 
had not supported Cleveland at the last 
election, he was compelled to refer the 
letter to the Indiana Republican commit- 
tee for an answer. 

No Evidence. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Mr. Wanamaker 
has received a reply from the civil service 
commission to his letter of inquiry in 
reference to the case of the postmaster at 
Withey, Mich., who was requested by the 
secretary of the Republican state com- 
mittee of Michigan tofurnish the names 
of patrons of his office, their politics, etc., 
with a view to sending them campaign 
literature.

in attendance. For the head of the gov- 
ernment to slap the face of an official in 
the presence of an inferior is the most 
deadly insult, and the man who is slapped 
loses caste forever, yet this is what Chang 
is doing daily. Almost everyone to whom 
he grants an audience is kicked and cuffed 
in front of the servants and retired in 
disgrace. 

Acco:ding to passengers on the Oceanic 
things came to aculminating point just 
before the steamer sailed. One of the 
generals of the Chinese army appeared 
before Li Hung Changto make the offi- 
cial report. The general, like his prede- 
cessors, Was Slapped in the face and was 
only prevented by the attendants from 
falling on the viceroy.

Berit, Oct. 15.—The post of military 
attache has been abolished as far as the 
Russian legation here and the German le- 
gation in St. Petersburg are concerned.

The Elusive Christie. 

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 15.—A special from 
Tahlequah, I. T., says that Ned Christie, 
the outlaw, who resisted the attack of the 
United States marshals for two days, has 
escaped. Failing to dislodge him from 
his stronghold, the attacking party set fire 
to his cabin, but Christie leaped through 
the flames and made his escape. 


Scrious Race War Threatened, 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 15.—A special 
from Monrocville, near where the four 
negroes were lynched,says that the wildest 
excitement prevails. Hundreds of white 
people are arming themseves and threaten 
to exterminate the negro people. The 
place is distant from a telegraph station 
and news comes slowly. 


Couldn't Get Bondsmen. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 15.—M. C. Davis, 
supreme cashier of the Order of the Iron 
Hall, has surrendered to the sheriff of 
Marion county. Judge Cox fixed his bond 
at $30,000, which Davis was unable to give. 
Davis traveled for hours, in custody of a 
deputy sheriff, trying to find bondsmen. 


The Shamokin Disaster. 

POTTSVILLE, Pa., Oct. 15.—As a result of 
the explosion of gas in the Philadelphia 
and Reading company’s Sterling Run col- 
liery, at Shamokin, five men are known to 
have lost their lives, while six others were 
so badly injured that their recovery is al- 
most Impossible. 


A Canadian Sugar Trust.

The Democratic party cannot point 
backward with pride, but its leaders are 
trying to make ignorant voters believe that 
a brilliant future can b2 built upon the 
party’s rotten political foundation. 

Mugwumps have taken possession uf the 
Democratic party and are furnishing the 
brains that control the mob which enters 
into its composition. Mugwump influence 
is generally thrown on the side of the rum- 
seller, and because of its respectability, 
makes the party a doubly dangerous foe. 
This kid-glove element handled the tur- 
buleut Democrats very well for awhile, 
but tough young aspirants are beginning 
to hanker for some of the plums, and as 
champagne aristocracy never was very 
palatable to a dyed-in-the-wool Democrat, 
there is trouble ahead. 


Lying as a Fine Art. 


There is a great diversity of opinion 
among Republicans, Democrats and Mug- 
wumps as to methods of reform. They 
are divided upon all the important 
questions under consideration, such as the 
tariff, free trade, free silver, civil service 
reform, and the spoils system. Civil service 
reform, is advocated by the people, but 
despised by the politicians and the seekers 
for office in either party which happens to 
bein power. I know of but two things 
to which the Democrats cling unitedly, 
and they are; free rum under a license 
system, and high taxes on liquors fora 
revenue. No party ever prospered that 
licensed sin to secure means to maintain 
the government. 


Neither can I, with any relish, 
support the candidate of a party whose 
leaders have so ruthlessly violated the 
promises made to pacify the temperance 


past, 
with the Third Party Prohibitioaists, and 
fully realize that the existence of such an 
organization is important to remind the 
Republicans that too much political chic- 


pushed this measure through the Legisla- 
ture as a party side-show,—a stroke of 
political policy,—little caring for the wel- 
fare of the people. It was a Republican 
effort to demoralize a Democratic governor, 
but, in my opinion, it has acted like the 
heavily charged old-fashioned musket, 
with which more harm was done at the 
breech than by the ammunition discharged 
at the muzzle. All through life I myself 
have been careful, when digging a hole for 
mv annnnente to fall into, to prepare it in 
such @ manner as not io get caught my- 
self. 

The Governor made some excellent points 
in his veto,but when he intimates that such 
a law cannot be enforced, what he supposes 
to be logic becomes arrant nonsense. He 
might, of course, have said with propriety 
that his own party, collectively, would not 
enforce any law that tended to restrict the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, because the 
Democratic organization could not exist 
were it not for the support received from 
rumsellers. If the last Legislature had 
ouried the so-called ‘‘ Drunk’? law and the 
Butler bill sin the same grave there would 
have been very few respectable mourners 
at the funeral. 

Where Lawand Order are Unknown. 

Governor Russell is an exemplary citizen, 
an angel compared with the rank and file 
of the Democratic party,—but he cannot 
control the horse-thieves, rum sellers, ballot- 
box stuffers, prize-fighters and caucus- 
packers of his party; m2n down whose 
spinal column a chill creeps whenever 
mention is made of Pinkerton’s detectives 
or any other agency that tends to ferret out 


rascality. Look at Boston’s record of 
Democratic primary meetings, where, ia 


many instances, scores of policemen are re- 
quired to stop free fights, which are consid- 
ered legitimate sport by the political vaga- 
bonds from the old country, who demoralize 
every form of honest politics. 

Josiah Quincy said that the questions I 
once asked at a Tariff Reform Club banquet 
were not germane, but he cannot say the 
policemen are not germane in the presere- 
ing of order in Boston Democratic cau- 
cusses. If this state of things continues 
the Governor will be compelled to order 
out the militia on caucus nights to keep his 
party in the political traces. 

I desire success only for the party that is 
striving to promote the principles of pure, 
unselfish government.

NEW TIMETABLE. 


A New Theatre Train—A Long Gap in the 
Morning Trains. 

The winter arrangements on the Old 
Colony Railroad will go into effect on 
Monday. The most noticeable change is 
that Norfolk Downs will now have fall ser- 
vice, fifteen trains each way. 

There are several changes in the Quincy 
inward trains. The marketmen’s train is 
dropped. The 6.11 will go a :ninute earlier, 
and the early fellows must shorten their 
naps. The 7.36, 9.15 and 9.58 are each a 
little earlier. The 1.20 and 1.40 P.M. will 
leave at 1.17 and 1.29. The 2.49 at 2.52, 
and a new accommodation train at 3.03. 
The trains between 6 and 7. P. M. will be 
run at 6.13, 6.21 and 6.53, the latter being 
an express and a very good theatre train. 

There is only one change in the outward 
week-day trains, but it is a serious one. 
The 8.35 a. a. is dropped and the 9.40 put 
five minutes later, so that there will be no 
train between 8 and 9.45. The 830 or 
9 o'clock express should stop. 

There are similar changes at the Quincy 
Adams, Wollaston and Atlantic stations. 
West Quincy and East Milton will continue 
with the same number of trains with few 
slight changes.

SOLDIER, AUTHOR AND LAWYER, 


The Varied Career of y Chicago Candl- 
date for Congress. 

William Vocke, recently nominated 
for Soasress tye Chicago Republicans 
of the Fourth Ilinois district, has fie 
creditably both in peace and ee 
was bornin Minden, Westphalia, in 1839, 

- and received a 
g00d elementary 
education there. 
He came to 
America in 1856 
and worked first 
in New York and 
in New England 
at whatever em- 
ployment he 
could get. He 
reached Chicago 
in 1857, and met 
with many hard 
knocks in those 
early days. In 1858 or 1859 he becamea 
carrier for The Staats Zeitung, then pub- 
lished by Captain George Schneider, and 
studied law at the same time under Pro- 
fessor, afterward Judge Booth. Subse- 
quently he became collector for Ogden, 
Fleetwood & Co., but soon gave up that 
position to go the front for his adopted 
country. On the 16th of April, 1861, he 
enlisted in the Lincoln infantry for nine- 
ty days. As soon as that period of serv- 
ice was completed he enlisted with the 
Twenty-fourth Illinois. He served with 
that regiment during the war and was 
mustered out as captain. While attend- 
ing to his military duties he managed to 
furnish the war correspondence for The 
Staats Zeitung, and when peace was re- 
stored he became city editor of that 
paper. In 1866 he was appointed clerk 
of the county court and served till 1869, 
when he entered on the practice of law. 
He has been an eminently successful 
practitioner. Captain Vocke served one 
term on the board of education when 
Mr. Heath was mayor. He is a great 
student and is master of many languages.

The oldest voter in San Francisco is 
John Shirley, of 1611 Clay street, who 
was born in Ross, County Tyrone, Ire- 
land, June 24, 1799. There was a sensa- 
tion in the registrar's office when he 
walked in the 
other day to reg- 
ister, and the first 
supposition was 
that he was com- 
paratively a new 
voter. But it was 
soon proved that 
the old gentle- 
man came to the 
United States in 
1831; that he de- 
clared his inten- 
tions in 1838, and 
took out his pa- 
pers of citizen- 
ship at Philadelphia 1n 1840, just in time 
to vote for General Harrison for the 
presidency. John Shirley was noted on 
the books as being ninety-three years of 
age, a native of Ireland, as measuring 
5 feet 21g inches, and as having bluish- 
gray eyes. 

The announcement set all the report- 
ers to hunting, and at last accounts no 
other voter of so great an age had been 
found, but a Colonel Stevenson has voted 
longer, for though born in 1800 he is a 
native American and got ten years the 
start of Mr. Shirley. The latter reached 
California in 1860, and has at present 
ten children, sixty-one grandchildren 
and thirty-eight great-grandchildren, It 
is no harm to add that he is an ardent 
Republican and in good health, has 
smoked freely of good tobacco for sev- 
enty years and hopes to live out his cen- 
tury.

The Women World’s Fair Visitors. 

Under the direction of the board of 
lady managers, especially of Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, the president, has been organ- 
ized the Women’s Dormitory associa- 
tion, the object of whichis to furnish 
cheap and comfortable living quarters 
during the exposition to women visitors, 
particularly those of the industrial class 
and of limited means. Fourhuge hotels 
or dormitories will be erected. The site 
for one of them has been donated by 
George M. Pullman. It is asquare only 
two blocks and a half from the northern 
entrance tothe exposition grounds, This 
dormitory will be 450 by 150 feet, built 
in eight sections, so that there shall be 
no inside rooms, and will have a capac- 
ity of 1,200 persons daily. The rooms 
will be varied in size, and plainly but 
neatly furnished. It is estimated that 
130,000 women visitors will be accom- 
modated during the fair. The associa- 
tion is selling $150,000 of stock, in shares 
of $10 each, to enable it to carry out the 
project. Each share entitles the holder 
to its face value in room and lodging at 
the rate of thirty cents a day, and most 
of the stock is already taken. 

Claims to Mines. 

Claims to the ownership of mines dis- 
covered in the province of Santiago de 
Cuba have been filed with the govern- 
ment during the period between Jan- 
uary, 1880, when the first ones were reg- 
istered and Aug. 31 last, divided as fol- 
lows: Lron, 1,017; manganese, 861; cop- 
per, 216; mercury, 4; gold, 9; coal, 29; 
garnet, 18; silver, 8; lead, 5; petroleum, 
6, and animal guano, 14. The superfi- 
cial area covered by these mines is 
equal to 574,620 hectares, or 1,436,550 
acres, only one-tenth part of which bas 
been made available and is being 
worked.

CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 


A New York Broker Under Arrest for 
Defrauding the Government. 

New York, Oct. 15.—Francis C. Hewitt, 
a weigher and custom broker, was ar- 
rested by Deputy United States Marshal 
Holmes. “Hewitt was indicted by the 
United States grand jury on the charge of 
offering and paying money to Edward W. 
Simmonds, a deputy collector of customs, 
to make false returns as to the weight of 
cargoes of sugar imported by H. Trow- 
bridge & Sons, George R. McDougall and 
L. & P. Armstrong. He was brotght be- 
fore United States Commissioner Shields 
and released on $10,000 bail. There are 
about fifty counts in the indictment. 

The amount out of which the United 
Btates is alleged to be defrauded through 
the operations of Hewitt and Simonds is 
believed to have been considerable. An 
approximate estimate places the number 
of underweighed pounds well up in the 
millions. It was learned that the method 
which was alleged to have been employed 
by Hewitt was the payment of $ to 
Simmonds for every 1000 pounds which 
the latter underweighed. 

As the duty on sugar at that time was 2 
cents a pound, the importers would save 
by these operations $18 on every 1000 
pounds underweighed, while the govern- 
ment would lose $20. If the underweigh- 
ing reached 1,000,000 pounds, which in the 
opinion of the United States government 
isa smallestimate, the government was 
defrauded out of $20,000.

The Government Strengthened 
in the Borden Case. 


HE HINTS AT NEW DEVELOPMENTS

And Declines to Say That McHenry 
Has Not Treated Him Square.

FALL Rrver,, Mass., Oct. 15.—City Mar- 
shal Hilliard was at home yesterday after 
spending most of the week in the vicinity 
of Boston, Providence and New Bedford 
on busin ess connected with the Lizzie A. 
Borden case. He was asked if he cared to 
make any statement concerning De- 
tective McHenry’s alleged statements as 
reported in the Boston Globe. 

Ho said he was not prepared to make a 


formal statement, as he had _ not 
had an  opport unity yet to read 
over the matter published. He prom- 


ised that he would soon make a state- 
ment which he thought would clear 
up many things about which the public 
were now in doubt. Detective McHenry is 
not now in the employ of the city. He was 
employed by the city marshal through the 
authority given by Mayor Coughlan. He 
looked up and reported several minor mat- 
ters in a very creditable way. 

“What about Mr. McHenry’s intimate 
friendship for you as alleged in the story?” 
was asked. 

“Well,” he said, smilingly, ‘‘McHenry 
has done my work well; Iam not going to 
say he has not 

Treated Me Square. 
There are a great many 'things about this 
case which the public does not know, of 
which I hadn’t the slightest suspicion | 
when the hearing was closed.” | 

“Has the government case been strength- 
ened or weakened by the disclosures re- 
vealed during your absence from the 
city?” 

“Well, the case has certainly been 
strengtened, but in what particular I can- 
not tell you now.” 

Continuing, Marshal Hilliard said he 
regretted very much that any imputa- 
tions on 


Lizzie Borden's Character 
had been made while the prisoner wus un- 
der the protection of the government. 

“Certainly,” said he, “‘this kind of thing | 
was never warranted by anything I or my | 
officers have said, that I know of. It is 
not the purpose of the government, as far 
as I know, to harm this woman. any more 
than any other prisoner. I repeat now, as 
I have said before, there was evidence 
enough adduced at the hearing to warrant 
Miss Borden’s detention, whatever the re- 
sult of a fair and impartial trial may be, 
later on.” 

From all that could be gathered from 
the city marshal’s manner, there is every 
reason to believe that the government has 
some important evidence which has not 
yet even been hinted at by the newspapers. 


THE MILEAGE QUESTION. 


It Will Be Brought Before the Supreme 
Court for Settlement. 


Boston, Oct. 15.—Attorney General Pills- 
bury, on complaint of the railroad com- 
missioners, is now preparing to carry to 
the supreme court the case against the 
Boston and Albany Railroad company for 
failing tocomply with the mileage law. | 
He has consulted with the counsel of the | 
railroad corporation, and has been in- 
formed that the company had no intention 
of complying with the law. Attorney Gen- 
eral Pillsbury has his case well under way 
and action will be taken before many days. 

The complaints, since the railroad com- 
missioners notified the different corpora- 
tionsin the state that they were doing 
wrong, have all been against the Boston 
and Albany Railroad company. It is said 
that it was the desire of the different rail- 
road officers to have that road test the 
law, and it is also said that the commer- 
cial travelers centered their complaints on 
this road. 

Three commercial travelers walked into 
the railroad commissioners’ office Thurs- 
day, and made a formal complaint against 
the Boston and Albany company. Their 
complaint was that mileage books had 
been purchased from the New York and 
New England company, and had been of- 
fered for passage on the Boston and Al- 
bany. The conductor informed the men 
that the tickets could not be accepted as 
fare on the road. The gentlemen insisted 
that the books were issued in compliance 
with the law, and, according to the 
statute, were good on any road in Massa- 
chusetts. They were refused, however,and 
a Boston and Albany ticket demanded. 
This they refused to give, and as the con- 
ductor had not been authorized to put the 
men from the train, they rode until their 
destination was reached. 


A BRUTAL 
The Outcome of a Domestic Quarrel Be- 
tween James Johnstone and His Wife. 


MILFORD, Mass., Oct. 15.—John John- 
stone was arrested by Deputy Sheriff Pow- 
ers for brutally assaulting his wife. John- 
stone, when he went home to dinner yes- 
terday, had some words with his wife. 
Soon after loud cries for help were heard 
by the neighbors, who, when they at- 
tempted to enter the house, found the 
doors locked. The doors were forced open, 
S. Mathewson entered and was attacked 
by Johnstone and badly beaten. 

When Officer Powers arrived he found 
Mrs. Johnstone unable to speak and cov- 
ered with blood. Cut and bruises were all 
over her body. Johnstone had cut her, 
smashed a chair over her head and kicked 
her into insensibility. 

Her condition is very serious. There is 
no hope of her recovery. Johnstone told 
the officers that his wife was drunk most 
of the time, and did not care for her child 
as she should. The neighbors say the 
Johnstones were constantly quarrelling.

Five Men and Several Horses Crushed to 
Death in Connecticut. 


NEW Lonpon, Conn., Oct. 15.—A‘ Boston 
express freight collided witha Brattleboro 
freight bound south just south of the flag 
station at Harrison’s Landing on the New 
London Northern railroad. The engines 
came together head-on and a frightful 
wreck was the result. The first car of the 
south-bound train contained four race 
horses bound for the races at Groton.

MAINE’S DAIRY INTERESTS 


Greatly Enhanced by the Superiority of 
Her Condensed Milk Product. 


AUGUSTA, Me., Oct. 15.—The condensed 
milk industry is gaining a big foothold in 
Maine, and the indications are that it will 
largely revolutionize the dairy interests 
of Maine. It is ascertained on a chemica 
examination of condensed milk made in 
Maine that it contains silicia and lime, 
consequent to being produced on granite 
soil, that lends it great keeping quality. 
Factories condensing milk in other states 
have had to contend with fermentation, so 
that in their estimates they calculate on 
10 per cent. as what is known as “swell 
beads,” or fermented cans. Out of 100 
days’ product of one factory in Maine, not 
a swell bead can has appeared. Exposed to 
the air ip an open vessel for10 days it re- 
mained perfectly sweet as when manufac- 
tured. There is no tuberculosis among 
the cattle of Maine, it having been eradi- 
cated by the vigorous effort of the Maine | 
cattle commissioners,

Honored by Memorial Services 
in Many Churches. 


IMPOSING PROCESSION AT PROVIDENCE, 


A Preacher at New Haven. However, 
Differs from Others. 


Boston, Oct. 17.—The pulpits of Boston 
and vicinity resounded yesterday with the 
tributes of the church to Columbus, who 
opened a new world to the missionary zeal 
of christianity. The voice of the Jew was 
joined with that of the Gentile in the 
chorus of praise to the discoverer of a new 
world, in which the seed of religious tol- 
eration was early planted, and in which it 
took firm root and grew into a mighty 
tree, beneath which the oppressed of all 
lands and creeds found sheiter. 

Catholics and Protestants alike ob- 
served the day in a deeply impressive man- 
ner. Te Deums were sung by thousands 
of voices; throngs filled the sacred edifices; 
in nearly all of them sermons were 
preached on the topic suggested by the 
400th anniversary of the discovery of a 
hemisphere, 3 

Archbishop Williams had issued a cir- 
cular to the clergy of the archdiocese of 
Boston requesting that the day be ob- 
served appropriately in all the churches. 
This request met with a general response. 
The solemn high mass at the Cathedral 
and special musical features in 
churches made the services notable. 

In the Protestant churches there was al- 
most as general an observance of the day, 
and the leading clergymen of the various 
denominations paid eloquent and thought- 
ful tributes to Columbus, and discoursed 
on the vast. changes wrought in the his- 
tory of mankind by his great achievement. 

Reports from different parts of New 
England show that the day was generally 
observed in churches of all denominations, 

Parade of Children at Providence. 

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 17.—Columbus week 
was inaugurated here yesterday with im- 
posing ceremonies at the cathedral of SS. 
Peter and Paul. Goyernor Brown and 
staff and other state dignitariesand prom- 
inent gentlemen from many walks of life 
were present. The street procession was 
an imposing one. The children, from 9 to 
17 years of age, were each given a small 
silken flag, and many wore tri-colored 
badges. The beautful banners of the 
different Sunday schools were carried at 
the head of the different divisions. There 
were no bands of music as originally pro- 
posed, but the scene was an extraordinary 
one for the usually dull and sleepy Sun- 
day town.

New Haven Preacher Characterizes Co- 
lumbus as an All-Round Scoundrel, 

NEW HAVEN, Oct. 17.—Rev. L. J. Lee 
Mitchell, a young preacher and Harvard 
graduate who was recently ordained as 
pastor of the Grand Avonuo 
tional church, has been startling his 
parishioners by delivering sensational 
sermons relative to Columbus. Yesterday 
he preached a stinging discourse from the 
head, §‘Columbus, the Scoundrel.” He 
said: 

“Christopher Columbus is not our hero, 
thank God! We have not got him to ac- 
count for. Columbus was a great man, 
there is no doubt of that, as Jay Gould is 
great, but not to be mentioned in the 
same breath with Oliver Cromwell, 
George Washington and Abraham Lin- 
coln. If gold hunters are heroes, then 
was Columbus a hero; if robbers are 
Christians, then was Columbus a saint; if 
slave making is chivalry, then was 
Columbus a knight-errant of the first 
water. 

“The darkest chapter of history is the 
Spanish conquest of Mexico. To this Co- 
lumbus not only opened the way, but set 
the example. He put the first cheats on 
the gentle and unsuspecting natives; he 
loaded the first slave ship; he plundered 
the first jewels. 

“But he did discover the New World. It 
is true he didn’t mean to doit; it is true 
didn’t know he had done it, but he dared 
the western voyage and stumbled on 
America. I protest agrinst his being held 
up asa hero to our American children. 
Hero he is not, and he is not responsible 
for a single blessing the world has today.” 


TO KEEP BOSTONIANS COOL. 


Congresa 


If They Buoy a Share of Stock a Big Syn- 
dicate Will Do the Rest. 

30STON, Oct. 17.—A plan is on foot to 
make one vast refrigerator, literally 
speaking, of that part of Boston bounded 
by the Charles river, Arlington street, 
Boylston street and West Chester park. 
The plan in detail is this: To establish a 
refrigerating plant, from which pipes 
filled with a continual flow of refrigerat- 
ing fluid will be laid throughout the sec- 
tion mentioned. ‘These pipes will connect 
with acoilin the house of everyone who 
desires to use it, and it will be arranged 
so that the temperature can be raised or 
lowered as desired. 

It is proposed to furnish hotels, club 
rooms and private residences with this 
fluid, and it is estimated that its use will 
save annually 20,000 tons of ice, which the 
overheated residents of that portion of the 
city buy each summer. 

The service will cost no more than the 
ice would cost and has the advantage of 
making a room cool and dry, whereas ice 
makes it cool and damp. This fluid will 
lower the temperature many more degrees 
than ice will and can be used in food 
chests, wine cellars and sleeping and liv- 
ing rooms. ; 

The probable éonsumers are estimated 
at about 16,000, and in order to make it 
something in which everyone in that sec- 
tion of the city will be interested, cir- 
culars have been sent out asking each 
resident to subscribe to at least one share 
of the stock of the company, which will be 
£100 per share.

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A MATRIMONIAL DEAL 


Turns Out to Be Unsatisface 
tory to Both Parties, 


HUSBAND ACCUSED OF EMBEZZLEMENT 


But He Claims That His Wife Agreed 
to Give Him $100,000. 


NEw York, Oct. 17.—Charles A. White, 
representative of the London Illustrated 
News, was arrested in this city charged 
with the embezzlement of $5000. The charge 
is preferred by his wife, formerly Mrs. 
Nagle, who resides in Cheyenne, Wyo. 
White was taken to the Jefferson Market 
court and remanded. 

White, in the first instance, was also 
charged by his wife with having kid- 
napped her 16-year old son, George H. Na- 
gle, with ulteriordesigns on his fortune. 
Telegraphic dispatches were sent that the 
lad was being secreted at the St. James 
Hotel in this city, but when officers called 
at the St. James they learned that White 
had left for Rock Island, Ills., and that 
the boy had been sent to his mother. 

Charges and Counter Charges, 

This was about a month ago and noth- 
ing was heard in the matter until Satur- 
day, when the sheriff of Cheyenne ar- 
rived with requisition papers and a war- 
rant under which White was arrested on 
the embezzlement charge. 

White, it appears, met Mrs. Nagle, a 
wealthy widow, about a year ago, while 
both were visiting Hot Springs. ‘The ac- 
quaintance soon culminated in marriage, 
and White, as Mrs. Nagle alleges, ob- 
tained from her shortly afterward, by 
threat and duress, $15,000 in cash and a 
promissory note for $75,000. In addition 
he embezzled from her £40,000 worth of 
stocks and bonds, and immediately upon 
disposing of these fled. 

White, on the other hand, alleges that 
his matrimonial consent was purchased 
for $100,000, of which but $15,000 was paid 
in cash; the balance was to be paid as soon 
as the widow could convert her securities. 
It was for the purpose of securing this 
balance, White says, that Mrs. Nagle 
gave him her note for $75,000 and ample 
collateral security. 

A HOT-HEADED OFFICIAL 
Caps the Climax of an Unenviable Record 
by Committing Murder. 

POTTSVILLE, Pa., Oct. 17.—Martin, alias 
“Reddy” Zeigler, a ward oflicer and ex- 
deputy sheriff of Schuylkill county, shot 
William Kepley, aged 36, at midnight, 
killing him instantly. Kepley and his 
wife and brother-in-law were on their way 
home, and when in the neighborhood of 
Zeizler’s house, met a party of intoxicated 
young men, who insulted them, where- 
upuu a yuurrelensned. Zeigler, hearing 
the disturbance, ran out with his revolver, 
threatening to shoot someoneif they did 
not move on. Kepley, it is said, made 
some remarks, when Zeigler shot him, the 
ball entering the mouth and coming out 
at the base of the brain, causing death 
inafew minutes. Zeigler gava himself 
up tothe police and was committed to 
jail. Zeigler is known hereabouts for his 
hasty temper and brutality, having amost 
unsavory record as an officer of the law. 

Story of Asiatic Cholera. 

New York, Oct 17.—A special to The 
Morning Herald from Himrods, says: An 
epidemic, which physicians say resembles 
Asiatic cholera, has broken out at Second 
Milo, a small settlement in this town. 
Five deaths and one convalescent are the 
result of the disease thus far, and several 
new cases have developed within the last 
day or two. One victim, an old lady, was 
found to be alive twenty-four hours after 
death was supposed to have taken place. 


Russell Talked Politics. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Governor Russell 
of Massachusetts and his staff arrived in 
this city yesterday, en route to Chicago, 
where they will take part in the dedica- 
tory ceremonies. The party took carriages 
and then left for Chicago. Governor Rus- 
sell stated to a reporter that he felt confi- 
dent of his re-election next month, also 
that itis quite probable that Mr. Cleve 
land will carry the state. 


Winged the Mail Agent. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Oct.17.—As a Big Four 
passenger and mail train was pulling out 
of Clark's Hill, an attempt was made to 
rob the mail car. Mail Agent Hanley at- 
tempted to prevent the man from enter- 
ing the car, but the robber shot him 
through the left arm, inflicting an ugly 
wound.

MR. WILSON’S LETTER. 


The Fi st Church Learns Officially of the 
Resignation of the Pastor. 

Rev. Daniel M. Wilson's letter of resigna- 
tion was read at the Sunday morning service 
of the First Church. Rey. Dr. C. D. Brad- 
ley of Boston occupied the pulpit and be- 
fore commencing his sermon read Mr. 
Wilson's letter, which he said would bring 
sadness, yet it should bea source of pride 
to the First Church that its pastor had 
been called to assume charge of all the 
cburches in New England. 

Mr. Wilson’s letter was brief and referred 
to the pleasant relations that had existed 
between him and the parish during his 
thirteen years as their pastor and closed by 
requesting that he be released December 1. 

At the close of the service the members 
of the parish were requested to remain, 
when it was decided to call a parish meet- 
ing immediately to take action upon the 
resignation. 


Settlement at Boston. 


Boston granite manufacturers and the 
Boston branch of the Granite Cutters’ 
Union met at the Crawford House Saturday 
night and settled their differences. Just 
what the terms of agreement were could 
not be ascertained, but the lockout, which 
was declared May 14 is now off, and the 
cutters will return to work for members 
of the New England Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association at once.—Herald. 


System! of Parks. 

The metropolitan park commissioners, 
the Hyde Park commissioners and other 
gentlemen made a tour of inspection of the 
Muddy pond woods in Hyde Park and West 
Roxbury Thursday, commencing in the 
vicinity of the Arnold arboretum. 

The muddy pond woods, a wild pictu- 
resque tract of land, lie south of the arbo- 
retum. The improvement of the tract is 
contemplated in connection with a park 
and roadway through Hyde Park to the 
Neponset river, and thence through Milton 
and Quincy. 


Wollaston Exercised. 


The new time table on the Old Colony, 
which went into effect today, has created 
a decided stir in Wollaston, as all of the 
outward and inward accommodation trains 
will stop at Norfolk Downs, This stop- 
ping of fifteen outward trains at a station 
having only a dozen houses and but slight 
prospects of any more this year is consid- 
ered a great inconvenience by all patrons of 
the road living at Wollaston, Quincy and 
other stations south. 


An Exhibition of Stamps. 

Stamp collectors will do well to visit 
this city to see the exhibition of postage 
stamps, which is open at the Palais de 
VIndustrie in Champs Elysees. The 
first postmark on a stamp is dated Jan. 
10, 1840, the first Belgian, 1847, and the 
first French January, 1849. One of the 
pearls of the exhibition from an ama- 
teur’s standpoint is the North American 
collection. It comprises the secession 
stamps with the thirteen stars, the 
stamps struck previous to the civil war 
and since, and those issued in 1869 and 
1875 in which there are the heads of 
Washington, Franklin and Lincoln 
finely executed, a spread eagle, a Ken- 
tucky horse, a steamer, the landing of 
Columbus, the reading by the fathers 
of the republic of the Declaration of 
Independence, and the whole series of 
twenty-four stamps of from one to ten 
cents. 

This series is more classical than the 
others. America on the dome of the 
Capitol leads off. She has round her 
Justive; Ceres, with an armful of Indian 
corn; Clio, for the United States have 
made and are making history; Minerva, 
for Franklinesque wisdom is honored 
in the States; Vesta, America being a 
country where nearly every one seeks 
happiness in marriage, and Hebe, who 
symbolizes the fine time enjoyed by 
American young girls. The “boss” 
stamp is one worth sixty dollars and 
figures Minnehaha. 

There are 182 different kinds of French 
stamps, including those of the mother 
country and the colonies. Of the former 
there are only eleven series. The most 
rare is the vermilion one franc series of 
1849, which is worth 260 francs. Na- 
poleon III had it reprinted for an album 
of the prince imperial, but it did not go 
through the postoffice. There are 6,000 
varieties in the exhibition.—Paris Letter,

Observance Begun in the Quincy 
Churches Yesterday. 


SPECIAL SERMON AND MUSIC. 


Addresses by Citizens and an Illustrated 
Lecture by Rev. W. S, Key. 


Dark, murky clouds, and frequent 
showers ushered in Columbus week, but 
this did not have any effect on the at- 
tendance at the churches. 

St. John’s Church. 

At St. John’s Catholic church, the high 
altar was effectively draped with white 
satin and gold fringe trimming. Large 
and bandsome white marble vases held 
potted plants and cut flowers, while numer- 
ous candles shed a soft glow on this pretty 
scene, 

Solemn high mass was celebrated at 
10.30, with Rev. F. A. Friguglictti as cele- 
brant, Rev. Fr. Camillus of Boston, as 
deacon, Rev. E. P. Butler as sub-deacon, 
and Mr. William T. Deasy as master of 
ceremonies. The regular choir, under the 
direction of Miss Margaret A. Garrity, 
rendered Gounod’s Mass in a highly com- 
mendable manner.

I believe that the different labor unions 
that have been organized in this country 
have been a benefit to the workingmen 
and to the country at large. Now is there 
@ man in this hall who thinks that a raise 
of a half a dollar in his pay would be 
detrimental to him? And yet one man 
has made remarks to that effect. ‘* Here 
Mr. Fay asked, ‘‘ If wages are low is it not 
true that provisions will be correspondingly 
low?” Mr. Cahill replied: ‘‘ The price 
of food does not rise and fall with wages. 
If crops are scare, provisions will be dear, 
no matter whether wages are high or low. 
I think itis afixed, plain fact, proved by 
the experience and knowledge of every | 
workipgman that labor unions are a benefit 
to workingmen and the country at large.” 

Mr. Thomas Carroll said, ‘‘I knew four- 
teen tin-plate mills in Wales, and I worked 
in them too, andI knew what wages the} 
men received. Since the tariff law passed 
those fourteen mills baveshut down.

YOUNG GARZA CAPTURED. 


Taken Into Custody by Captain Shely, 
trother of the Murdered Sheriff. 

GALVESTON, Oct. 17.—Encarnacion Gar- 
za, younger brother of the Mexican revo- 
lutionist, Catarino Garza, arrived here by 
steamer yesterday from Key West, in cus- 
tody of Captain Joseph Shely, the noted 
ranger, by whom he was arrested on 
Wednesday last. He was taken to San 
Antonio last night, where he will be tried 
for violation of the neutrality laws. 

Captain Shely has been on thetrail of 
Garza since his brother, Sheriff Shely, 
was shot by a band of revolutionists some 
weeks ago. He reached Key West Oct.10, 
and found agrand celebration of the an- 
niversary of the declaration of Cuban inde- 
pendence in full blast, and Encarnacion 
Garza in gay uniform and nodding 
plames, marching at the head of a proces- 
sion of over 1500 cuban eympahizers. Re- 
maining quiet until the fe®ivities were 
over, Captain Shely affected Garza’s ar- 
rest next morning and left by steamer 
with him for this place. 

Garza had been in Key West since 
March 10 last. He was actively at work 
organizing a band to invade Cuba. He 
lived in the house of Pedro Lopez, one of 
the largest and wealthiest cigar manufac- 
turers. Garza’s chief concern upon being 
arrested was that he might be turned over 
to the Mexican authorities, which would 
mean speedy death, but upon being as- 
sured that he would be accorded a fair 
trial in an American court, he accompan- 
ied Captain Shely without further objec- 


tion. Hestated that his brother, Cata- 
rino, is not now on’ American soil. 
Garza Was in Maine.

“The deal means that the Standard Oil 
magnates, who have been gradually ab- 
sorbing the interests of the territory 
around the head of Lake Superior, are 
now ready to show their hands; that they 
have secured control and are now ready 
to assume it. From the first, Rockefeller 
and his business associates have been 
heavily interested in the American Steel 
Barge’ company, and have held large 
biocks of its stock. Of late they have in- 
creased their holdings of stock in the 
Minnesota Iron company, and the Iron 
Range Railway company, and now have a 
controlling interest in both these corpora- 
tions which are practically one. The con- 
trol of the Minnesota Iron company car- 
ries with it also the control of the 
Minnesota Steamship company and the 
Illinois Steel company of Chicago. 

Fifty Millions and No Water. 

“Superior is directly interested in the 
deal for the reason that in the consolida- 
tion are to be included also the West 
Superior Iron and Steel company, and the 
Land River and Improvement company, 
which projected and developed Superior.

Council had not excused kim, 


Communication from Treasurer, 


Treasurer Adams answered the questions 

propounded to him as fo'lows: 
Quincy, Oct. 17, 1892. 
James Thompson, Esq., President of the 
City Council, 
DEAR SIR: 

I herewith present to you my avuswers to 
the questions addressed to me and written 
in the question book by Councilman H. M. 
Federhen, of Ward Two, of said city on 
Oct. 11th. 

1. Has any money been paid from the 
city treasury during the present financial 
year (except state and county taxes) without 
the bills and claims for the same having 
been certified by the Auditor, as required by 
city ordinance No, 5, section 3? 

2. Ifso, to what amounts, for what pur- 
poses, and by what authority? 

Answers to both questions: 

The interest on the city debt must be 
paid as soon as it becomes due, otherwise 
the notes of the city wonld go to protest. 


Asarulethe Treasurer cannut get the 
interest claims certified to by the Auditor 


in time to prevent the notes of the city go- 
ing to protest. I have therefore adopted 
the practice of paying the said interest 
without the same being certified to by the 
Auditor, whenever it became necessary to 
do soin order to save the credit of the 
city. 

On the 17th of May, 1892, I paid to Alvin 
Rogers the sum of $21.00, the claim thereto 
not having been certified Lo by the Auditor. 
This interest had accured on the purchase 
price, which the city agreed to pay said 
Rogers for his land on Quincy avenue after 
the expiration of the time limit agreed to 
by the parties to the agreement for the pur- 
chase of tlie said land. Mr. Rogers re- 
quested the payment of said interest and 
notified the officials of the city that unless 
| the same .was paid within one day after 
| date of his final demand he should refuse 
| to convey said land to the city. The City 
Solicitor having rendered an opinion, that 
if the city purchased the Jand it could be 
compelled to pay said interest, and that the 
Mayor could order the payment of said in- 
terest without any further action being 
necessary on the part of the Council, the 
Auditor was so notifled and requested to 
attach his certitieate to the claims, but 
failed todoso. Acting on the advice of 
the Mayor and City Solicitor I paid said 
claims within the time fixed by Mr. Rogers. 
After the claims had been paid it was cer- 
tified to by the Auditor. 

At the time of the taking possession by 
the city of Quincy of the property of the 
Quincy Water company there was no act 
of the Council creating a special appropria- 


tion to which the expense connected with 
the carrying ou of the water plant could be 
changed. It was necessary that the City 
should continue to be supplied with water, 
both for fire, domestic and other purposes. 
To do this would be incurring an expense 
and for the purpose of meeting that expense 
until the Council by some act provided the 
means therefore, shortly after the City came 
ip possession of the water plant, his Honor 
the Mayor called a conference of the fol- 
lowing city officials, viz:,City Solicitor, City 
Auditor, Chairman of the Board of Water 
Commissioners, Surerintendent of Water 
Works and City Treasurer. At the mect- 
ing the Mayor and all the above officials 
decided that the running expenses connec- 
ted with the water supply should be paid 
from the income received from the water 
takers until the Council provided other 
means. That the treasurer should receive 
the money and open a special account and 
the sa'd expense was to be taken from 
that account, the Auditor approving of 
said plans and agreeing to certifiy to all 
the bills approved by the Water Board. 
All bills forwarded to me by the Water 
Commissioners and approved by them and 
which were incured in connection with the 
maintaining of said water supply have 
been paid by me with the knowledge and 
cousent and oral approval of the Auditor 
but his written certificate has not been 
attached thereto although he has from 
time to time assured me that he would do 
so. To have refused to pay these claims 
as aforesaid in the absence of any legislation 
on the part of the Council would have re- 
sulted in the city being deprived of its fire 
protection and its water supply. 

I append hereto a detailed statement of 
the money received by me and the money 
expended in connection with the water 
plant of the City since Juue 1, 1892, and 
the purpose for which the same was 
expended, 

Questions Nos. 3, 4, 5 and 6 are answered 
in my foregoing answer and the detailed 
statement of the water account bereto 
answered.

CTOBER 21 will

Now that the official programme for 
the uniform popular celebration of Co- 
lumbus Day has been published, the 
question of the participation by this 
community in the national exercises be- 
comes a live issue.

To Settle to the Legality 
of Certain Ballots in Pennsylvania. 

PirTsBURG, Oct. 20.—The Baker ballot 
law, a modification of the Australian sys- | 
tem, will be tested in the supreme court. | 
A bill was filed yesterday in that court by | 
J. B. Jackson and others, against the | 
county of Allegheny and the board of 
commissioners, asking that an injunction | 
be issued restraining all persons from ad- 
vertising, procuring or distributing any of 
the ballots of the description indicated, 
and from furnishing any ballots except 
those required by law. 

The plaintiffs believe that the law does 
not require that all the names shall be on 
one sheet of paper, and they have filed 
with their petition sample ballots which 
they claim su ially conform with the 
law—one for sidential electors, one for 
county officersand one for the judiciary. 
The claim is made that the one-ticket sys- 
tem is not only illegal,but very expensive. 
The court made no order, but, after con- 
sultation, will announce what action will 
be taken. Much surprise was caused at 
the court house and at political hea- 
quarters by the filing of the bill.

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Gotham’s Health Authorities Now Have BLAINE’S OPINION 
to Contend with Another Disease. 


New YorE, Oct. 24.—Captain Durkee of 
the Nova Scotian bark H. B. Cann, from 
Iloilo, reports that Thomas Russell and 
John Nugent died of beri-beri. Both were 
buried at sea. On arrival at Hampton 
Roads the mate and seven men were sent 
to the hospital. 

The disease causing much alarm 
among the health authorities at quaran- 
tine. When the ship arrived at Norfolk 
Va., the first mate and seven men, who 
were stricken with beri-beri, were put 
ashore and sent to the hospital. 

The disease is unknown here. The au- 
thorities are at a loss howto handle it 
should other ships follow with the disease 
on board. The Cann makes the third ves 
sel which has reached this port in the past 
four weeks from which death froin this 
disease has resulted. The disease resembles 
the yellow fever somewhat but it is more 
fatal. 

The Cann will be detained at quarantine 
and thoroughly disinfected, while stringent 
measures will be adopted to cope with the 
disease from other vessels arriving from 
the fever-stricken Japanese ports.

IRISH VOTERS RECEIVE A WARNING 


To Ignore Professions of Friendship 
from Both Great Parties. 


promised utterance on the presidential 
election of 1892 appears in the November 
number of The North American Review, 
which is published today. 

thirteen pages in The Review. 

Mr. Blaine notes the lack of excitement 
attending the political electious, contrast- 
ing it with the turmoil of interest that char 
acterized the campaign of the elder Har- 
rison. This change in the public interest 
in such contests, he suggests, may be ac 
counted for by the growth in population, 
and the consequent absorption in vast 
commercial and financial operations, and 
{t may possibly indicate a subsidence, in 
the future, of extreme partisanship. 

Mr, Blaine gives special attention to the 
letters of the presidential candidates. Of 
President Harrison’s letter he says, among 
other things, that “perhaps none of his 
predecessors have made so exhaustive, 
and none a more clear presentation of the 
questions involved.” Mr. Cleveland’s 
letter is subjected to searching criticism. 
Mr. Blaine finds that in greater measure 
than Mr. Harrison’s it departs from the 
platform of his party; in fact, that ‘Mr. 
Cleveland has made the platform upon 
which he is now before the people,” and 
that “Mr. Cleveland’s departures from 
the positions of his party’s platform on 
the question of free trade confirms the 
impression which has been general, that 
a large proportion of the Democratic 
party believe in protection in some form.” 

Mr. Blaine makes caustic comment up- 
on Mr. Cleveland’s utterances on the cur- 
rency and state banks. He upholds the 
tepublican policy of

to the veterans of the war. On this point 
he says: “The amount we contribute 
toward pensions is larger than the amount 
paid by any of the European nations for 
a standing army. Surely the binding up 
of the wounds of a past war is more mer- 
ciful and honorable work than preparing 
the country for a new one.” 

The most remarkable thing in the presi- 
dential canvass of 1892 Mr. Blaine regards 
as “‘the manner in which in some sections 
of the country all other issues have been 
put out of sight, and the force bill alone 
brought into prominence. He compli- 
seonts Mr. Dana of the New York Sun, 
the author of this pouc,, v.. a ~ se 
ability in reaching this end, , The repre- 
sentations made as to the purpose and the 
effect of the force bill, however, he de- 
elacos to be inconsistent with the spirit of 
President Harrison’s letter. 

Mr. Blaine is full and explicit in his 
treatment of the subject of reciprocity, 
claiming that a material increase has been 
caused in United States trade by recipro- 
cal treaties with the islands and countries 
of America, and particularly by the treat- 
ies made with European countries. Mr. 
Blaine quotes interesting figures in rela- 7 
tion to the increase of trade with the 
Leeward and Windward islands and Cuba, 
and he predicts in relation to Cuba that 
“we shall conquer by commerce far better 
than by force of armies, and cordially es- 
tablish such mutual interests bet ween 
Cuba and this country that commercially 
the two countries will be one.” 

Mr. Blaine, dealing with the claim of 
the Democratic party to be 

The Jeffersonian Party, 

says: “It would surprise Jefferson, if he 
could once more appear in the flesh, to 
hear that he is indorser of all the princi- 
ples and measures advocated by the Dem- 
ocratic party today. It is perhaps not 
worth while to enter into any elaborate 
argument on the subject, but the Dem- 
ocracy owes no little of its success 
to the persistence with which its 
adherents have made their disciples 
believe this pretension, through all 
the mutations of their party. It was 
equally true, it must be supposed, when 
Mr. Buchanan,a confirmed Federalist, was 
the president-elect of the Democracy, 
though itis well known that the object of 
Mr. Jefferson’s most intense dislike was 
the Federal party. 

“In vain it is pointed out that the posi 
tion of Jefferson on any subject was di- 
rectly the reverse of the Democratic posi- 
tion; he is duly quoted at the next 
convention, and anew oath of allegiance 
is taken to his principles. In 1801, after a 
severe contest, Jefferson came to the pres- 
idency a3 the founder and head of the Re- 
publican party. The prefix Democratic 
was sometimes, though seldom used. The 
tenacity with which Jefferson held to the 
protective principle was only proportioned 
to the necessities of the country. His 
action in 1807, when he declined to recom- 
mend the repeal or alteration of the rev- 
enue law, after a surplus of $14,000,000 hal 
accumulated, puts him in the sharpest 
contrast to Mr. Cleveland, who, in his 
term of office, treated the surplus accu 
mulated as the sum of all villainies.”’ 

In Conclusion, 

Mr. Blaine calls attention to the essential 
agreement of the two parties on the great 
majority of issues. “It is interesting and 
suggestive,” he says, ‘‘to look over the 
platform of the two parties and see how 
much alike they are in several vital meas 
ures after the real and divisive issues have 
been stated. If parties would aim to dis 
eover and define those subjects on which 
there is a vital difference of opinion and 
would confine discussion to those issues, it 
would not only simplify the matter and 
be a welcome relief to the candidates, but 
would also greatly help in arriving at the 
truth, which is the ultimate object of 
popular discussion and popular election.

whose sole aim seems to be to make either the 
Republican or the Democratic party, as the 
case may be, believe that they have the power 
to movethe Irish vote inthe desired direc- 
tion, according to their ideas and affiliations. 

W e have the Irish-American Democratic 
unions and the anti-British leagues and un- 
attached Irish National League branches and 
committees without any special cognomens or 
title, and then the individual with whose 
names we need not waste space, all scram- 
bling for self, but all at the same time aver- 
ring that they are the Codlins and Shorts as 
far as each party is concerned. The “Irish 
vote,” cries one at Republican headquarters, 

“is safe. There was never a larger rally of 
Irishmen beneath the Republican standard.” 

Irishmen since time of Wolf Tone,” pro- 
claims the time-server at Democratic head- 
quarters, “have been wifh the Democrats, and 
never so much as now.” Bothannounce their 
absolute power to trot up the Irishmen to the 
polling booths. 

It is time that this sort of thing should come 

to an end. We hear very little from either 
tepublicans or Democrats about Ireland and 
Irishmen, except during these political cam- 
paigns, when the candidates usually profess 
undying love for Ireland and her cause and 
have their friends make up their platitudes, 
intended first, last and all the time for politi- 
cal effect.

you need not bother about me; as you must 
pardon for saying I never even heard of 
yon till The Tribune gave me the information, 
and I have neither desire nor reason to think 
ill of you except what is due to The Tribune's 
denunciation of you. If you convict Mr. Reid 
and The Tribune of falsehood in making them 
I will accept your justification with pleasure, 
but I must continue to think you were rather 
tardy in so grave and so serious a matter. 

And then do abandon the false pretense that 
my objection to you was because you are an 
Irishman. You see that pretense is childish 
as wellas false, for 1 am a good deal of an 
Irishman myself, as well as a councillor— 
though I regret to say without pay—of the 
Hibernian society of this city, while some of 
the best friends of my life have been Irish- 
men. My objection to you was solely be- 
cause Mr. Reid and the Tribune said you were 
not an honest man, and I don’t like a dishon- 
est man, no matter where heis born. If that 
accusation is not true then I have no objec- 
tion whatever to you. 

Whatever you may say now, you must con- 
fess you had justified people in forming a very 
unfavorable judgment of you. You remained 
silent so far asl have ever heard, for nine 
long years, under Mr. Reid’s statement in The 
Tribune, that you were a “sham patriot,” and 
that you could give no satisfactory explana- 
tion of what you had done with $120,000 which 
had bein entrusted to your care for the Irish 
cause. And then,so far asI know, you re- 
mained silent twelve long months under the 
additional attacks upon you in The Tribune, 
saying that you were sure to be recalled, and 
that “anew American representative at the 
Chilian capital was urgently needed;” and far 
worse, that you had once fled “to avoid arrest 
and trial on a very serious criminal charge.” 

Now allthe Irishmen I know and esteem, 
andthere are very many of them, if so at- 
tacked, would call Mr. Reid and The Tribune 
to prompt and stern account, requiring them 
either to prove their charges or to retract 
them, but you, alas, did neither.

The Beginning of the End. 

In the course of yesterday Mrs. Harri- 
son passed through twoof the nervous 
spells which have so seriously affected her 
in the later course of the disease. At8 
o’clock in the morning, while the family 
were at breakfast, they were hastily sum- 
moned to the sick room, the patient hav- 


ing given evidences of a return of the 
nervous disorder. Dr. Gardner’ had 
warned the family thata recurrence of 


these spells would probably prove fatal, 
owing to her enfeebled condition. So they 
responded to the summons under the im- 
pression that the end was athand. But 
the marvellous vitality shown by the suf- 
ferer all through her sickness again as- 
serted itself, and she again rallied from 
the attack. 

About 9:30 o’clock another relapse oc- 
curred and again there wasa hasty gather- 
ing in the chamber, but once again she re- 
covered and emerged from the dark valley 
into which it seemed that she had gone 
down for final rest. 

President Harrison and Mrs. McKee di- 
vided with Miss Davis, the Brooklyn nurse, 
and Josephine, Mrs. Harrison’s own maid, 
the active duties of the sick room, being 
relieved occasionally by members of the 
family. But the president did not long 
remain away from the bedside, and when 
she opened her eyes in the brief intervals 
of waking he was 

The First One She Saw. 

About 6 o'clock last evening Pri- 
vate Secretary Halford said that Dr. Gard- 
ner had stated had stated that Mrs. Har- 
rison might live until 8 o’clock 

Shortly afterward advices were received 
by wire at the White House that a story 
had originated in the west that Mrs. 
Harrison was dead. It gradually worked 
its way east, and ina short time several 
telegrams of condolence were received. 
Mr. Montgomery, in charge of the tele- 
graph department, immediately answered 
the messages to the effect that there was 
no truth inthe story and its circulation 
was premature. 


At 7 o’clock a message was received 
from John M. Scott, Mrs. Harrison’s 


brother, stating that he would leave Port 
Townsend, Wash., at once. The family 
had been endeavoring to reaeh Mr. Scott, 
who was Mrs. Harrison’s only brother, 
since Saturday, but had been upable to lo 
cate him until yesterday. He had been 
absent from home on business. It will be 
impossible for him to reach here before 
Friday or Suturday. 

The president passed the entire day at 
the bedside of his wife. He did not enter 
the office portion of the building. In the 
morning, during the two hours when it 
seemed that death was imminent, he 
stood over the bedside, holding the hand 
ofhis stricken partner, and breath by 
breath thev fought back the invader to- 
gether, and won a few more hours of 
earthly companionship. The result of the 
long strain upon the president is a matter 
of serious concern to his friends, but it is 
believed that he will be able to endure it 
to the end with the same confidence and 
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frust that has made him such a consoler 
to others in hours of their deepest dig. 
tress, ; 

A few minutes before 8 o'clock pr 
Gardner made his fifth visit of the day to 
the White House, as that had been the 
probable hour fixed by him when a change 
would occur. In the meanwhile jt Was 
learned that, for the third time in the 
course of the day, Mrs. Harrison overcame 
what it seemed must be 

Fatal Nervous Attacks. 
Most of the family were at the supper ta- 
ble, and were summoned thence to the 
sick room. The patient, however, soon 
tallied, and entered upon the sleep that 
follows these incidents of the progress of 
the case. Marvelous is the only word that 
fitly characterizes the vitality which Mrs. 
Harrison displayed in these repeated at- 
tacks. 
At Midnight 

Mrs. Harrison was slowly sinking, the 
changein the previous hour’ anda half 
having been greater than at any time. 
The president had then been with her an 
unbroken stretch of seven and a half 
hours. 

While all the members of the family 
were surrounding the bedside the patient 
was in a semi-conscious and motionless 
position, and these were indications that 
an immediate dissolution was at hand. At 
1 o'clock tue doctor madea hasty examina- 
tion and found that the respiration was 
gradually decreasing,and there were other 
signs that the patient was in the throes of 
death. He made an almost inaudible com- 
munication to the bereaved ones, using 
these words: “I don’t think she will last 
half an hour.” 

The end came forty minutes latter 

At the bedside were the president, the 
patient's son and daughter, Russell Har. 
rison and Mrs. McKee, Mrs. Russell Har- 
rison, Mr. McKee, Mrs. Newcomer, Mrs. 
Lieutenant Parker, Mrs. Dimmick, Mr 
Halford and the nurses. Rey. Mr. Scott,

wWhubl Changes are wroughtina half 
century! In that time the boy may he 


born, grow into manhood and become the 
President of the United States. The high- 
est stationto which it is possible for a 
woman to attain in politico-social life in 
this country is that of wife of the chief 
executive of the nation. But twenty- 
three women have enjoyed this proud dis- 


tion. The last of these was Mrs. Ben- 
jamin Harrison, who has just passed 
away. 


In 1833 a daughter was born to Rev. and 
Mrs. John Witherspoon Scott. Mr. Scott 
was at the time a professor in the Oxford 
(O.) female college. The little stranger 
was christened Carrie Scott. 

Dr. Scott belonged to an old 
vania famity, his birth occurring in 
Bucks county, that state, in the first 
year of the century. When he was a 
youth in Philadelphia, he met a young 
Woman named Mary Neal. The young 
people became much attached to 
other, but circumstances intervene 
separate them. The young la 
was it Yaule ---hian in Philodelnhia.. About 
the tinae she was entering the most Inter- 
esting age of maiden life he removed to 
Washington, Pa., taking his family with 
him, to found eod managea bank in the 
interest of eastern capitalists. 

About the same time Mr. Scott, having 
completed his educational and theological 
studies, came to Washington, Penn., as 
an instructor in the old Washington col- 
lege before it was united with its rival, 
Jefferson. The old acquaintance was re- 
newed, and soon after Mary Neal, the 
bank cashier’s daughter, became the wife 
of John W. Scott, the professor. Some forty 
miles in a northwesterly direction from 
Cincinnati isthe rural town of Oxford. 
As early as 1826 it was made the seat of 
Miami university, founded under the pat 
ronage of the state. These important 
educational iaterests subsequently led to 
the establishment of the Oxford Female 
college and the Western Female semin- 
ary. Ofthe former Rev. John W. Scott 
had become president. 

There was a student at Oxford at this 
time of the name of Benjamin Harrison. 
He had passed from Farmer’s college into 
the Miami university and graduated at 
the age of 18 years. The young stu- 
dent, in the midst of his pursnit of learn- 
ing, found himself overtaken by love. ‘Phe 
daughter of the worthy man of erudition 
was the object of his affection. John 
Scott Harrison, the father of the student, 
was too warm hearted and liberal to lay 
by much of earth’s stores, or even to take 
aselfish care of what he received by in- 
heritance. The patrimonial estate had 
diminished in acres and the family ex- 
chequer in cash under his management, 
which left Benjamin 

To Make His Own Way, 
with a good education as his capital and 
the world as his field for investment. It 
was atrying situation into which to be 
driven by implacable fate, to sever thy? 
tender ties which held him at Oxford for 
the unemotional experience of a student 
at law in the firm of Bellamy Stover and 
Abram Gwynn of Cincinnati. The very 
name had a mustiness about it which 
savored of much law and learning.

MONEY FOR ELECTIONS. 


How the New Law to Prevent Corrupt 


Practices Applies. 


It was rumored on the street this morn- 
ing that a certain member of the Republi- 
ean Ward and City committee had laid 
himself liable for soliciting funds from of- 
fice holders. Few, perhaps, know the con- 
tents of the new law passed by the, Legisla- 
ture of 1892, entitled, ‘* An Act to Prevent 
Corrupt Practices in Elections, a:.d to Pi 
vide for Publicity of Election Expenses. 

The section applicable to the above ru- 
mor is Section 11, which reads as follows: 


SECTION 11. No political committee, 
and no person acting under the’ authority 
or in behalf of a political committee, shall 
demand, solicit, ask or invite a payment of 
money or promise of payment of money to 
be used in an election, from a person who 
has been nominated by a caucus, conven- 
tion or nomination paper, as candidate for 
public office in such election; and no per- 

| son so nominated shall make’ any such pay- 
ment in an election in which he is a candi- 
date for public office, to a political commit- 
tee or to any person acting under the 
authority orin the behalf of a political 
| committee, if such committee or any such 

| person has demanded, solicited, asked or 
invited from him any such payment or 
promise of payment.

FOR THAT °URPOSE Two POETS 
HAVE WRITTEN RINGING POEMS, 


The Effort of Oliver Wendell Holmes in 
Behalf of Old Ironsides Duplicated by 


Conan Deyle in Defending Nelson’s 
Flagship from Destruction. 


It is worthy of notice that two poets 
now living have saved the countries to 
which they belong from lasting disgrace, 
In each instance their indignant: verse 
prevented the destruction of a ship that 
had been the scene of heroic deeds and 
glorious victory. It is more than half g 
century since Oliver Wendell Holmes 
wrote: 

Aye, tear her tattered ensign down! 
Long has it waved on high, 

And many an eye has danced to see 
That banner in the sky; 

Beneath it rung the battle shout, 
And burst the cannon’s roar— 

The meteor of the ocean air 
Shall sweep the clouds no more! 


Her deck, once red with heroes’ blood, 
Where knelt the vanquished foe, 
When winds were hurrying o'er the flood 
And waves were white below, 
No more shall feel the victors’ tread 
Or know the conquered knee— 
The harpies of the shore shall pluck 
The eagle of the sea. 


OLD IRONSIDES. 


Oh, better that her shattered hulk 
Should sink beneath the wave! 

Her thunders shook the mighty deep, 
And there should be her grave; 
Nail to the mast her holy flag, 

Set every threadbare sail, 

And give her to the God of storms, 
The lightnins g and the gale! 

It was this poem that preserved Old 
Ironsides—one of the noblest crafts that 
ever carried valiant sailors and with- 
stood iron hail in theservice of the Unit- 
ed States of America. Had it not been 
for Holmes’ splendid invective she would 
today be nothing save a memory. 

A similar experience has recently agi- 

tated the patriotic people of England, 
and the result has been practically iden.

nothing unusual. Only three years be- 
fore England sold Nelson's pet trophy of 
the battle of the Nile—the magnificent 
Canopus—taken from the French and 
named by Nelson himself. Even the 
Victory was nearly sold to the ship 
breaker in 1830, when the admiralty of 
the day actually proposed to have Nel 
son’s Trafalgar flagship destroyed. It 
was only Hardy’s urgent remonstrances, 
backed by letters in the papers, that 
saved the Victory for England, or she, 
too, would have shared the fate of the 
fighting Temeraire and the Bellerophon. 
The Foudreyant’s threatened fate, how- 
ever, was harder than the fate of these. 
She, the only existing ship, except the 
Victory, in which Nelson fought, was to 
be broken up in a foreign land by Ger- 
man firewood traders. 


THE FOUDROYANT. 


The firm that bought her for £1,000 
offered, after the popular remonstrance 
had taken form, to sell the vessel to Eng- 
land for five times the sum they had 
paid out. Then Conan Doyle, the famous 
novelist, wrote this poem: 

Who says the nation's purse is lean, 

Who fears for claim or bond or debt, 
When all the glories that have been 

Are scheduled as a cash asset? 

If times are black and trade is slack, 

If coal and cotton fail at last, 

We've something left to barter yet— 
Our glorious past. 


There’s many a lot in which lies hid 
The dust of statesman or of king; 
There's Shakespeare's home to raise a bid, 
And Milton’s house its price would bring. 
What for the sword that Cromwell drew? 
What for the prince’s coat of mail? 
What for our Saxon Alfred’s tomb?

And stone and marble may besold, 
Which serve no present daily need. 
There's Edward's Windsor, labeled old, 
And Wolsey’s palace, guaranteed,

Uot Water for the Pubfic. 

The ‘‘hot water fountains” which the 
municipal council of Paris determined 
last year to establish are in operation 
on the Boulevard St. Germain, on the 
south side of the Seine. The fountain 
is an elegant circular column provided 
with a button, which, being pressed, 
after placing asou in the slot, causes 
about eight quarts of water to be al- 
most instantaneously heated by gas to 
65 degs. Reaumur, and passed through 
a tap into the recipient’s pail or can. 
When this operation is completed an 
inner weight rises and the gas is auto- 
matically turned off.

A WIFE'S CONFESSION, 


Mrs. Hill Plotted to Imprison 
Her Husband. 


HE WAS CHARGED WITH POISONING. 


Another Man Appears to Have Been 


Mixed Up in the Case. 


Boston, Oct. 26.—Says Tke Globe: Liv- 
fing L. Hill, who was arrested in Saco Me., 


last April, charged with forgery and at- 
tempting to poison his wife, arrived in 


Boston Mongay. He was seen yesterday 


by a reporter, and stated some of the cir- 
cumstances of the case. Mrs. Hill has 
made a statement or confession in which 
she fully exonerates her husband, and re- 
veals what 

against him. 
24 she said: 

* * * Tatealarge quantity of medicines, 
andinmy judgment that is what cause my 
illness at the time it was said my husband at- 
tempted to poison me, and that the cause of 
said sickness was not anwham or other thing 
I ate which my husband gaye me. 

History of the Case. 

Mr. Hill conducted a provision store 

and restaurant in Boston, and his wife 
and three children resided in Saco. Mr. 
Hill frequently visited his wife, and sent 
provisions and money from Boston. 
_ On Friday, April 22, he received a letter 
in Boston, saying that his wife was very 
sick and that he must come home at once. 
On Sunday, April 24, Mr. Hill reached 
Saco and was arrested. The hearing was 
set for the following week, but Mrs. Hill 
Was too ill to appear. Her statement was 
taken, however. 

At this time no arsenic had been found 
to prove the charge that a poisoned ham 
had been sent to Mrs. Hill by her hus- 
band some days before. The hearing was 
then set for May 13, and on May 3 arsenic 
was found inthe wine of Mrs. Hill. Mrs. 
Hill came to Boston in November, 1891, 
without sending her husband any word of 
her intended visit. She returned to Saco, 
according to her statement, consulted 
three lawyers, two of whom offered her 
no such advice as she was seeking,and the 
third took her case, In January, 1892, di- 
vorce proceedings were commenced by 
Mrs. Hill, but were dropped soon after. 

In part, the statement, or confession, of 
Mrs. Hill is this: 

The Confession. 

I was led to do the terrible deed, and did all 
in my power to have Hillin prison, thinking 
then that I was doing right. But now I real- 
ize what a terrible crime I was committing, 
and I feel ita duty before God to make a con- 
fession. 

Ishould never have done this anly that I 
was under the influence of . He wasasingle 
man, and was so nice that I determined not to 
live with Hill again. I fairly fell in love 
with and promised todo what he wished. 
Iu and slowest 
every word and deedof his just right, and 
never questioned his love for me. 

The confession then goes into detail 
concerning the hearing and the find- 
ing of the arsenic, and continues: 

I still thought I was doing right, and went 
willingly to the grand jury to have Hill in- 
dicted. But at the last trial I felt condemned, 
and could say but little. But when my friends 
had talked to me I felt again like doing all in 
my power to get Hill convicted. 

Let people think as they will, I was under 
such influence and such love showed me. by 
Mr. —— at his office and by his frequent and 
friendly calls at my house that I was possessed 
ofevil. When the news came that Hill was 
free, I felt that my plans to live with were 
ended. He discontinued his affections, though 
1 still feel kindly toward him. 

Mr. Hill, though he keerfly feels the 
cloud that rested on him for a short time, 
is glad of an opportunity to make public 
his complete vindication.

ALLEGED BRIBERY. 


Lawrence Aldermen Give Testimony Re- 
garding the Granting of Licenses. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Oct. 26.—After Judge 
Fessenden decided yesterday to have the 
aldermanic bribery cases tried in Lawrence 
and at this term, matters were hummed 
along. John W. Bolton, alderman from 
ward 6, was brought to the bar and a jury 


impanelled. Then District Attorney 
Moody opened the case. Among the 


witnesses sworn were several new ones. 
Aldermen Doyle and Gallagher tes- 
tified to practically the same facts. Both 
denied voting for James H. Weldon’s li- 
cense; both testified that the board was 
called to grant licenses at 5 o’clock on the 
morning of April6. After three ballots 
Alderman Doyle arose and said: 

“There’s some funny bussiness going 
on here. Ihave rights and am going to 
get them if I have to fight for them.” 

Thereupon, Mayor Doe and Aldermen 
Martin, Whitehouse, Butler and Bolton 
retired to the mayor’s office and remained 
there two hours, leaving Doyle and Gal- 
langher alone. After a while an agree- 
ment was reached, Each alderman and 
the mayor was given a certain number of 
licenses, and so the list of forty-four was 
agreed upon. These forty-four were then 
unanimously granted. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hurlburt, both 
aldermen said that Alderman Bolton did 
not urge Weldon’s case or present his 
name. 

City Clerk O’Hearn corroborated these 
two aldermen, and said in addition that 
Weldon received four votes. 

James H. Weldon, the principal wit- 
ness, testified to giving $1000 to Alderman 
Bolton at his office, March 13, and receiv- 
ing the alderman’s promise of a liquor 
license. Here the court rested. 


MANSLAUGHTER CHARGED. 


Enginerr Goodwin Held Responsible for 
‘ the Cambridge Disaster. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 26.—Complaint 
has been made and a warrant issued for 
the arrest of Engineer Goodwin of the 
freight train which ran into the passenger 
train on the Watertown branch of the 
Fitchburg railroad a short time ago, caus- 
ingsuch a large loss of life. The charge 1s 
‘manslaughter. This would indicate that 
‘Judge Almy of the third Middlesex dis- 
trict court had rendered his decision, asa 
lresult of the inquest, to District Attorney 
Cooney, and such is reported to be the 
fact. 

The burden of Judge Almy’s decision is 
yeported to be that Engineer Goodwin 
was negligent in rugning contrary to

Boston, Oct 26.—The legal controversy 
in relation to the interchangeable mileage 
tickets on railroads will not be heard by 
the supreme court for at least two weeks. 
Counsel for the railroads and Attorney 
General Pillsbury appeared before Jus- 
tice Allen yesterday, and the defendant 
railroads were given time to complete 
their pleadings, 


Held in $12,000 Bonds. 

NEWTON, Mass., Oct. 26.—In the police 
court John Halloran was held in $12,000 
bonds to appear before the court Nov. 6. 
Halloran assaulted John Foster with a 
pickaxe handle. Foster’s skull was frac- 
tured and there is but little hope of his 
recovery. 


Police Say He Was Poisoned. 

Boston, Oct. 24—John Meehan,65 years 
old, was found dead in a chairat his 
home, 49 Yeoman street, Roxbury, yester- 
day. The police are responsible for the 
Statement that his death was due to 
poison. Medical Examiner Draper will 
make an examination.

MANY MESSAGES OF CONDOLENCE, 


Funeral Services Will Be Held in 
Washington and Indianapolis. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Messages of con- 
dolence have been received by the presi- 
dent from Queen Victoria and other po- 
tentatesinthe Old World, governors of 
all the states, wFaayors, statesmen of all 
shades of polities, religious, social, busi- 
ness and political organizations without 
number, and from thousands of private in- 
dividuals. They all express deep sym- 
pathy for Mr. Harrison in the affliction 
which has come to his home. 

Dispatches from all over the Union state 
that flags are at half mast everywhere, 
and that the greatest sorrow is felt for the 
death of the universally beloved woman 
and her bereaved family. 

Funeral Arrangements. 

At the request of Dr. Hamlin, Rev. Dr. 
Bartlett of the New York avenue Presby- 
terian church will assist in the services at 
the White House Thursday morning. Dr. 
Bartlett was pastor of the Second Presby- 
terian church, Indianapolis, previous to 
coming to Washington, and a neighbor of 
the president’s family. At the funeral of 
the wife and daughter of Secretary Tracy 
in the White House Mrs. Harrison wa 
much impressed by the siz g of Cardi- 
nal Newman’s hymn, “Lead, Kind!y 
Light,” by the choir of St. John’s church 
and often spoke of it. The choir will be 
present at the services and repeat the 
hymn. It the president’s wish that 
there shall be no publie or official display 
in connection with the death of Mrs. Har- 
rison, and the funeral services, both here 
and in Indianapolis, will be as simple as 
the rites of the Presbyterian church will 
permit.

AN ATTRACTIVE RESIDENCE. 


A Well Arranged House in the Style ef 
Modern American Architecture. 
(Copyright, 1892, by American Press Associa- 
tion.] 

The style of architecture should be 
adapted to an American landscape, and 
some of the neat and attractfve composites 
scattered here and there through our states 
are preferable for this purpos« to any feu- 
dal importations. The style should also 
depend much on the location. There are 
two methods of making a building beauti- 
ful—by the fullest and most subtle devel- 
opment of constructive requirements, and 
by the application of forms which accentu-

ate the organic qualities of the work. The 
first necessity is stability, which means 
that all lines should be horizontal or per- 
pendicular, and that the bottom must not 


be incapable of supporting the top. Home 
means rest, quiet and simplicity. Not that 
a house must be bare and simple i in every 
part, but simplicity must be the keynote. 
Certain parts, both inside and out, can of 
course be elaborately treated, but it must 
seem natural, and not an isolated piece of 
work, and the reason for the elaboration 
must be apparent. It must, too, be borne 
in mind that elaboration to be effectual 
must be simple, at any rate in its main 
lines. 

Iam not saying anything about the con- 
venient arrangement of the house. It goes 
without saying that a house must be con- 
venient, but mere convenience is not alone 
sufficient. Thearrangement ofthe kitchen 
is the point of most importance to every 
housewife. There isno denying the fact 
that a majority of the home owners are, to 
put itina mild term, negligent and care- 
less as tothe convenient arrangement of 
the kitchen and other much used parts of 
the house. The obtaining of water for 
domestic purposes is a source of great 
trouble and labor to many housewives. 
The well pump is located out of doors and 
often some distance from the house, but 
the water must be had regardless of the 
inclemency of the weather, and when the 
pump is out of order and the well deep it 
entails considerable labor to obtain the 

required daily supply, and when tubs, pails 
and old barrels are depended upon to catch 
a supply of soft water from dripping eaves 
the climax is reached.

if varnished every four or five months you 
can wash andclean them quite as safely 
and readily as you do the woodwork. 

A door should open from the kitchen 
into the cellarway and the stairs should be 
lighted by a convenient window. You 
should not be obliged to leave the door ajar 
at each trip toand from the cellar, as too 
many are oblige d to do or grope their way 
in the dark. 

The plan here offered is that of a well 
arranged and neatly designed frame house 
in the attractive style of modern Ameri- 

can architecture. 

It has four principal rooms on each floor, 
besides halls, bathroom, pantry and numer- 
ous closets. 

The convenience of the interior is appar- 
ent on examination of the floor plans. 
Entering from the front through a stair 
hall of goodly size, connected with the 
parlor, 15x15-3, the dining room, 15x17, 
and a bedroom, 11x15. The hall, parlor 
and dining room are connected by wide 
sliding doors. 

The kitchen and dining room are con- 
nected by an entry, 5x5, and by a slide 
panel in wall of china closet. The kitchen 
might be considerably enlarged by inclos- 
ing the porch and removing the interior 
wall. Then an entrance could be furnished 
from a porch placed in the angle of present 
dining room and entry. The bathroom is 
well fitted with tub, bowl and closet. 
Back stair to the second floor leads up

stairway leads down tocellar under this 
and from the pantry. In the bedroom isa 
projecting bracket window, with three 
drawers under stool. 

The chambers on the second floor are 
each provided with closet room. A stair- 
way to the attic leads up from the chamber 
on the left. Balconies open from this 
chamber and the front hall. 

The materials used in construction were 
of the best throughout. The walls are 
sheathed, papered and sided on the out- 
side, and plastered three coats on the in- 
side. The house is heated by furnace, and 
was erected and completed at Carthage, 
Iils., for $2,600, including the foundation.

The Poor Indian 


Whom Columbus sent to Spain to learn 
the arts of civilization, even through the 
institution of slavery. Let me ask him 
seriously, which civilization, that of Spain 
or that of the Puritans was the mure 
worthy of being stigmatizedas cruel. Let 
me quote for him the words of one who is 
not a Catholic—Charles F. Lummis in the | 
Seribner’s of Sept. 1892. He says: | 
“Spaia’s was the most comprehensive, 
humane and effective Indian policy ever 
framed. In all three qualities it surpassed 
all the Indian policies of all other 
European nations, and that of the later 
United States rolled into one.”” And again: 
‘*Whereon our ancestors—(i. e. the Eng- 
lish-speaking,)—the earth hungry have 
touched America for more than a century 
the aborigine is practica!ly extinct. In 
the far greater American area covered by 
Spain for three centuries and a half, the 
aborigine is practically as numerous as 
at the conquest and much better off. When 
this unquestionable fact becomes more 
widely recognized we shall hear less of 
Spanish atrocities in the NewWorld.” 


When a Comparison is Instituted 
between the treatment of Indians in the 
North and South, we of the United States 
should be silent in the face of our great In- 
dian mistakes. How the Indians have suf- 


fered from American treatment may be 
judged from the eloquent words of Wen- 
dell Phillips: 

‘From Massachusetts Bay back to their 
own hunting grounds, every few miles is 
written down in imperishable record as a 
spot where the scanty, scattered tribes 
made a stand for justice and their own 
rights. Neither Greece nor Germany nor 
the French nor the Scotch, can show a 
prouder record. They stood up man for 
man, foot by foot, and fought it out for 
the land God gave them against the world, 
which seemed to be poured out over 
them.” 


What a contrast to the record of the In- 
dian under Spanish domination! Instead 
of being hunted about like wolves, instead 
of being obliged to contend against fright- 
ful odds fur the preservation of their name 
and race, instead of being made the prey of 
rascally politicians, they live socially, on 
almost an equality with their conquerors. 
They have homes, they have an education, 
they have happiness. 


Mr. Adams Asserts 


That Columbus introduced slavery into 
America. We might controvert that fact, 
but we will pass it over. But who is to 
accuse him of that ? Not a descendant of 
the Puritans, who permitted until recent 
years the vilest mode of traffic in human 
flesh. The action of Columbus was excus- 
able in consideration of the times. Slavery 
in the United States and in Jamaica was 
an institution that can claim for itself not 
the vestige of an excuse, and was carried 
on with shocking barbarity. 

No! let us be silent if we cannot 
praise let not the rancor and intolerance of 
religious hate warp a judgment that 
should declare for the glory, the admiration, 
the reverence of one to whom the world 
owes a debt it can never repay. Let us 
above all be fearful of casting aspersions, 
upon a name that the world has hitherto 
considered sacred, lest that sublime answer 
be cast back upon us, which was spoken of 
old, in a case more plausible than this: 
‘*Let him that is without sin cast the first 
stone.”

Women Are More Intemperate 

Intemperance among women is in- 
creasing. The metropolitan police re- 
turns show that there has been a de- 
cided advance during the last two years 
inthe number of women apprehended 
for drunkenness. In 1889 the total was 
less than 3,000; in 1891 it was nearly 
8,500. There was a_ corresponding 
growth in the numt of “drunk and 
disorderly” cases during the same period. 
Last year 8,373 women were taken into 
custody on this charge in London alone.

The Composition of the Council Said to 
be a Weak Point. 


A few of our citizens have received copies 
of the address of Charles F. Adams at the 
Centennial anniversary of the city. To 
this is appended some criticisms of the 
Quincy city charter, which are worthy of 
consideration as the city election ap- 
proaches. After reviewing the evils of city 
governments in general he says: . 

“Public attention had for years been 
forcibly called to these gathering difficul- 
ties by the occurrence of scandals of eyer- 
increasing notoriety, more and more dis- 
cussed, which those who drew up our 
Quincy charter bore freshly in mind. Ac- 
cordingly, that charter, framed in consulta- 
tion with individuals both within and 
without the State who had made a special 
study of the subject, was based on correct 
politica} theories in one respect at least,— 
in so far as was practicable, it was not a 
creation, but an outgrowth. In this mat- 
ter, the principle at the base of all success- 
ful constitutional government was carefully 
regarded,—the fundamental principle that 
‘everything which has power to win the 
obedience and respect of men must have its 
roots deep in the past, and that the more 
slowly every institution has grown, so 
much the more enduring it is likely to 
prove.’ 

Changing, therefore, in the least degree 
possible, the system to which the commun- 
ity had long been accustomed, those who 
framed our Quincy charter proposed simply 
to do away with the old board of selectmen 
as an executive body, and with the town- 
meeting as a legislative body, and to sub- 
stitute for them respectively a responsible 
single executive, and a council much in the 
nature of a board of corporation directors, 
The framers of the charter in distributing 
the powers and functions of the proposed 
government followed, and followed correctly 
the maxim that ‘Deliberation is the work 
of many, Execution is the work of one;’ 
and while to the council of Quincy under 
its charter all proper deliberative and 
directive liberty was allotted, the Mayor of 
Quincy was avowedly intended to be 
clothed with a larger and more abitrary 
power within his department than had 
ever in the United States been confided to 
the executive head of any organization 
classed as political. 

“The Quincy charter has now been in 
operation for three years and ahalf. It 
may be said generally that as the result of 
its working the impression prevails that the 
composition of the council,—the legislative 
department,—is the weak point in it. In 
that body there has been a noticeable tend- 
ency towards the sacrifice of general to 
local interests. Ward politics and require- 
ments have been unduly prominent. This 
it is claimed is due to the feature of local 
constituency in the charter, and to the 
want of any provision securing minority 
representation. P 

“The students of manicipal government 
assert that the Quincy charter, as far as it 


wont, was baced vm corrcot primeiploes but 
that it failed to carry out those principles 
to their necessary logical result. The 
analogy of the business corporation should 
have been followed to its full extent, and 
all the members of the legislative depart- 
ment should have been chosen at large, 
regardless of ward lines; with, moreover, 
some provision for minority representation. 
This result, it is argued, would have been 
brought about to manifest advantage had 
the charter provided for the election of a 
council to be composed of fifteen, or 
twenty-one, or twenty-four members, as 
might be thought best, all to be chosen at 
large, while no voter could vote for over 
two-thirds of the entire number to be 
chosen; but, on the other hand, each voter 
should have been at liberty to concentrate 
all, or any portion of the votes he could 
cast on one or more candidates, or to dis- 
tribute them among the full number he 
was entitled to vote for, giving one vote to 
each. The fifteen, twenty-one or twenty- 
four candidates who received in this way 
the largest number of votes, irrespective of 
the size of the several votes as compared 
with the whole or each other, would be 
elected, and would compose the council. 

“Had such a system of electing the 
members of the legislative department 
been made a part of the Quincy charter, it 
would, it is contended, have assured an 
almost absolutely free constituency. Had | 
those composing this total constituency, or 
any portion of them, desired to secure ward 
or local representation, it would have been 
easy for them to organize themselves so as, 
through concentration of votes, to bring 
that result about. It was right that they 
should have this power. If, on the other 
hand, scattered citizens wished to form a 
constituency to bring about certain results, 
or choose to the council particular men, it 
ought to be made easy for them so to do- 
It is now difficult, if not impossible. Free- 
dom for individual action was the object to 
be kept in view and the result to be 
secured; ani this result cannot be attained 
through the political system now in use. | 
It could be attained through changes in 
the basis of constituency of the kind 
suggested, 

“Such was and is the Quincy charter,— 
our a'tempt at a solution of the great prob- 
lem now vexing the nation. It wasa new 
departure,—a departure carefully prepared, 
in full sympathy with the current political | 
theories of the day; and then understand- 
ingly entered upon. Whether it will prove 
a successful departure,—a veritable and 
valuable contribution to political science 
—remains to be seen; but whether in the 
result it does or does not so prove, it was 
and is, as I have said, none the less an 
honest, an intelligent, and a well-considered 
attempt at the solution of the problem.” 

Mr. Adams also considered the charter 
from another point, viz: “‘May it not be 
that inthe Quincy charter the fatal mis- 
take was made by endeavoring to devise a 
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governmental machinery which should do} 
the work the citizens only can do with suec- 
cess?’’ He was of the opinion that every 
citizen is under obligation of duty toward 
the government which protects him, and 
that a solution might be found in compul- 
sory municipal service. In conclusion he 
thought some practical method of minority 
municipal representation might be devised 
which shall restore that system in a shape 
adapted to existing conditions, by utilizing 
to the utmost those saving forces of indi- 
Viduality in the citizen which are now 
ignorantly wasted, where not systematically 
suppressed. 


Good for Atwood. 

A committee of the Chickatawbut club 
has interviewed Mr. Humphreys, the inde- 
pendent candidate for congress in this 
district, and will report that he declined to 
Say whether or not he is a republican, 
simply that he is an independent. He de- 
clined to say whether he would support the 
republican candidate for speaker in the 
next congress; in fact, he declined to say 
much of anything, except that he intended 
to stay in the fight and get all the votes he 
can. This being the case, Mr. Atwood 
will receive the indorsement of the Chicka- 
tawbut club as the only candidate entitled 
to receive republican votes, and from 
present indications that means that he will 
be elected. 


To Examine the Alleged Miracle Window. 

The Canton (Minn.) church window 
miracle, which has for several months 
been the cause of much excitement in 
Minnesota and northwestern religious 
circles, is to be decided upon by a thor- 
ough scientific examination by Bishop 
J. B. Cotter, of Winona, within whose 
jurisdiction the so called miracle exists. 

Several weeks ago the inhabitants of 
the little village of Canton, near Lanes- 
boro, were startled by the announce- 
ment that a portrait had by divine 
means been imprinted in a window of 
the Catholic church there, of which 
Father Jones is pastor. The news spread, 
and thousands visited the village daily 
on foot and in carziages. At first the 
apparition appeared to consist of a 
young and comely woman with an in- 
fant in arms, and at times a dim halo 
was discernible abont her head. The 
story then took the form that this was 
@ portrait of the Virgin Mary and 
Christ, and the crowds cf visitors in- 
creased tenfold. Paralytic cripples aud 


other afflicted persons came in droves, 
@ gMiuupst Of the picture 


threw away their crutches, exclaiming 
that they were cured. 

The matter finally attracted such 
widespread attention that Bishop Cotter 
visited the church in company with 
Father Coyne, of Lanesboro, and Father 
Perrin, of Brownville. The window, 
which is in the north gable of the 
church, was removed, and the bishop per- 
sonally brought it to Winona, where he 
will give ita thorough examination in 
company with other prominent Catholic 
clergymen. The bishop is of the opin- 
ion that the glass, which shows a slight 
discoloration, was once a church win- 
dow, and that an adjacent building al- 
lowed the light to strike it at an angle 
which rendered the figures visible,— 
Chicago Tribune.

Library for a Massachusetts Town. 

Erasmus Haston has offered to give to 
the town of North Brookfield $20,000 
outright for a public library building, 
or $30,000 for the same purpose, provided 
the town will pay interest on the latter 
sum at the rate of 8 per cent, a year 
during his life and that of his wife. It 
was a totally unexpected gift and is 
highly gratifying to the people of the 
town. Most of the people seem to favor 
the acceptance of the latter offer, but a 
meeting will soon be called to let the 
voters decide. Erasmus Haston, the 
donor, is a native of Belchertown, born 
in 1812. 

He was a farmer's boy, and worked 
his way along antil by industry and 
economy he accumulated a fortune. He 
went to North Brookfield early in life 
and for a long time worked at shoe- 
making, afterward at farming, but for 
the last few years has not been actively 
employed at anything. Quiet and mod- 
est, he has never sought public notice or 
public office, but his honorable and up- 
right dealings with his fellow citizens 
have always been recognized.—Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican. 


Seeking Safety in a Lion’s Den. 

A serious disturbance occurred on the 
Place de Jaude at Clermont Ferrand on 
a late Tuesday evening. A negro tamer 
of the American circus named Jackers 
quarreled with and stabbed a workman. 
He then took to flight, pursued by a 
large crowd whose object was to lynch 
him. Saved from the crowd by the po- 
lice, Jackers took refuge in a lion’s cage 
in the circus. The tent was immediate- 
ly surrounded by an exasperated multi- 
tude, who had a regular fight with the 
police and a number of soldiers. 

The authorities succeeded with great 
difficulty in preventing the rioters from 
cutting the ropes holding the scaffold- 
ing of the circus together. After several 
hours order was restored and Jackers, 
who had been calmly awaiting the end 
of the disturbance under the guard of 
his lion Sultan, came out of the cage 
and gave himself up to the police.—Lon- 
don Public Opinion.

Tennyson's First Home. 

The Somersby House estate, with its 
rent roll of £1,600 a year, and its incalu- 
able if sentimental value as including 
the rectory in which Alfred Tennyson 
was born, has failed as yet to find a pur- 
chaser. Apart from the “investment of 
capital” question, Somersby rectory is 
likely in years to come to prove the Mecca 
of Tennyson enthusiasts, and in that way 
might be made a source of perpetval 
profit in the hands of a private owner, 
although I confess that I should like to 
see it the property of the nation. 

Shakespeare’s birthplace is secured to 
us as a national heritage for all time, 
and it would be well if Tennyson’s first 
home could be equally honored. Forno 
poet since Shakespeare has so perfectly 
understood and voiced the various 
phases, passions, heights and depths of 
human nature, and it might almost be 
said that in the Bible, Shakespeare and 
Tennyson alone might be found some- 
thing to coincide, with every character- 
istic and emotion of human\ty. 

For thirty years of his life Lord Ten- 
nyson lived at Somersby, and no doubt 
the exqnisite appreciation of inanimate 
as well as animate human nature 
manifest in the laureate’s works was 
due largely to the influence of the beau- 
tiful surroundings of his peaceful Lin- 
colnshire home.—Lady’s Pictorial. 


The Kaiser's Great Wealth. 

William IT is at this moment the rich- 
est sovereign of Europe. As emperor of 
Germany he does not receive a thaler 
toward his expenses. The reichstag, 
however, votes him every year a sun of 
2,600,000 marks under the heading, 
“Funds placed at the disposition of the 
emperor for distribution.” Of this 
amount, and according -to minute cal- 
culations which have been submitted to 
the relglstay, 2,407,000 marks are given 
to invalids who did not receive state 
pensions after the great war of 1870. 

As king ot Prussia he has had until 
recently 12,218,299 marks a year, derived 
from two sources—namely, 17,718,299 
marks revenue from crown lands and 
forests, and 4,500,000 marks voted by the 
chamber as necessary to the mainte- 
nance of royal dignity. This sum was 
quite sufficient for William I, but his 
grandson has larger views and cannot do 
with his grandsire’s allowance, so the 
Prussian landtag has given him a sup- 
plementary 3,500,000 marks, making his 
civil list in all £800,000.—London Society. 


Stagnation in Shipbuilding. 

The stagnation in the shipbuilding 
trade on the Clyde is apparently most 
serious. The North British Daily Mail 
estimates that there aréat. present be- 
tween Glasgow and Greenock over 15,- 
000 men out of work, avery one of them 
willing to accept any.occupation that 
might offer, although:skilled workmen 
at their trades. This statement, how- 
ever, only partly shows the depression. 
Out of 148 building berths on the Clyde 
only forty-nine are now in use. The in- 
dustry employs in good* times from 50,- 


000 to 60,000 men, and it follows that | 
there are 30,000 or 40,000 men not work- | 


ing on the Clyde who would be em- 
ployed there if all the yards were in full 
operation. About one-third of this num- 
ber, it is thought, have migrated to other 
shipbuilding centers in Great Britain, 
but The Mail thinks 15,000 is less than 
the number of men actually idle on the 
Clyde at the present time.

SIMPLICITY MARKS THE OCCASION, 


Mute Testimony of the Grief Felt 
by the People of Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 28.—The interior of 
the First Presbyterian church presented a 
sombre and yet beau iful Appearance as 
Mrs. Harrison’s funeral cortege passed 
through its doors today. The front of 
the big organ, behind the pulpit platform, 
was entirely hidden with folds of drapery 
festooned in black and white, while above 
were three shields, similarly festooned 
and so arranged as to typify a burst of 
sunlight, the entire effect being extremely 
striking. Wide drapings of black run 
the entire length of the edifice over the 
stained glass windows, relieved at each 
panel with monster rosettes of white. 
Two American flags were draped over the 
front of the gallery, and beneath which 
the procession passed on entering the 
church, but there was no other display of 
the national colors, The ten sidelights 
were festooned in black and white and 
smilax, while from each depended a 
cluster of carnations, roses and palm 
leaves. Beautiful snow-white chrysanthe- 
mums, towering toa height of eight feet, 
supported either side of the pulpit, while 
before it were palms, exotics and long, 
graceful ferns. 

3ack of the pulpit and surrounding the 
organ, & profusion of plants, palms and 
flowers in bloom filled the air with fra- 
grance. The casket rested immediately in 
front of the pastor's table, and at its head 
was placed a vase filled with jessica 
chrysanthemums, eight feet in heighth. 
There were heavy drapings over the en- 
trance of the two exterior doors of the 
church. 

The Church Services, 

in accordance with the president’s desire, 
were very simple. Immediately upon the 
arrival of the train the casket was borne 
by the pall bearers to the hearse in wait- 
ing, and after the funeral party had been 
conducted to the carriages, the cortege 
moved to the church. When ali had been 
seated, Cardinal Newman’s hymn, ‘“‘Lead, 
Kindly Light,” was rendered by the 
choir, and Rev. Dr. Haines, Mrs. Harri- 
son’ pastor during the later years of her 
residence in this city, delivered a short in- 
vocation. A selection of scripture was 
read, and the pastor made a brief address. 
The mourners were led in prayer by 
Rey. Dr. Hyde of the Congregational 
church, and after the rendition of the 
hymn commencing, “One Sweetly Solemn 
Thought,’”’ Dr. Haines pronounced the 
benediction. 

Owing to the limited capacity of the 
edifice, it was impossible to seat Clubs or 
organized bodies, although representa- 
tives of such were accommodated so far as 
possible. Anexception to the rule was 
made in behalf of some sixty members of 
General Harrison’s regiment, the Seven- 
tieth, and who were given seats in the 
south aisle. About one-third of the seat- 
ing capacity of the edifice was reserved 
for the immediate family, relatives and 
friends, and those of the general public 
who were first on the ground were then 
admitted until every seat was occupied. 
The doors were then closed. The total 
seating capacity of the place of worship is 
about 80, so that comparatively few of 
the thousands that were anxious to par- 
ticipate in the exercise were able to gain 
admittance. No other arrangements, 
however, were possible. 

A delegation of the Grand Army formed 
in line adjacent to the church, and stood 
with uncovered heads as the funeral pro- 
cession passed between the lines. There 
wore about 5000 in line. 

The Funeral Procession 

was headed bya detachment of police. 
Then came carriages containing the offi- 
ciating divines and the pall-bearers. The 
hearse followed, and directly behind it the 
president and the immediate relatives, fol- 
lowed by the members of the cabinet and 
their ladies. After these followed Gov- 
ernor Chase and the state officials, the 
ladies’ board ot the orphan home, the 
members o/ the state supreme court, in- 
timate lady friends and carriages in gen- 
eral, 

The total number of carriages in line 
exceeded 100. All traffic was suspended 
on the thoroughfares over which the cor- 
tege passed. 

United States Marshal Ransdell of the 
District of Columbia, who had general 
charge of the arrangements for the fu- 
neral, received a message from Washing- 
ton intimating that it was the president’s 
desire that arrangements be so changed as 
to dispense with the services of the ten 
soldiers from the United States arsenal 
who had been selected to act as pall bear- 
ers. The request was due tothe wish of 
the president to avoid anything savoring 
of display or ostentation,and the honorary 
pall bearers that had been selected, Judge 
W. A. Woods, Thomas Sharpe, W. P. 
Fish back, Moses G. McLain, Dr. H. R. 
Allen, John B. Elam, Hugh Hanna, E. B. 
Martindale, General Lew Wallace, Joha 
R. Elder, Theodore P. Haughey and Hon. 
W. E. Niblack, were notified of tne 
change in the program and necessitated 
their acting in an active capacity. 

At the Grave 

a short passage of scripture was read and 
a prayer offered as the casket was lowered 
into the vault. This service occupied but 
afew moments. There were thousands of 
visitors to Crown Hill cemetery when the 
remains of the first lady of the land were 
laid in their last resting place. Loving 
hands lined the side of the vault and its 
approaches with beautiful flowers. ; 

There was an almost complete cessation 
of business during the day, most of the 
business honses having already decided 
to close before Mayor Sullivan- issued his 
proclamation. Many industrial establish 
ments also suspended operations for the 
day.

‘ City in Mourning Garb, 

The capital of the state is in mourning 
garb for its favorite daughter. Its busi- 
ness streets, bright a few days ago in 
honor of the discovery of the continent 
tell mutely of the sadness universally 
felt. Sombre drapery isto be geen on 
every hand. Flags are displayed at half- 
mast from roof and window, and for block 
after block there is hardly a building that 
isnot draped. Someof the biggest struc- 
tures have streamers of black and white 
teaching from roof to sidewalk, or 
stretched across from window to window 
on every store. In others the goods have 
been removed from the show windows 
and replaced with mourning emblems and 
devices of various kinds, while crepe and 
white rosettes are displayed on many of 
the private residences along the streets 
over which the funeral procession moved 
to the cemetery.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


Board of Conciliation to Be Or- 
ganized in Haverhill. 


BOTH SIDES WILL BE BENEFITED, 


ae 


Workmen Will Unite with Manufae- 
turers to Bring It About. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., Oct. 28.—The local 
board of arbitration, to be formed by the 
labor unions and the shoe manufacturers 
of the city, is now an assured thing. The 
Central Labor union, composed of dele- 
gates from all the labor unions in the 
city, long ago favored the organization of 
such a board, and a majority of the shoe 
manufacturers also thought favor ably of 
the project, but a few of the manufactur- 
ers, including the members of the famous 
combine, believed they coul d manage their 
own affairs, and would have nothing to 
do with the proposed organization. 

A few of the manufacturers held a 
Meeting a few weeks ago and decided that 
it would be best to organize a board of 
arbitration for the purpose of settling all 
disputes which might arise between them- 
selves and their employes. It was thought 
best, however, to wait a short time before 
effecting a permanent organization,in the 
hope that more of the manufacturers 
would 

Become Interested in the Subject.

They worked the rest of the 
day and finished their cases yesterday, re- 
ceived their pay, packed up their kits and 
left the factory.

THREE JUDGES DISSENT. 


Bat Verdict in Favor of Mill Owners on 
the Monatiquot will Stand. 

The Journal reports the full be snch of the 
Supreme Judicial Court to have sent down 
on Thursday, a decision overruling the 
defendants’ exceptions in cases of the pro- 
prietors of mijls on Monatiquot River 
against the inhabitants of Randolph, Wol- 
brook and Braintree, and the cases of 
numerous other plaintifis against the same 
defendants. By this decision the verdicts 
against the defendants, aggregating a 
little over $54,000, will stand, although a 
dissenting opinion is written by Judge 
Allen, whose views are concurred in by 
Judge Knowlton and Barker. 

These cases were petitions under the 
statutes of for the assessment of 
damages resulting from the joint taking by 
the defendants of all the water of Great 
Pond, lying partly in the town of Braintree 
and partly in the town of Kandolph. The 
petitions were tried together before the 
same jury. The proprietors of mills on the 
Monatiquot River owned a dam which held 


1885, 


up and regulated the waters of Great Pond, 


and the other petitioners were owners of 


several mill sites below on the Monatiquot 
River, which is the outlet of Great Pond 
to the sea. The defendants asked the 


Trial Court to rule that the Proprietors of 
Mills could alone recover damages, but the 
Court refused to so rule, and the Supreme 
Court says: ‘‘ We think the Court rightly 
ruled that the coporation of the Proprietors

To the Arguments at the Democratic Mass 
Meeting. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger : 


I was present at the Democratic mass 
meeting at Hancock hall last Monday 
vight and had the honor to listen to three 
of the speakers. I feel obliged to make 
some remarks upon what these gentlemen 
said, hoping that these remarks through 
the LEDGER will reach some of the Scan- 
dinavians, to whom the addresses specially 
were delivered. 

The first speaker talked a good deal 
avout high tariff, high prices and low 
wages, and low tariff, low prices and 
high wages. Now I simply want to make 
a few statements from my own experience, 
I left Sweden about ten years ago. At 
that time we had free trade or nearly so 
there. A common laborer could earn 150 
to 200 kronor (about 50 cents average) a 
day, and often a good deal less. He can 
earn in this country from $1.50 to $2.00. 

Now let us see what he had to pay for 
his necessities, or the relations between 
wages and prices. A pair of woolen hose 
cost from Kr. 1.00 to Kr. 1.50. About the 
Same quality you get here for 40 or 50 
cents. A woolen shirt that you buy here 
for $1.50 would cost you about Kr. 3.00. 
A suit of clothes that you can get in this 
country for about $20.00 would cost you 
kronor. A of shoes 
that you buy here for $3.00 you would have 
to pay about Kr. 12.00 for. 


50 to 60 pair 

Woolen yarn 
was Kr, 3.00 per lb. Sugar Kr, 0.40 per Ib. 
Salt pork Kr. 0.50 per Ib., ete., ete, 

Now you see that you for two days’ work 
here, can buy the same article that you 
will have to work a week or more for in 
Sweden, or you can get a good suit of 
clothes here for about two weeks’ work, 
when you have to work a couple of months 
for them in Sweden, These are only a few 
articles mentioned to show what is pretty 
near the same all through. 

Is there any one of my couatrymen who 
will contradict these things? Still in Swe- 
den the laboring man is quite as well off as 
in any of the European countries.

KING NEPTUNE’S FURY, 


Over a Hundred Lives Lost by 
the Wreck of the Roumania. 


THE LOUVRE HAS ALSO GONE DOWN. 


Series of Fearful Steamship Dis asters 
Reported from Abroad. 


—_———— 


Lispoy, Oct. 29.—The Anchor line 
steamship Roumania, Captain Young, 
went ashore at the mouth of the Arnoya, 
near Peniche, and 113 of the 122 persons on 
board were lost. 

The Roumania left Liverpool last Sun- 
day for Bombay. She carried fifty-five 
passengers, a crew of sixty-seven men and 
a full cargo of valuable merchandise. She 
experienced heavy weather from early 
Monday morning. On Tuesday she ran 
into a furious storm. All her passengers 
were ordered below and were not allowed 
on deck again until Wednesday noon. f 

After a few hours of the first clear sail- 
ing she had had the Roumania ran into 
a thick fog. She proceeded at half speed, 
and, it was supposed, well out from the 
coast. A violent storm came on after sev- 
eral hoursin the fog. When the storm 


struck her the Roumania was only a few 


miles from shore. The ship made little 
progress, and the captain was unable to 
keep her bow to the wind. She went on 
the rocks almost without warning, for up 
to the last few minutes the ship’s officers 
did not realize their peril. Heavy seas 
broke over the ship’s decks, and many of 
the passengers, who ran on deck ina 
panic, were swept overboard and drowned. 

A boat waslowered, but was immedi- 
ately swamped. For two hours further 
attempts were abandoned. The storm 
abated and another boat was lowered. 
This boat was loaded with passengers. A 
hundred yards from the ship it capsized 
and all were drowned. Two boats were 
started out from the shore, but put back, 


| as the men were convinced that they could 


not live insuch a heavy sea. Another 
boat was lowered from the Roumania, but, 


| when half loaded, was dashed against the 


ship’s side and capsized. Fifteen persons 
who had descended to her were drowned. 
Meantime wave after wave had broken

houses and ventilators, carrying away her 
smokestack and masts, and sweeping 


| many of the passengers and seamen over- 


board. Those still left decided to wait 
until the storm abated further, before at- 
tempting to get ashore.

LANGNER REMANDED. 


He Says His is Not Guilty of the Mur- 
der of Miss Emerson. 


DEDHAM, Mass., Oct. 29.—In the Nor- 
folk superior court, before Judge Thomp- 
son, August Langner was brought in by 
Deputy Sheriff Capen of Canton and ar- 
raigned on the charge of murder. District 
Attorney Pratt was present representing 
the government. Julius A. Weigmann 
acted as interpreter, Langner under- 
standing none but the German language. 

In personal appearance Langner pre 
sented all the characteristics of an ig- 
norant German. He does not weigh over 
150 pounds. His hair is a dark brown and 
his mustache of a faded straw color. A 
two weeks’ growth of beard covered his 
stolid countenance. He was dressed ina 
drab suit, outing shirt,dirty white tie and 
laced shoes. 

The indictment, which contained three 
counts, describing the act by which Miss 
Mary Emerson was deprived of her life at 
her lonely farmhouse on Dover street, 
West Dedham, on June 2, 1891, was read 
to him-by Clerk of Courts Worthington 
and translated into German. The only 
emotion shown by Langner was in the 
trembling of his uplifted right hand. 
Otherwise he was calm, cool and collected. 
When asked to plead tothe indictment, 
he exclaimed ina clear voice: “I am not 
guilty.” 

The court stated that counsel would be 
assigned him later. He was then re- 
manded to the Dedham jail to await trial.

To Be Set 
Bloody Sunday's Anniversary. 

LONDON, Oct. 31.—The socialist commit- 
tee of six, appointed to arrange the Trafal- 
gar square demonstration on Nov. 18, the 
anniversary of “Bloody Sunday,” has form- 
ulated a resolution which will be pre- 
sented and undoubtedly passed at all 
platforms on that day. The resolutions

STEVENSON’S LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE 


Declares That the Question of Taxa- 
tion is the Foremost Issue. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Oct. 31.—Adlai E. 
Stevenson, Democratic candidate for the 
vice presidency, has sent the following let- 
ter of acceptance tothe president of the 


national Democratic committee: at 


ADLAI E. STEVENSON, 
To the Hon. William I. Wilson, Chairman, ete.. 
When, in the presence of 20,000 of my coun- 
trymen, I accepted the honor conferred upon 


me by the convention over which you pre- 
sided, I promised to indicate by letter,in a 
more formal manner, my acceptance of the 
nomination tendered by the assembled repre- 
sentatives of the Democratic party of the 
United States. Since that time I have been en- 
gaged continually in the discussion before the 
people of many states of the Union of the 
issues emphasized by the convention and repre- 
sented by our candidate for president, Grover 
Cleveland. Opportunity has thus been denied 
me to write with the care I would like the more 
forinal answer promised to your committee. 

The full discussion of public questions com- 
monty expected from a candidate for vice 
president has been rendered less imperative 
by the complete presentation of the Demo- 
cratic creed by the gentleman with whom I 
have the honor to be associated as a candi- 
date of the national ticket. His treatment ot 
the issues now before the country for discus- 
sionand settlement are so complete that I 
can do little more than endorse his position 
and give it the emphasis of

JOE MANLEY’S ARGUMENT 
for Believing That Harrison Will Surely 
Be Elected. 

NeW YORK, Oct. 3:.—Joseph H. Manley 
of Maine, member of the executive com- 
mittee of the Republican national com- 
tittee, said to a Tribune reporter yesterday 

“IT believe President Harrison is to be 
elected, and I have reasons for this faith. 
First, never in the history of this coun 
try hasan administration been changed 
inthe midst of a general business pros- 
perity, and I do not believe this election is 
to prove an exception to this universal 
rule. That the co untry is in a prosperous 
conditiongis conceded on every hand. Sec- 
ondly, the administration of President 
Harrison has been so wise, patriotic and 
without the breath of scandal, that it 
merits the approval of the Americ an peo- 
ple. Itistrue that there has been some 
criticism of President Harrison, but when 
it is analyzed itis found to be simply a 
criticism of those who are disappointed at 
not receiving party favors. 

“For the first time in many years, New 
England wili be found solidly in the Re- 
publican ranks. Connecticut is conceded 
by the shrewdest Democrats to be hope- 
lessly Republican. This state has so 
prospered under the effects of the McKin- 
ley bill that its electoral vote will be given 
to the policy which has increased its ma- 
terial wealth and added to its general 
welfare. In the northwest, when the 
campaign was started, it was feared that 
several of the hitherto strong Republican 
states might be swung into the Demo- 
cratic column, either directly or indirectly, 
by choosing electors favorable to the Peo- 
ple’s party. But after the outrageous 
treatment of General Weaver in Georgia, 
and the second sober thought of these 
people, these states are now safely back, 
and no danger is to be apprehended from 
any of the northwestern or Pacific slope 
states, save alone Nevada. We can count 
216 electoral votes that may be regarded as 
sure for the Republican ticket. 

“The Democratic managers, on the 
other hand, cannot safely count on more 
than 143. While we do not indulge in any 
rainbow chasing, and while we do not in- 
clude in our 216 sure electoral votesa 
single vote from the south, there are, out- 
side of West Virginia, twenty-two elec- 
toral votes in the south that cannot be 
given to Mr. Cleveland, except by the 
grossest and most glaring and outrageous 
frauds.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 81.—Governor 
Fleming, late Saturday night, remoyed 
from office Tax Collector J. E. Johnson 
of this (Duval) county, for the reason that 
Johnson refused to receive money tendered 
him in payment of poll taxes on Sept, 3 
last.

Johnson 
office would close for business at 1 o’clock, 
noon. There are two factions in the Dem- 
ocratic party in this county and both had 
full county tickets in the field. The anti- 
Ball faction had one of its leaders tender 
$4000.in payment of the poll taxes of 2000 
voters after 12 o’clock, which was refused 
by the collector. 

This faction claims that this action of 
the collector disfranchised 2000 of their 
voters, and gave their opponents the elec- 
tion. They have been ever since im- 
purtuning the governor to remove John- 
son, and Saturday he yielded to their re- 
quest. Now, Chairman Harvey of the 
Third party state committee says that the 
refusals of tax money after hours on Sept. 
8 were common all over the state, and 
that to be consistent, Governor Fleming 
will have to remove at least third-five out 
of the forty-five county collectors. 
Johnson will fight the governor’s order 
in the courts. The case will go to the su 
preme court of appeals, and the supreme 
court, which is partisan and factional, will 
sustain Fleming. 

A precedent will thus be established, 
and Harvey will go before congress, when 
it meetsto count the electoral vote, and 
claim that the action of the governor, 
backed by the supreme court decision, 
practically declares that voters were dis- 
franchised by the thousands by the action 
of tax collectors; that fully 20,000 men 
were thus shut out from voting; that this 
Was more than Cleveland’s alleged major- 
ity on Novy. 8; and that therefore there 
was no fair expression of the popular will 
at the polls on that day. 

The affair has produced a profound sen- 
sation here. Democrats generally deplore 
the action of the governor, declaring that 
in his zeal to hold up his faction in Duval 
county, he has damaged himself and his 
whole party, and may cause the throwing 
out of Florida’s vote for Cleveland in the 
electoral college.

Boston, Oct. 31.—Registration in all of 
the cities of Massachusetts except Boston 
closed on Saturday night, and the figures 
reached exceed anything in the history of 
the state. In every city there was a large

Eby Abuse of the Pension System. 

Has our pension system been used only to 
relieve the deserving? Laws have been 
passed by the Republican party which have 
increased our annual expenditure tor pen- 
sions to at least $130,000,000 per year, and 
the end is not yet. These laws have been so 
executed by Commissioners Tanner and 
Raum as to make the administration of 
the pension office a public scandal,

By the Sliver Law of 1890. 

The silver law of 1890, passed by a Re- 
publican Congress and defended a year 
ago by the whole party, though now 
some of its prominent support- 
ers admit its mischievous effects, 
is | another conspicuous instance ot 
using legislative power for private benefit. 
Advocated and urged by wealthy mine 
owners, it used the pablic money in the 
purchase of silver which the country did 
hot need, and gave to one class of producers 
slone the valuable privilege of selling their 
product to the United States. This legis!a- 
tion has brought the country tothe verge 
of free coinage. 

By the Misuse of Patronage. 

In the administration of the civil service 
we find the willingness to use the power of 
the government for partisan and personal 
ends clearly displayed.
